SIXTY DAYS TO PREPARE APPEAL 


The Standard Of company yesterday re- 
ceived the most terrific blow in its history, 
and simultaneously was served with notice 
that more serious trouble was in store for it. 

Judge Kenesaw M. Landis, in the United 
States District court, fined the company 


$29,240,000, the extreme limit of the penalty 


fixed for the acceptance of illegal rebates 
under the conviction of last April. This fine 
is by far the largest ever assessed in any 
case in the history of jurisprudence. It was 
accompanied by a scathing criticism of the 


oll trust’s methods. 


Then the judge instantly called for a special 
grand jury for Aug. 14 to follow up the same 
violations of law from the standpoint of con- 
spiracy between the Standard Oil, the Alton 
road, and the head officials of both. This 
charge, if proved, may land some of the rail- 
road and oil officers in jail. 


Will Contest the Decision. 

The trust’s lawyers served notice that the 
infliction of the fine will be contested to the 
court of last resort. This means two steps: 
An appeal to the Circuit Court of Appeals 
and thence to thé federal Supreme court. 

The judge gave the defendants sixty days. 
in which to file a bill of exceptions. This 
was after three formal and quite hope- 
less " motions had been made by Attorney 
Merritt Starr, representing the défense as 
senior counsel, during the absence of John 
. Miller, who is in Europe. One motion 
was to set aside the court’s judgment, an- 
other an arrest of judgment, and a third to 
vacate the judgment, setting up the grounds 
that the court’s action was in violation of 
section 8 of the federal constitution, which 
is directed against the imposition of exces- 
sive fines. 

“ Overruled,” said the judge, 
Let's go on with the next case.“ 

Mr. Starr then secured the sixty day stay 
of execution in accordance with an agree- 
ment between the prosecuting and defending 
counsel, in which the bill of exceptions will 
be filed.

Call It an Injustice. 

The character of the appeal to the higher 
courts was indicated by this later statement 
by an official of the corporation in New York, 
who said *‘ the amount of the fines evidenced 
the injustice against the company.” 

“The amount of Judge Landis’ fines,” said 
this official authoritatively for the company, 
“is fifty times the value of the oil carried 
under the indictment. Total value of the oil 
was $650,000. For each car of ol], valued at 
about $450, we have been fined $20,000. An 
appeal will be taken to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals and carried to the 
court of -last resort, but whether it will be 
entered at once or whether the full time 
allowed by law will be taken will be deter- 
mined by our counsel.” 

The case upon which the judge assessed 
the huge fine was brought upon indictments 
containing 1,462 counts, charging the accept- 
ance of rebates amounting to $223,000 from 
the Chicago and Alton railroad on shipments 
of 6,000 cars of oil from Whiting, Ind., to 
East St. Louls. The law gave the court the 
power to impose the maximum fine of $20,000 
on each count. The minimum fine provided 
is $1,000. 

Jail Also May Be in Sight. 

The surprising finale of the day came when 
the judge issued his call for a special grand 
jury and directed District Attorney Sims to 
proceed at once against the Alton railroad 
and to direct an investigation of the indi- 
viduals—Standard Oil and Alton officials— 
who were parties to the scheme by which the 
Standard Oil company of Indiana secured 
the transportation of its products at less than 
one-third the legal rate. 

The charge to be made against these men 
is conspiracy to violate a federal law, known 
as section 5440 of the revised statutes of 
the United States. The punishment for con- 
vietion of this offense is a fine of $10,000, 
or sentence of two years in the penitentiary, 
or both.

All of these men knew or may be presumed 
to have known of the secret arrangement 
by which the Standard Ol products were 
shipped from Whiting to East St. Louls for 
6 cents a hundred pounds, when the legal 
tariff was 18 cents.

When the investigation of the Stand- 
ard Oil's relations with the Alton were com- 
menced Davis resigned his position and left, 
his present whereabouts being still unknown 
despite every effort made to discover him 
during the trial. 

While there is a possibility that some of 
the men mentioned may estape indictment 
at the hands of this new grand jury, which 
will be called to meet Aug. 14, there is no 
hope for the railroad company. The evidence 
used to indict and convict the Standard Oil 
company will do the same service for the 
Chicago and Alton. 


Chain of Evidence Complete. 


The chain is complete in every detail and 
the conviction is destined to be even simpler 
than that of the Standard Oil company. In 
the Alton case there will be no necessity to 
show that the tariffs were posted as requi 
by law, since that is a provision to safeguard 
the shipper and not the carrier. 

In fact, every point which the Alton might 
choose for the defensive has already been 
decided. The company furni.hed the evi- 
dence, although reluctantly, upon which the 
conviction of the Standard Oil company was 
based, and now this same evidence will be 
used for its own conviction. 

There will be no escape for it on an im-

| “It is the position of the defendant that the 
Etkins law and certain pertinent portions of 
the interstate commerce law of 1887 are un- 
constitutional for the following reasons: 

Firet—That’ the defendant has a natural, inher- 
ent right to make a private contract for a railroad 
rate, of which right the Elkins law would deprive 
the defendant by requiring it to pay the rate pub- 
lished? and filed by the carrier, and making a fail- 
ure so to do criminal, in violation, as is claimed, of 
the fifth amendment to the constitution of the 
United States, which provides that no person 
shall be . „ deprived of life, liberty, or prop- 
erty without due process of law.“ 

Second—That by authorizing common carriers to 
establish rates, which when published and filed 
shall be binding upon the shipper, the law delegaten 
*to the carrier legislative power which section 1 of 
article 1 of the constitution confers upon congress 
exclusively. | 

Third—That the law vests in the interstate com- 
merce commission the power to pass ultimate 
upon the question of reasonableness or unreason- 
ableness of freight rates as established by a car - 
rier, thereby depriving the defendant of its right 
to invoke the judgment of the courts in reapect 
thereto, in violation of section 1 cf article 8 of 
the federal constitution, which vests the judicial 
power of the United States exchusively in the 
courts. 

Fourth— That paragraph 3 of section 8 of articie

“In the court’s view, the only point in- 
volved in this proposition is whether congress 
has authority to require that railroad rates 
shall be uniform. It being now settled that 
congress has this power, it necesssarily fol- 
lows that to preserve uniformity that body 
may prohibit the doing of any act or thing 
whatever by any person or corporation cal- 
culated to impair uniformity, and may en- 
force such prohibitions by such penal pro- 
visions as congress may deem requisite. 


Ignores Basic Proposition. 


“The defendant maintains that the inter- 
state commerce law does not apply to the 
Alton company’s connection with the trans- 
portation of defendant's property, inasmuch 
as the road it operates lies wholly within the 
state of Illinois. The theory is that the haul 
by the Chicago Terminal from Whiting across 
the Illinois line to Chappell, and the haul by 
the St. Louis Terminal from East St. Louis 
across the Missouri line to St. Louls are each 
interstate, and therefore subject to federal 
control, but that the Alton company’s inter- 
state haul of the same property from Chap- 
pell to East St. Louis is beyond the reach of 
federal authority. 

„The trouble with this contention is that 
it ignores the basic proposition underlying 
the whole question and confuses the intra- 
state character of the carrier with the inter- 
state character of the commerce in which the 
carrier is engaged. 

“ The true and primary test is whether the 
commodity to be transported is to pass from 
one state into another state. If it does so 
pass, then it is interstate commerce, regard- 
lees of whether the rails over which it moves 
be operated by ome or many carriers. 

„And when this commodity begins to move, 
interstate commerce has begun, and inter- 
state commerce it continues to be until it 
reaches destination. 


Subject to Federal Control. 


I in such continuous line there be a road 
lying wholly within a county in a state, the 
carrier operating such road, in respect to 
the movement of that commodity, is 
in interstate commerce as clearly as if its

Evidence Shows a Rate. 


“The defendant also contends that mas- 
much as the name ‘ Chappell’ does not ap- 
pear on the schedules there was no lawful 
rate between Chappell and St. Louis. The 
evidence does show, however, that tariff 24 
named the rate to East St. Louis from Chi- 
cago and suburban stations within the Chi- 
cago switching district, including the station 
immediately beyond Chappell from Chicago. 

„% Moreover, on the face of the Alton-Chi- 
cago Terminal joint schedule appeared the 
following: ‘Agents are strictly prohibited 
from quoting or using a higher rate for a 
shorter than for a longer distance over the 
game line in the same direction, the shorter 
being entirely included within the longer 
distance.“ 

“This would seem to clearly exhibit the 
rate from Chappell. Certainly it would be 
ample, and to no extent misleading, notifica- 
tion to any shipper consulting the schedule 
in good faith to learn the lawful rate. 


Attitude of the Alton. 


“The defendant claims that the evidence 
fails to sustain the charge in the indictment 
that the Alton company was engaged in the 
transportation of property from Chappell 
to St. Louis and that it had published and 
filed tariff schedules showing the rate in 
force between said points to be 19 cents. 

“As before observed, the Alton company 
published and filed tariff 24 showing a rate 
of 18 cents from Chappell to East St. Louis. 
The evidence also shows that the Alton com- 
pany procured copies of the tariff scheduies 
of the St. Louis terminal companies, show- 
ing their rate to be 1% cents from East St. 
Louis to St. Louis, and filed these schedules 
in its own name with the interstate com- 
merce commission, distributing the same to 
its freight agencies, where they were kept 
for the use of the general shipping public. 

Having thus published and filed the rate 
covering the entire route, and having actual- 
ly seen to it that the property reached its 
St. Louis destination, as its general charter 
powers authorized it to do and as the de- 
fendant looked to it to do and paid it for 
doing, the court is of the opinion that the 
evidence clearly shows the Alton company 
was possessed of a railroad route from Chap- 
pell to St. Louis over which it had estab- 
lished a rate for the transportation of oil 
as required by law. 


Clearly Subject to Law, 


“If a carrier enters the field for traffic 
destined to points beyond its line, and a ship- 
per turns his property so destined over to 
it, such transportation ts as clearly subject to 
the requirements of the interstate commerce 
law as would be the case if the carrier owned 
and operated the line through to destination. 

“In the absence of a formal agreement 
establishing a joint through rate effective 
over a through route made up of the connect- 
ing lines of more than one cafrier, the lawful 
rate in force over such through route is the 
sum of the local rates lawfully established 
by the several connecting carriers over their 
respective roads. The Alton company and the 
St. Louis terminal companies had no joint 
through agreement, as at their election under 
the law they might have had. i

“To adopt defendant's contention. would 
be to impose upon the occasional shipper 
who cannot employ a traffic manager, and 
who is not expert in traffic matters, a more 
rigid requirement than that imposed upon 
the continuous shipper, by excusing the lat- 
ter on account of what his large business 
might enable htm to know of rates on other 
roads from penalties which would be im- 
posed up the former for the game act. 

Moreover, it is to be observed that what 
a shipper might know respecting rates in 
force on one road would not inform him of 
what rates were lawfully in force on another 
road. The most that can be said for the de- 
fendant’s contention in this regard is that 
the shipper might assume the same rates to 
be in force on competing lines. But the law 
does hot allow him toassume. He must know 
what he can ascertain by inquiry. The 
rate once established and available to him 
on application, he must pay. N 


Discredits Doleful Predictions. 


The court is not impressed by the doleful 
predictions of ‘counsel for the defendant as to 
the hardships upon the honest shipping pub- 
lic to be anticipated from the enforcement ef 
this rule. The honest man who tenders a 
commodity for transportation by a railway 


company will not be fraudulently misled dy 


that company into allowing it to hau! his 
property for less than the law authorizes it 
to collect. For the carrier thus to deceive 


the shipper would be to deliberately incrim- | 


inate itself, to its own pecuniary detriment, 
which it may safely be trusted not to do. 

The only man liable to get into trouble is 
he who, being in control of the routing of 
large volumes of traffic, conceives a scheme 
for the evasion of the law, and connives with 
railway officials for its execution. 


Liable on Each Count, 


The defendant argues that the El 
authorizes the prosecution for or eee 
fense, and maintains that there can be a con- 
viction on but one count, citing decisions of 
courts supporting proposition in cases 
arising on other statutes. However, in this 
as in all other cases involving statutory com 
struction, it is solely a question of legislative 
intent. The language of the law is: 

** Every person or corporation who shall offer, 
grant, or give, or solicit, accept, or recetve any such 
rebates, concession, or discrimination shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
$1,000 nor more than $20,000.

Ot course, on the’ trial of a defendant 
for a apecific offense, this présumption is in- 
dulged in favor of that defendant as to that 
offense, but where, as in this case, the crime 
charged was the acceptance of a preferen- 
tial yalizoad rate, in violation of a law that 
had been om the books for nearly twenty 
years; where during a period of eighteen 
months, 1,800 carloads of property were 
shipped atan unlawful rate, which amounted 
to but one-third of the rate available to the 
-Beneral shipping public; where the con- 
vieted defendant's transportation affairs 
were in charge of an expert traffic official 
of at least ordinary intelligence and many 
years’ railroad traffic experience, and who 
was a frequent visitor at the general freight 
office of the railway company; where the 
unlawful rate was shown only by a paper 


appearing on its face to be a special billing 
order, and which directed that settlement 
for services rendered at the rate which it 
authorized should be made through the rall- 
way company’s auditor's office instead of at 
the railway station or freight office, as is 
done by the general shipping public; and 
where the defendant when brought to trial 
persistently maintains that the constitution 
of the United States guarantees to it the 
right to make a private contract for a rail- 
road rate, this court is obliged to confess that 
it is unable to indulge the presumption that 
in this case the defendant was convicted 
of its virgin offense. 


Why Rivals Are Crushed Out. 

“It is the defendant’s position that its 
offense was wholly technical: that nobody has 
been injured because there was no other 
shipper of oil, and that, therefore, the pun- 
ishment, if any, should be a modest fine. 
This impresses the court as a peculiar argu- 
ment. It is novel, indeed, for a convicted 
defendant to urge the complete triumph of a 
dishonest course as a reason why such course 
should go unpunished. 

Ot course there was no other shipper of 
oil, nor could there be so long as by a secret 
arrangement the property of the Standard 
Oil company was hauled by railway com- 
mon carriers for one-third of what anybody 
else would have to pay. It requires no great 
wisdom to understand that if other men of 
capital, genius, and integrity should em- 
bark in the oll business and possess them- 
selves of all the facilities known to the trade, 
the methods unveiled in this proceeding 
‘would foree them out. The only way for 
them to stay in the oil business would be for 
them to adopt the practice of this defendant, 
and procure the great public power of rall- 
way companies to be secretly perverted in 
thelr interest. Under no other possible theory 
could they hope to survive. 


Burden Falls on Other Shippers. 


„ Nor is this the only injury. To the ex- 
tent that the Standard Oil company has not 
paid what the law required that it should 
pay, the shippers of other kinds ofroperty 
have had to bear the burden. To the rate 
which it would be faif for the railway com- 
pany to charge for the transportation of 
products of the farm and factory has been 
added what the Standard Oil company did 
not pay for the transportation of ita prop- 
erty. And herein lies not the least vicious 
element of such a system. 

“In addition to this is the question of com- 
mon honesty among men, which ought not to 
be altogether ignored in business even in this 
day. The conception and execution of such 
a commercial policy necessarily involves the 
contamination of subordinate officers of em- 
ployés, even looking to the time when teati- 
mony will be required for the protection of 
the revenues of the offender from the exac- 
tions of the law for its violation. 


Worse than Counterfeiting. 

„We might as well look at this situation 
squarely. The men who thus deliberately 
violate this law wound society more deeply 
than does he who counterfeits the coin or 
steals letters from the mail. 

„The nominal defendant is the Standard Oil 
company of Indiana, a million dollar corpora- 
tion. The Standard Ou y of New 
Jersey, whose capital js $100,000,000, is the 
real. defendant. This is so for the reason 
that if a body of men organize a large cor- 
poration under the laws of one state for the 
purpose of carrying on business throughout 
the United States, and for the accomplish- 
ment of that purpose absorb the stock of 
other corporations, such corporations so ab- 
sorbed have thenceforward but a nominal 
existence. They cannot initiate or execute 
any independent business policy, their elim- 
ination in this respect being a prime con- 
sideration for their absorption. 7 

“So when after this process has taken 
place a crime is committed in the name of 
such smaller corporation, the law will con- 
sider that the larger corporation is the real 
offender. And where the only possible mo- 
tive of the crime is the enhancement of divi-

The record breaking fine imposed by Judge Landis on the Standard Ou company, and the severe arraignment of the company’s 
methods accompanying the decision, have attracted widespread attention. Tue Tristwe prints below editorials published in the 
Sunday morning editions of some of the leading newspapers of the country, which it obtained by telegraph last night. 


New York City. 

WORLD (Dem.)—President Woodrow Wilson of 
Princeton is right when he says that one really 
responsible man in jall is a better preventive 
of financial chicanery than the mere imposition 
of fines. Attorney General Bonaparte in his 
recent interview gave reason to believe that 
this fact ise not lost to sight by the federal de- 
partment of justice. But so long as fines are 
resorted to they are more effective when they 
are. conspicuous, exemplary, end substantial. 
Judge Landis’ action should prove a sharp re- 
duke to much incendiary talk that has lately 
been heard about the ute of the federal courts 4s@ 
shield for corporate oppression. Mr. Rockefeller 
at least will not today share that delusion. 

SUN (Rep.)—A judge with such a massive front 
name as Kenesaw Mountain could not be expected 
to take small change from the Standard Oil com- 
pany. 

TIMES (Dem.)—It cannot be assumed that Judge 
Landis wished to make the law ridiculous by ap- 
plying it in all its unconscionable rigor. The 
judicial mind is not supposed to operate in that 
way. The theory that the ill repute of the 
Standard Oil corporation as an octopus, its de- 
fiant attitude toward restraining laws, or its 
behavior as defendant in the court stirred the 
judge to a pitch of vindictive passion that 
prompted the imposing of this huge fine is 
equally untenable. It is only in capital cases 
that the law seeks the annihilation of the of- 
fender. Under the statutes regulating corpora- 
tiogs destruction is not aimed at, and until 
Judge Landis spoke today has not been attempted. 
No theory 6f law or justice sustains such a 
thumping penalty as Judge Landis has pro- 
nounced. 

PRESS (Rep.)—This buge fine will not cripple 
the Standard Oil company. It win de added to 
the price of oll, just like the item of labor or 
transportntion, and those who are compelled to 
use the monopoly’s product must reimburse its 
treasury. And the oil monopoly will be as strong 
as ever, Therefore, it is plain that a blunder 
has been made by the administration in its 
choice of attack on the Standard. There is a 
more éffective weapon at its command. The 
Standard Oil company is a conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade. The way to smash the trust 
is not with proceedings for dissolution of the 
holding compiny or fines against the corpPration, 
which must in the end be paid by the public. 
The way to do & is to indict the Rockefellers 
and their partners for violation of the penal 


code, send them before a jary, and convict and 
sentence them to prison. 
TRIBUNE (Rep.)—It may be presumed, of 


course, that Judge Landis assessed a fine sup- 
posed by him to be collectible, for ho practical

Philadelphia. 


RECORD (Ind. Dem.)—Of course, the case will 
go to the Supreme court. There is no concern in 
the country that has conducted its business 
with lees regard for equity and less disposition to 
give every one a square deal than the Stand- 
ard Oil company, which has been notorious for 
its relentless war upon rivals and remorseless 
exaction of low freight rates from the railroads. 
It will get law and justice, but it is idle for it to 
appeal for sympathy or consideration. 

LEDGER (od.) —Tuis is the most important 
trust or rebate case decided. The case will no 
doubt be heard on appeal, and even if it be deter- 
mined that there existed a conspiracy to violate 
the Elkine anti-rebate act it is not unlikely that 
the judgment will be modified, because the de- 
cision that each shipment is a separate offense 
and that the sum of $20,240,000 shal) be for- 
feited discloses an enthusiasm for punish- 
ment on the part of Judge Landis which a con- 
servative court will de disposed to regard crit- 
leally. If the Chicago and Alton railroad and

PRESS (Rep.)—Nelither the larger public of Ameri- 
can citizens nor the narrower public of sharehold- 
ere need fear that either the corporation can se- 
cure any legal right or immunity t which it is not 
entitled, or that any’ !t, has the right to claim will 
be denied it. Heavy as the fine is, it is none too 


great if the courts decide—and two more have

Pittsburg. 

GAZETTE-TIMES (rep.)—The fine is beyond all 
reason. A fine should not be confiscatory; it 
should not be made unduly heavy because the 
defendant has the money to pay it, and, above 
all, it should not be vindictively imposed. In- 
stead of laying the Standard open to the com 
tempt of the country for its systematic and 
defiant violation of the law, as it deserved,

“The defendant argues that to hold it for 
1,462 offenses would be a violation of the con- 
stitutional prohibition against the imposition 
of excessive fines, and it is urgeé that con- 
gress could never have intended to confer 
upon the court such power. It is the view of 
the court that for the law to take from one 
of ite corporate creatures as a penalty for 
the commission of a dividend producing 
crime less than one-third of its net revenues 
accrued during the period of violation falls 
far short of the imposition of an excessive 
fine, and surely to do this would not be the 
exercise of as much real power as is em- 
ployed when a sentence is imposed taking 
from a human being one day of his liberty. 

“In this connection it may be observed 
that the figtres exhibiting the net earning of 
the Standard Oil company of New Jersey 
during the period covered by this indictment 
are exceedingly instructive because of the 
peculiarly intimate relation between the 
character of the crime and the revenues of 
the offender. ‘ 

“The law prohibiting preferential railroad 
rates was passed twenty years ago. Its 
adoption was preceded by vigdrous opposi- 
tion interposed by those who had been the 
beneficiaries of the vicious practices its en- 
actment was designed to abolish. Immedi- 

thereafter these persons set about to 
devise means for its evasion. The records of 
the courts and of the interstate commerce 
commission show the employment of a large 
variety of schemes to accomplish this resuit. 
Imprisonment the Real Remedy. 

% During the period since 1887 congress has 
repeatedly endeavored to effectively amend 
the law with a view to the accomplishment 
of its great object. Finally in 1908 the El- 
kins law was passed. The court recalls that 
at that time the earnest hope was generally 
éntertained that at last a means had been

THREE MORE REBATE CASES; 
FINES MAY REACH $3,600,000 


Federal Indictments Returned Against 
the So-Called Fish Trust and Two 


Three more rebate cases were added to the 
in District Attorney 
Sim's office when the federal grand 
jury reported indictments against A. Booth 
& Co., the fish concern; the New York, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis railroad company (Nickel 
Plate), and the Lehigh Valley railroad com- 
pany. These indictments were returned in 
open court immediately after the Standard 
Ou dase had been disposed dt by Judge K. M. 

The charge against each of these defend- 
ante is a violation of the Hikins law prohib- 


‘action. was taken by the grand jury, 


iting the granting, offering, soliciting, or re- 
ceiving of any rebate, concession, or discrim- 
ination in respect to the transportation of 
any property in interstate commerce at less 
than the legal published rate, 

The Booth indictment contains seventy-five 
counts, the Nickel Plate indictment ffty- 
one, and that jointly against the Nickel Plate 
and the Lehigh Valley railroads fifty-four. 

The penalty provided for under the law is 
a fine of from $1,000 to $10,000 on each count. 
Should all those counts.now contained in the 
three indictments be sustained and convic- 
tions secured in each case the total amount of 
the fines possible would be $3,600,000 and the 
minimum would be $180,000. 

According to evidence presented, A. Booth 
& Co., known as the “ fish trust, organized 
the Overland Refrigerator Express company. 
Refrigerator cars owned by A. Booth & Co. 
were rented to this express company, which 
made arrangements with the railroads using 


the cars under which commissions of from 8 


to 12% per cent of the freight rates were paid 
on the business of A. Booth & Co., and simi- 
lar commissions was paid on the refrigerator 
business of other fish companies shipping 
their products from the Atlantic seaboard to 
Chicago. 

This money, although apparently paid to 
the Overland Refrigerator Express company, 
in reality found its way into the profits of A. 
Booth & Co. and was pronounced a device to 
grant a rebate. 

The period covered by the government in- 
vestigation was three months during the 
summer of 1906. Federal attention to the 
refrigerator company was called by compet- 
ing fish companies, and the practice was 


stopped, but sufficient evidence had been se- 


cured to warrant a grand jury inquiry. 

When the evidence was presented to the 
jury, which met in June, a determined ef- 
fort was made to secure the indictment of 
the individuals who devised the scheme. 
After an exhaustive resumé of the evidence, 
however, it was declared hardly sufficient 
to warrant convictions, and no such in- 
dictments were returned.

While the newspaper men stood with eyes 
riveted on the man whose wealth is at the 
head of the list, Mr. Rockefeller broke the 
silence with: : 

Well, gentlemen, shall we proceed?” 

And he handed his alub to the caddy while 
he mounted his wheel to ride after his ball. 
Soon one inquisitive guest inquired: 

How much was the fine?”’ 

“Twenty-nine millions,” was the reply 
and that was all the oll king had to say 
about the biggest fine evér assessed against 
the corporation. 

If it worried him he did not showi!t. While 
John D. Rockefeller has such wealth he 
might pay the fine himself without it ¢aus- 
ing him to practice much more than his 
usual economy, it is but natural to assume 
that the president of the greatest trust on 
earth would have been perturbed by the sen- 
tence imposed by Judge Landis.

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FULL TEXT OF ‘THE SYLLABUS BY POPE. PIUS x 


RECENTLY. ISSUED AT ROME. 


New York, Aug. 3.~[Special. }—Coptes of 
the syllabus concerning errors in the Cath- 
olic faith recently issued by Pope Pius X. 
reached this city today. 

This syllabus was signed only by the no- 
tary of the holy office, unlike the last sy)- 
labus of Piux IX., which was published in 
1864, together. with an encyclical letter 
known as Quanta Quara.”’ é 

In the present syllabus errors are con- 
demned, but they are not attacked in such 
a way as to provoke discussion, criticism, or 
comment. It is within the power of the pope 
to condemn errors, and he has exercised 
this power. 

Several debated points have been settled, 
such, for instance, as the interpretation 
of the bible is not a purely scientific mat- 
ter, but one exclusively belonging to the 
church. 

The following is a careful translation from 
the original Latin text: 


Error Regarding Messiah. 
80. In all the biblical tests the name, Son 
of God, is equivalent to Messiah. and does 


the real and natural Son of God. 

31. The doctrine as to Christ taught by 
John, Paul, and the councils of Nice. Chalce- 
don, and Ephesus was not the doctrine taught 
by Christ, but was the doctrine concerning 
Jesus, which was born of the Christian con- 
sciousness. 

82. It is impossible to reconcile the plain 
and natural sense of the texts of the gospels 
with what the theologians teach in regard 
to the self-consciousness and infallible 
knowledge of Jesus Christ. 

8. It must be evident to every one who is 
not under the influence of preconceived opin- 
ions that either Jesus was deceived when he 
spoke of the coming of the Messiah in the near 
future, or that the greater part of his doctrine 
contained in the synoptical gospels is wholly 
unauthentic. 

84. The critic cannot attribute to Christ un- 
limited knowledge unless on a hypothesis 
which historically is inconceivable, and which 
is repugnant to the moral sense—namely: 
that Christ, in so far as he was a man, pos- 
} sessed the knowledge of God, and yet he was 
unwilling to communicate the knowledge of 
po many things to his disciples and posterity. 

85. Christ was not always conscious of his 
messiannic dignity. 

86. The resurrection of the Savior is not a 
historical fact, properly. speaking, but be- 
longs to the purely supernatural. It has 
not been demonstrated nor is it demonstra- 
ble. The Christian consciousness gradually 
evolved it from other facts. 

87. From the beginning faith in the resur- 
rection did not concern itself so much with 
the actual fact of the resurrection as it did 
with the immortal life of Christ with God.

than to recall to the minds of men the ever 
beneficent presence of the Creator. 

42. The Christian community originated the 
necessity of baptism, constituting it an oblig- 
atory rite and attaching to it obligations in 
connection with the profession of the Chris- 
tian faith. 

43. The practice of conferring baptism 
upon infants was due to disciplinary evolu- 
tion.

Long after penance came to be regarded as 
an institution of the church it was rot calied 
a sacrament, because it was regarded im- 
proper to apply to it a name of sacrament. 

47. The words of Christ, Receive ye the 
Holy Spirit, whose sins ye shall forgive, they 
are forgiven them, and whose sins you re- 
tain are retained,“ bear no relation at all 
to the sacrament of penance, no matter what 
the fathers of the council of Trent may be 
pleased to assert. 

48. James, in his epistle (14 and 15), had 
no intention of proclaiming the sacrament 
of the eucharist. He only recommended it 
as a pious practice. If he perhaps saw in 
it the means of grace he did not accept it 
in the same liberal sense as did the the-

number of the sacraments. 


Meaning of Lord’s Supper. 

49. The Lord's supper gradually assumed 
the form of a liturgical function.

12. The exegetist who desires to devote 
himself with profit to biblical studies should, 
above all things, lay aside all preconceived 
ideas as to the supernatural origin of the 
holy scriptures, and interpret it just as he 
would otper documents of purely human 
origin. 

18. The evangelists themselves and the 
Christians of the second and third genera- 
tions arranged the gospel parables in their 
own way, and thus furnished the reason why 
the preachers of Christ bore so little truth 
among the Jews. 

14. In any of their narratives the evan- 
gelista have thought less of searching after 
the truth than of telling things which though 
false they believe would benefit their readers.

61. One may assert without being guilty of 
a paradox that there is no chapter in the 
bible, from the first of Genesis to the last of 
the apocalypse, that contains a doctrine ex- 
actly the same as that which the church 
teaches in regard to the same subject. Conse- 
quently no part of the scripture has, for the 
critic, the same meaning it has for the theo- 
logian. 

62. The principal articles of the aposties 
creed had not for the primitive Christians 
the same meaning that they have for the 


iChristians of today. 


63. The church has shown herself incapa- 
ble of effectively defending ethical gospel, 
because she obstinately is attached to im- 
mutable dotrines which are incompatible 
with modern. progress. 

64. The progress of science demands a re- 
form in the conception of Christian doctrine, 
and on the subject of God, of creation, of 
revelation, of the personality of the word, 
and of redemption. 


Religion Must Expand. 


65. Catholicism. as it now exists cannot 
adapt itself to true science unless it trans- 
forms itself into a form of nondogmatic 
Christianity; in other words, into a protest- 
antism that is broad and liberal. 

On the following day, Thursday, the fourth 
of the same month and year, a report of all 
this having been made to his holiness, Pius 
X., his holiness approved and confirmed the 
decree of the most eminent fathers, and has 
ordered that all and each of the propositions 
cited above shall be considered by all as con- 
demned and proscribed.

Danger Light Not Visible. 

The accident occurred at 8:15 o'clock. The 
car was going at a good rate of speed and ap- 
parently Mr. Menges had not the slightest 
idea that the bridge was open or that there 
even was a bridge there. The street is not 
well lighted, though there were lights at both 
ends of the bridge. 

A boat had just passed through the bridge 
on the other side and the draw was part way 
open. A red light was burning as a danger 
signal, but it is so placed that it is visible 
only when the draw is fully open. Conse- 
quently Mr. Menges dashed ahead without a 
thought of danger. He was also dazzled 
somewhat by lights from another auto on the 
other side of the river. | 

The car was within two or three lengths of 
the open draw when the danger was ob- 
served and Menges made a frantic effort to 
stop by putting on the full force of the brakes, 
aot sae at the same time: 

The bridge is open! Jump for your lives!” 


‘ Two Jump to Safety. 

At the same time he and Lentz, who occu- 
pied the front seat with him, leaped from 
the machine. They struck the abutment of 
the bridge less than three feet from the open 
draw, the auto haying slowed down some- 
what under the quick application of the 
brakes. 

Before Simmons could jump from the 
rear seat the machine plunged forward and 
downward into the water, which is twenty- 
three feet deep at that point. Simmons 
gave a yell that could be heard a block away 
and Menges and Lents shouted in unison. 

‘Their cries attracted the attention of the 
crew of the flreboat Michael W. Conway, 
which — fifty feet away, and a rowboat 
from that craft, manned by Cornelius Halla - 
han and Fred Stengell, put out for their 
rescue. The two men jumped in after Sim- 
mons, as he wes sinking for the last time. 
and pulled him out. The chauffeur had swa!l- 
lowed a great deal of water, but the firemen 
and bystanders resuscitated him in a few 
minutes. 

Threatens to Sue the City. 

The owner of the machine was indignant 
over the open draw and criticised the author- 
ities soundly for not having a watchman 


“There was no excuse for such criminal 
carelessnegs,” he said. ‘The three of us 
escaped drowning by a miracle and there isa 
$20,000 car in the water. All my clothing and 
other valuables, including a large sum of 
money, were on the machine.“ 

Some of the lost property was fished out of 
the water. The policemen told the indignant 
automobilist that if he had been on the look, 
out he would not have driven his machine 
into the open draw. This statement did not 
mollify him and he left, threatening a dam- 
age suit against the city. | 

The crew of the Michael W. Conway and 
men running motor boats passed chains 
around the sunken automobile and dragged it 
out of the way of passing boats, but decided 
not to attempt to bring it to the surface until 
daylight.

Accidents Appall French Nation; 
Ministry Ends Ghastly Sport.

SEVEN DEATHS DAY’S RECORD 


Two Cars Collide While Speeding at 
Terrific Rate—Occupants Die. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS. Aug. 3.—Two accidents, resulting 
in seven deaths, have caused the ministry of 
the interior to telegraph Prefect Gironde to 
put a stop to the Criterium de France auto- 
mobile races. In competitions for touring 
cars the speed is strictly limited to a mod- 
erate rate, but the limit was utterly ignored 
the first day, all cars arriving at t con- 
trols before the schedule time. The minis- 
try wired a strong warning thie morning that 
it would suspend the competitors who ex- 
ceeded the limit. 

Today's accidents, however, were not, it 
seems, due to exceeding the speed limit. In 
the first of the two accidents the dust prob- 
ably was the greatest factor. Competitors 
who had left Cleremont in the morning had 
passed the most difficult parts in the route 
to Libourne, and were nearing Bordeaux, 
where the road is excellent and wide, when 
the accident occurred. 


Accidents Are Linked. 

The earlier accident, which was the direct 
cause of the later one, occurred near St. 
Medard, twelve miles from Bordeaux. The 
competing car Martini, driven by Sergeseman 
and a mechanic named Perret, with two pho- 
tographers, Meurice and Lequin, suddenly 
broke down. Meurice, who was slightly in- 
jured, says the rear wheel seemed to break 
and the pneumatic tires burst. Thecar after 
a succession of bounds smashed into a tree. 
Lequin was taken to a hospital, where he 
died. The chauffeur was only slightly in- 
» jured. 

At the Yurac signpost, seven miles from 
Bordeaux, the competing car Sultan, with a 
driver named Martin Lethimonnier, and 
Eithlune Villemin, and a mechanic 
named Mathied, was well on the 
right side of the road, when suddenly through 
clouds of dust appeared another motor com- 
ing from Bordeaux. The driver of the latter 
was Roulllier, director of an auto agency at 
Bordeaux, with Mechanic Faveau and two 
local newspaper men named Amigues and 
Herbert, who were coming to inquire abouta 
previous accident which had been reported 
from St. Medard. It is believed Rouillier was 
trying to pass a vehicle drawn by a horse, 
which was causing much dust. 

Suddenly the two cars came together with 
aterrificcrash. Both were reduced to wreck- 
age. Peasants who rushed to the scene found 
Roulllier, Mathieu, Metayer, and Villemin 
dead. Faveau died on the way to the hos- 
pital. Amiguez and Herbert were taken toa 
hospital, the former dying shortly after his 
arrival. 


Society Seeks to Halt Speed. 

The frequency of serious and oftentimes 
fatal automobile accidents in France has 
led to the formation of a society for protec- 
tion against the abuses of automobiling. Its 
organizers believe the conditions of the sport 
have grown so alarming that restrictive laws 
should be enacted. They propose to circulate 
petitions which will de presented to parlia- 
ment. The memoria! will ask for more rigid 
speed laws, and particularly for an act which 
will place the legal responsibility upon reck- 
less automobiliste and make it possible for 
their victims or victims’ families to recover 
suitable damages. 


Woman Killed in Crash. 
Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. Z.— Mr. Charles 
H. Law of Philadelphia was killed today in 
a collision between an automobile and a trol- 
ley car at Chelsea. Her husband and A. B. 
Streeter. the chauffeur, were painfully in- 
jured. The machine was being driven across 
Atlantic avenue at Chelsea when a trolley 
car running at great speed, struck the car 
full on the side and threw it into a ditch. 
Death Guides Ditched Auto. 
Middletown, N. T., Aug. 38.—William J. 
Maxwell of Wurtsboro and John 8. Fields of 
Port Jervis were killed in an automobile acci- 
dent at Cuddebackville late today. Mrs. J. C. 
Eglinger of Port Jervis was probably fatally 
injured and her three children were badly 
hurt. automobile ran into a ditch while 
going at high speed and turned bottom up.

CALLIOPES 10 BE SILENCED 


Rooster and Donkey Tickled to 
Escape Fate of Steam Organ. 


EXCURSION BOATS ARE HIT. 


Tooting Pianos Must Not Be Played in 


the River or Harbor. 


** Cock-a-doodle-do!”" crows the exultant 
rooster. 

** Hee-haw-awh-awh-h-h! 
key in glee. 

Baffled by the crowing roosters and bray- 
ing donkeys against which complaints were 
made by nervous citizens, the corporation 
counsel's office has not given up the fight for 
a quieter Chicago. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Robert L. 
Campbell informed Chief of Police Shippy 
yesterday that the city has power to suppress 
the steam calliopes used by excursion steam- 
ers in the Chicago river and harbor. 

Complaints regarding the calliope on the 
City of South Haven, especially its use on 
Sunday mornings, when persons in the dis- 
trict near the boat's wharf desired to take 
a longer sleep, led to the request for advice 
as to the city’s power to suppress such noises. 

Section 996 of the revised municipal code 
of 1905 provides a fine of not less than $50 nor 
more than $100 to be imposed on any person 
who shall blow or cause to be blown the 
steam whistles of any steam boat, wharf 
boat, tug or other boat for any purpose 
lying at a wharf or approaching or leaving a 
wharf in the city. 


| Calliope Is Not a Whistle. 

But Mr. Campbell said the calliope on the 
steamer South Haven cannot be construed 
as the whistle of a steamer, but, according 
to the definition in Webster's dictionary of 
1908, it is more of a nto fa instrument. 
Webster's definition is: 

CALLIOPE—A steam organ or instrument like 
an organ, in which the tones are produced by 
steam instead of wind. It is of recent American 
origin and an application of the steam whistle 
attached to railroad locomotives. 

The Century dictionary, 1898, defines ca}- 
liope as: 

The name given to a harsh musical instrument 
consisting of a number of steam whistles tuned 
to produce different tones. Also called a steam 
organ. 

Although the city council July 1 passed 
an order instructing the commissioner of 
public works to enforce the provisions of 
section 906, and prohibit the blowing of 
steam calliopes on lake boats, Mr. Campbell 
held that the section mentioned provides no 
penalty for operating a steam calliope, and 
therefore the order could not be enforced. 


Finds Remedy in Other Sections. 

He found two other sections; however, 
under which he said the calliope could be 
put out of business. One of thege is section 
1,450, which says: 

No person shall make, cause, permit, or allow 
to be made, any noise of any kind by means of any 
whistle, rattle, bell, gong. clapper, hammer, drum, 
horn, or similar mechanical device at any time 
for the purpose of advertising any goods, wares, 
or merchandise, or attracting the attention or in- 
viting the patronage of any person or business 
anywhere in said city. 

The penalty, according to section 1,451, 
‘*ghall be not less than $2 nor more than $50 
for each offense.“ Mr. Campbell gave it as 
his opinion that these sections could be ap- 
plied to the offending steam calliope effec- 
tively.

DIAMOND FIELD IN ARKANSAS 


Expert Says Pike County May Ri- 
val South African Rand. 


REAL “SPARKLERS” FOUND. 


Discovery of Jewels Said to Be a Fact: 
| Soil Same as at Kimberley. 


New York, Aug. 3.—{Special.]—Unless all 
signs and expectations fall, Americans may 
soon be wearing diamonds found in Amer- 
ican and not English soil. This statement 
is made on the authority of Dr. George F. 
Kunz, probably the foremost authority on 
diamonds in the country, who has just re- 
turned from a two months’ tour of investiga- 
tion in a diamond field discovered in Pike 
county, southwestern Arkansas. 

This new region is the first real American 
diamond field to be discovered. Its 600 acres 
are owned by Arkansas men. 

Every chance of discovering a new diamond 
field is so eagerly accepted by experts that 
this eagerness has given rise to all sorts of 
attempts to mislead them by “salting” 
schemes. A succession of disappointments 
of this sort made diamond men wary, so 
when it became known last summer that 
diamonde had been found in Arkansas the 
matter was carefully investigated. 


How Field Was Discovered. 


The investigation developed the fact that 
there was nothing suspicious about the cis- 
covery. A native; who could not read or 
write, walked along a road, saw two spar- 
kling stones on the roadside and carried them 
to a local judge. Loca! jewelers pronounced 
them diamonds and they eventually were 
submitted to Dr. Kunz. Dr. Kunz, accom- 
panied by Dr. H. S. Washington, the well 
known photographer, visited the region and 
made a careful survey of the field. 

Dr. Kunz said today he was fully satisfied 
an American diamond field had at length 
been discovered. 

“This peculiar formation,” he said, “is 
volcanic rock of igneous stock, much similar 
to that in the South African diamond mines. 
In extent it covers about 100 acres. The 
stones, however, have all been found in an 
area of some five acres’ extent between two 
dikes, where the roadway cut up the dezom- 
posed rock. 


Just Like Ground at Kimberley. 


“The first stones were found almost ex- 
actly a year ago by a native, and since then 
they have been found almost continuously. 

The last reports place the total number 
of stones discovered at 130. Many are white 
and of good water, while others are yellow 
and some brown. The two largest stones 
weigh 6% carats, one exceedingly fine and 
white and the other brown. They were 
picked up on the surface. The igneous area is 
of greenish, friable, decomposed peridotite, 
somewhat like the famous ‘ blue ground’ of 
Kimberley.“ 

The entire field is controlled by local capi- 
talists and now is being actively prospected 
and developed.

GERMANY TO GAIN MUCH. 


Belief Expressed That William's Power 
Will Be Augmented.“

THE HAGUE, Aug. 8.—Many delgates to 
the peace conference are prepared to hear 
that Emperor William II. has made as easy 
a conquest over Nicholas II. at Swinemunde 
as his representative here, Von Bieberstein, 
has made over the army of suspicions which 
attended his arrival. 

The stength of Germany's position in both 
meetings is ascribed by representatives of 
several European countries to her having 
won patriotic success in her own national 
elections. Among the European powers she 
has been able since the last meeing of the 
ezar and the kaiser to point to popular in- 
dorsement of the sovereign’s position. 

The Austrian elections went strongly in 
favor of the radical socialists. Both the 
French and the English existing parliaments 
represent the defeat of militant imperialism. 
Russia's. two experiments with elective as- 
sembliés have afflicted her ruler with a double 
dose of his natural fatalistic gloom. 

In such a situation the kaiser is regarded 
as having a supremely favorable opportunity 
of impressing his imperial cousin that he is 
his best friend, as a dozen years ago the 
kaiser was able to impress the sultan when 
other members of the European concert were 
making one of their periodic efforts at c 
ercing Abdul Hamid into altering the admin- 
istration of his European provinces. 


Benefits to Kaiser Many. 

Diplomatic observers here hold that the 
two cases are not nearly so divergent as west- 
erners might think. Both Turkey and Rus- 
sia, from financial weakness, are bound to 
pay some heed to outside pressure, however 
much they may resent it. Both rulers have 
reason to be deeply impressed with their 
great neighbor's success in assimilating, 
under present conditions, the elective institu- 
tions with personal rule. 

The benefits to the kaiser in. securing a 
friend to the northeast, as well as to the 
southeast, are incalculable.

The 
presence of foreign ministers on this occasion 
is capable of local explanation in the fact 
that the former swift and almost secret meet- 
ing only a few hours from Peterhof palace 
required the minimum official entourage to be 
present. a 


PARADE BEFORE KING EDWARD 


It is more than doubtful if anything ap- 
proaching order can be evolved from the 
native resources: Morocco is hopelessly dia- 
integrated and there is no form of anarchy 
quite so hideous as the fariatical Moslem 
variety. ‘ 

That some pretense of authority bas been 
preserved as long as it has has been due 
solely to the efforts of Caid MacLean, now 
Raisule's prisoner. He has been for years 
the real maintainer of governmental au- 
thority by means of his influence upon the 
weak young fool who is the nominal sov- 
ereign. 

Both France and England realized several 
years ago that the collapse of the present 
government was inevitable, and entered into 
an arrangement regarding what should be 
done when outside intervention became im- 
perative. Germany intervened and went so 
far as to threaten the peace of the world if 


scheme was only a deep laid plot whereby 
France was stirring up dissension in the 
country with the object of adding it eventual- 
ly to her north African dominions. Then 
came the Algeciras conference, with its com- 
plicated conclusions, which amount in effect 
to rendering it extremely difficult to carry 
out that foreign intervention which France 
and England saw would soon be imperative. 


Speculation on Kaiser’s Course. 


The real question at the present moment 
is whether German suspicions have been suf- 
ficiently allayed to allow France to proceed 
to execute her obvious duty. If not, then 
France must risk serious European com- 
plications or postpone her active interven- 
tion until the world has been shocked by far 
greater horrors than those at Casablanca. 

It is said today that Germany already has 
dispatched warships to the seat of the dis- 
turbance, but politica} reports from Berlin 
thus far are all of a pacific nature, French 
opinion is considerably aroused over the sub- 
ject and demands for decisive intervention, 
including military occupation in force, are 
being made upon the government from all 
sides. On the other hand, it isn’t an ad- 
venture which the government will under- 
take lightheartedly. It is one which once 
entered upon may easily require the virtual 
subjugation of the entire country. This would 
mean war upon a considerable scale and 
France has no desire to undertake such a 
campaign. 0 

There are those who are already raising an 
alarm to the effect that Germany would be 
glad to see France thus embroiled just now 
and that other dangers might arise if the 
country were employing a large army in 
Africa fighting hostile tribes, who require 
a long time to subdue. England's position is 
embarrassing, but she may be relied upon to 
support loyally the French policy, whatever 
it may be. Britain strongly desires to rescue 
Caid MacLean, whose peril now is believed to 
be real. She also would like to avert the loss 
to British commerce which undoubtedly 
would follow French occupation of Morocco. 
She has, however, given France an unqual- 
ified pledge to subordinate English interests 
to French in all things regarding Morocco, 
and by that agreement England will stand.

American Chauffeur Arrested Ap- 
peals to Diplomatic Privilege. 


PLEA. FAULTY; COURT FINES, 


Was Attache’s Servant and Not Ex-

LONDON, Aug. 8.—Diplomatic privileges, 
when the law of the land has been trans- 
gressed, has been claimed more fervently 
by members of the American embassy than 
by any other body in London. The latest 
example was today, when exemption from 
the laws of England was ‘claimed in be- 
half of a chauffeur for Capt. Clomans. 
Neither Clomans nor the chauffeur ap- 
peared in Huntington police court, but a 
letter was read to the magistrate claiming 
exemption for the chauffeur on the ground 
that he was a servant member of the Amer- 
ican embassy. 


Clomans Thinks in Error. 
Clomaans here made an error in thinking 
his servants enjoyed the same privileges as 
himeelf. Such exemptions only apply to 
members of the embassy and the suite. In 
other words, Mr. Reid, his family, and every 
one of his secretaries and the eighty-seven 
servants enjoy diplomatic immunity from ar- 
rest and process, but the servants of various 
attachés are unincluded in this immunity. 
Under the provisions of the statute the em- 
bassy is obliged to furnieh a list of persons 
installed in the exemption list, which is then 
forwarded to the home office. Copies are sent 
to sheriffs in various counties for use.

Spectator, in Review of Hay- 
wood Trial, Sees Menace 
in Judicial System.

Failure of People to Place Jurists 
Beyond Temptation Said to 
Arouse Distrust.

LONDON, Aug. 3.—Interest of the most 
serious kind has been taken here in the Idaho 
trial. The Spectator devotes its first leader 
to its consideration, and says: 

“That which makes the Idaho trial so de- 
pressing is the extent to which it reveals tha 
depth of the chasm now visible between the 
rich and poor—between employers and em- 
Ployés. They ought in America, on the 


theory that all are equal and no one can 


willfully oppress another, to be on terms of 
kindly regard, but they obviously hate one 
another to such an extent that tolerance is 
lost in prejudice, and society is shattered by 
what Carlyle called prenatural suspicion.’ 
At this moment one-half the people in the 
United States believe that Haywood was ac- 
quitted in defiance of the evidence because 
he was a foe of the capitalists, while the other 
half is certain he was only accused because 
the capitalists were determined to break up 
trade unions, and bribed witnesses to poison, 
by accusations of crime, the general. body of 
opinion. : 
80 keen is this division of feeling that 
immediately after the verdict a representa- 
tive of the anarchists wrote to President 
Roosevelt exulting in the trial as a victory 
for themselves, and Mr. Roosevelt quietly 
published the letter without comment as 
proof of the positive public danger he evident- 
ly believes exists. He was justified in the 
belief that all respectable men would under- 
stand why he submitted the letter to their 
eyes, and would sympathize with him in his“ 


bitter scorn of the writers. 


Sees Bitter Strife on Horizon. 

** Haywood was defended by his counsel as 
@ victim of the vulture capitalists, and when 
he was acquitted, before leaving court, he 
thanked each juror individually, behaving, in 
appearance at least, as a soldier might who 
appreciates his conduct of a forlorn hope and 
could not be content with a general approval. 
The struggle, in truth, has all the bitterness 
of a civil war, and though in that war the 
terrorists cannot win, for in the last resort 
the freeholders are the masters of the union, 
and the freeholders desire order, still the 
fact that the contest should have risen to 
such height in the model republic is most 
depressing for all who retain their hopes in 
the future of humanity. 

“It is almost depressing to see how de- 
spondent the best Americans are as to the 
possibility of finally reforming the great 
force to which they must look for the preven- 
tion of the actual war in which, if that force 
cannot be created, this bitterness must end. 

The root of the mischief, they cannot but 
perceive, is the imperfection of the system 
through which they distribute justice. If 
the courts could be implicitly trusted the 
anarchists, extreme socialists, labor associa- 
tions, and syndicates and capitalists, all 
alike, would gradually be compelled to carry 
on their struggles subject to the full re- 
straints of the law as devised and interpreted 
by civilized mankind. 


Says Judicial System Is Wrong. 

% There can be no necessity for armed vio- 
lence when the law is at once just and irre- 
sistible. The law itself is ag just in America 
as in Great Britain, but in the republic it is 
not irresistible. So many influences of cor- 
ruption, of terrorism, and of class prejudice 


immutable and serene justice of the courts 
that their pacifying effect and the confidence 
of the people in their action are alike de- 
stroyed. 

“It is distrust in the courts which makes 
the hatred of the millionaires for the work- 
man so bitter, and the fear of them among 
the employer so extravagant. It is distrust 
in the courts which induces the toilers to 
combine for purposes of menace. It is dis- 
trust in the courts which renders their ver- 
dicts worthless as instruments for preserving 
or creating peace. 

Something of that distrust may de un- 
just, for there must be scores of honest judges 
within the union, and thousands of men who, 
once sworn as jurymen, would no more sup- 
press or betray their own consciences than 
the best of British judges would, but, allow- 
ing for that injustice, it is clear that in a 
great portion of the United States the judi- 
cial system falls. 

People Themselves to Blame. 

“While it is not clear that the people, 
though they acknowledge the failure, will 
consent to any radical reform, they will 
not raise their judges above pecuniary 
temptation. They will not confine the jury 
box to classes least likely to be corrupted 
and they will not accelerate the system of 
trial till opportunities either of corruption or 
terror are reduced to a minimum, nor, up- 
parently, will they make crime by a com- 
bination much more penal than crime by 
an individual. 

„These, however, are but suggestions, and 
the Americans, who are a sagacious people, 
could, if they chose, devise much more ef- 
fective plane. They do not devise them, and 
in that failure is the cause of the hopeless- 
ness even among those who, like ourselves, 
reckon themselves as devoted to the western 
as to the eastern branch of our race. It is 
as possible to get courts beyond suspicion 
of postponing justice to personal considera- 
tions as it is to get regiments beyond the sus- 
picion of cowardice, and in neglecting to get

LONDON, Aug. 3.—An interesting discus- 
sion has arisen in the English and French 
press upon the point of how man can make 
more use than he now does of the available 
hours of daylight. William Willett has just 
published a pamphlet on the subject. 

Mr. Willett writes: For nearly half the 
year the shines several hours each day 
while we sleep, and is rapidly nearing the 
horizon when we reach home after the work 
of the day is over, and, under the miost favor- 
able circumstances, there then remains only 
a brief spell of declining daylight in which 
to spend the short leisure at our disposal. 

Now, if some of the hours of wasted sun- 
light could be withdrawn from the beginning 
and added to the end of the day, how many 
advantages would be gained by all, and par- 
ticularly by those who spend in the open 
air, when the light permits them to do so, 
whatever time they have after the duties of: 
the day are discharged.” 


ia Expedient Easily Worked. 

By a simple expedient these advantages 
can be secured, and we can have eighty 
minutes’ more daylight after 6 p. m. every 
day during May, June, July, and August, and 
an average of forty-five minutes more every- 
day during April and September. 

The expedient proposed is that at 2 a. m. 
on each of the four Sunday morning in April 
standard time shall advance twenty minutes, 
and on each of the four Sundays in September 
shall recede twenty minutes. Another means 
of arriving at approximately the same end 
would be to alter the clock thirty minutes on 
six Sundays, the last three in April and 
the first three in September. 

“We will lose nothing and gain most 4ub-

satisfied on four occasions with a Sunday 
twenty-three hours and forty minutes long, 
or twenty-three hours and thirty minutes long 
on only three occasions. 


Saves 210 Hours Annually. 

“The advantages aimed at follow auto- 
matically without any trouble whatever and 
everything will go on just at it does now, 
except that as the later hours of the day 
come round they will bring more light with 
them.“ 

Willett calculates that. on an average, 210 
hours of daylight are wasted every year by 
every person. ‘The expense of the artificial 
light used in this time would be saved and 
the man who left work at 5 p. m. would have 
as much daylight before him as the man 
has now who leaves at 3:40 p. m.

Sketch of Hie Career. 


Augustus St. Gaudens was born in 1848, in 
Dublin, his mother being a native of that 
city and his father a Frenchman. When 
only 6 months old he was taken to New 
York. At 18 St. Gaudens was apprenticed to 
a cameo cutter, and for three years worked 
at this trade. He soon acquired the reputa- 
tion of being one of the best cameo cutters in 
the city. At this time he also attended the 
art school in union. |

himself to sculpture: He entered the Keole 
des Beaux Arts ne under

some Notable Works. 


In 1872 St. Gaudens returned to New York 
and received a commission from William M. 
Evarts for a portrait bust. After that orders 
were plentiful. The Farragut statue in Mad- 
ison square was his first public commission. 
While still in plaster it was exhibited at the 
Paris salon in 1880, winning the highest praise 
from the French critics. 

Some of his other creations are the Shaw 
memorial in Boston, a bronze mura! panel, 
fourteen feet wide by twelve high, represent- 
ing Col. Robert Gould Shaw leading his col- 
ored troops into battle Auring the civil war; 
“Grief,” a pathetic fi in reek 
cemetery. Washington; the John A. Legan 
and the Lincoln statues in Chicago; Diana 
of the Garden,“ perched on the toWer of Mad- 
json Square garden, New York; and a statue 
of William Tecumseh Sherman. In 1898 he 
moved to Paris. 

St. Gaudens work was determined largely 
by conditions in America, which demanded 
that hie productions should be largely of a 
memorial character. This work chiefly was 
in the form of monuments to those honored in 
public or mourned in private. In both these 
reapects his achievements placed him in the 
foremost rank of modern sculptors. 


No Conventional Restraint. 


One quality inherent in St. Gaudens’ work 
was his daring to be free from conventional 
restraint, or rather his trait of being limited 
only by artistic fitness. In that smaller 
kind of style which is limited to the actual 
technique of the modeling it would be possi- 
ble to mention other sculptors who excel 
St. Gaudens, but in those qualities of 
larger significance, where brain and sensi-- 
bility codperate with hand for poetic ends, he 
had no superior. ‘ 

In the Shaw memorial tn Boston appears 
marked evidence of his genius. He meets 
the problem of an actual fact of history, the 
youthful leader riding forth to war with his 
marching regiment of negroes. He portrays 
the humble soldiers with varying character- 
istics of pathetic devotion, and from tue halt - 
ing uniformity of their movement, even from 
the unoouthna of their ill Atting uniforms, 
from such detafis as the water bottles and 
rifles, secures an impressiveness of decora- 
tive composition, distinguished by virile con- 
trasts and repetitions of line and by light and 
shade. Mingled with these qualities is the 
emotion aroused by the intent and steadfast 
onward movement of the troops, whose 
trustfulness is contrasted with the serene 
elevation of their white leader. 


Sherman Statue Triumph. 


Probably the loftiest example of St. 
Gaudens’ art is the equestrian statue of Gen. 
W. T. Sherman. Sherman leans a little for- 
ward in the saddle, with a handling of the 
reins that keeps in control the impetuosity of 
his big boned, powerful charger, an action of 
the hands characteristic of an accomplished 
horseman. His head is bare, and his military 
cloak floats from his back in ample folds. 
Victory moves ahead of his left stirrup, palm 
branch in hand. From every point of view 
the maas is compatt with dignity, ornamental 
in line and bulk, alive with elevated and in- 
spiring energy. 


Study of Lincoln Statue. 


But how does St. Gaudens fare when he 
confines himselt to a factual representation 
of hie subject? Let his statue of Lincoln 
at Chicago testify. No grace of line or 
grandeur of mass; only a chair behind the 
standing figure to eke out the stringiness 
of the legs and in a measure to build up 
the composition. Nor could the sculptor 
snatch an easy triumph through any heroic 
rendering of the figure, spare and elon- 
gated, in clothes uncompromisingly ordinary. 
But the man as he was, and just because 
he chanced to be the man he was, was great, 
and in the fearless acceptance of this fact 
the sculptor has seized his oppartunity. 

The statue is planted firmly on the right 
foot—not eVery statue really stands upon its 
feet—thet right arm held behind the back 
these are the characteristic gestures of sta- 
bility, tenacity, and reflection; while the 
advance of the left leg and the grip of the 
left hand upon the lapel of the coat bespeak 
the man of action. With such completeness 
are these complex qualities suggested and 
then crowned with the solemn dignity of the 
declined head, so aloof in impenetrable 
meditation, that the homely figure has a 
grandeur and @ power of appeal which are 
irresistible. 

St. Gaudens was a member of the Met- 
ropolitan, Century, Players’, Riding, and 
City clubs, the Society of American Artists, 
the Architectural league, and of the Na- 
tional academy.

STATE HOLDS UP 
WAR ON RAILROAD

| Authorities of Alabama Make 


No Move to Take Away - 
Southern’s Charter: 


SOLONS DESERT GOVERNOR 


Refuse to Pass Receivership Bill 
Urged by Exeeutive; Carrier 
Still Does Business. | 


Birmingham, Ala., Aug. 8—[Special.]—No 
action has yet been taken by the state author- 
tles to enforce the cancellation of the license 
of the Southern railway company to do bust 
ness in Alabama, following the initial step 
made yesterday when Secfetary of State 
Frank Julian revoked the license because 
the railroad had transferred a suit against 
it from one of the state courts to the federal 
court, thereby Violating the law which pro- 
hibits corporations making such transfers. 

It is understood the unexpected action of 
the senate late last night in defeating the 
administration bill providing for the ap- 
pointment of receivers for railroads which 
have forfeited their rights to do business in 
the state, has disrupted the original program 
of Gov. Comer and the state authorities, who 
had hoped to have this bill rushed through 
both houses of the legislature and then, under 
ite provisions, throw the Southern railway 
into receivership. After a long debate the 
bill was defeated by an overwhelming vote, 
which was a poser for the governor, as here- 
tofore both houses have passed every bill 
which bore the seal of approval of the gov- 
ernor or the state administration. 


Road Waits for State’s Move. 


Just what action the authorities will now 
take is uncertain. It is expected, however, 
that some of the raliroad officials or employés 
will be arrested, as was done in North Caro- 
lina, for the purpose of bringing matters to 
an issue: It is understood the com- 
pany will pet move one way or the other until 
the state has taken steps to enforce the ac- 
tion of Secretary of State Julian. For the 
present the railroad people are ignoring the 
action of the secretary. 

Among the rumors as to the probable action 
of the railroad when the state seeks to put 
the screws to it is one to the effect that it 
will stop all state business in Alabama and 
confine its operations to interstate business, 
which cannot be molested by the state. Also 
it ig said the railroad may seek to stand on 
the federal injunction already issued against 
certain other objectionable laws, including 
the new rate laws, or it may file 4 supple- 
mental bill to enjoin in this particular case. 

The fact that the legislature declined to 
pass the receivership bill, it le said, will not 
deter the state administration in its war on 
the Southern Railway. 


Roads Yield in Virginia. 


Richmond, Va., Aug. 38.—{Special.]—The 
surrender of the railroads in the 2 cent rate 
fight actually was consummated at midnight. 
A letter from the governor was read at a 
joint session of representatives of the state 
and the railways, in which it Was suggested 
that the 2 cent rate, as promulgated by the 
commission, go into effect not later than 
Oct. 1 of the present year and remain in 
force pending the settlement of the litigation 
now on between the railways and the state 
relative to the constitutionality of the law 
under which the commission ordered the rate 
reduced. 

This arrangement was conceded by the rail- 
ways, who now will go into the United States 
Circuit court and ask that the injunction re- 
cently granted by Judge Pritchard be so 
amended as to admit of the operation of the 
arrangement without prejudice to any of the 
parties interested. 

The ratification was signed by Alfred Thom 
for the Southern Railway, HenryT.Wickham 
for the Chesapeake and Ohio, Alexander 
Hamilton for the Atlantic Coast line, and 
Julian H. Cooke for the Norfolk and Western. 
The state was represented by the governor, 
attorney general, associate counsel, and 
members of the corporation commission. 

The clerks of the house and senate, under 
instructions from the governor, in anticipa- 
tion of a further struggle had prepared let- 
ters to be sent to members of both branches 
of the general assembly calling an extra ses- 
sion for the purpose of legalizing the position 
of the commission and adjusting the railway 
situation. ä 


Missouri Pacific Indicted. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Aug. 3.—The Cole coun- 
ty grand jury here today returned fourteen 
indictments against the Missouri Pacific 
railroad, charging that the company has not 
complied with the eight hour telegraph law 
passed by the last legislature. The law ap- 
plies to all offices which handle train orders 
and where more than one operator is em- 
ployed. 

Peace Comes in Nebraska. 


Lincoln, Neb., Aug. 3.—The Nebraska rail- 
Way commission was today notified by the 
Union Pacific railroad that the reduction in 
passenger fares to and from points in west- 
ern Nebraska is based on a 2 cent fare over 
all mileage in this state and 3 cents per mile 
where a short stretch of track lies in the 
state of Colorado east and west of Julesburg. 
This concedes what was asked in the com- 
plaint filed by State Senator C. A. Sibley of 
North Platte before the interstate commerce 
ao eee and it probably will be pushed no 
further. 


COLORADO SWITCHMEN STRIKE: 
ROAD SEEKS AID FROM U. S. 


Several Thousand Workers Affected— 
Railway Alleges That Contract Made 
in Chicago Has Been Violated. 


Denver, Colo., Aug. 3.—The strike order 
given to Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen 
workers on the Colorado and Southern road 
today lays off 260 men In this city. The basis 
for the trouble is the failure of negotiations 
between the switchmen and railway. The 
men demanded a 2 cent an hour increase. 

The strike order calls out every member of 
the organisation from Greeley and Silver 
Plume, Colo., to Texas. From 500 to 1,000 
men not directly involved will be thrown out 
of employment, while thousands of other 
workmen throughout the state will feel the 
effects of the strike through the closing of 
industries.

STRIFE IN BAPTIST CHURCH; 


Faction Attempts to Force Nor- 
wegian Pastor to Resign. 


ACCUSES HIM OF ARROGANCE. 


Minister Declares ‘‘Gossiping Women“ 
Have Caused the Trouble. 


A row which threatens to split the member- 
ship is raging in Logan Square Norwegian 
Baptist church, Wrightwood avenue and 
Humboldt boulevard. So bitter is the feeling 
among one faction that the resignation of the 
Rev. C. W. Finwall, the pastor, is demanded 
openly. .Several of the members have de- 
clared that, unless the minister resigns volun- 
tarily, an appeal will be made to the Baptist 
Home Mission society for his removal. 

The opposition,“ which is composed of 
some of the oldest pillars of the church,“ 
accuses Pastor Finwal) of being arbitrary, 
arrogant, and of ruling his flock with czar- 
like authority.” 

Mrs. Emil Petersen, 1566 North Troy street, 
died three weeks ago of tuberculosis and 
heart disease, and some of her friends insist 
that, on account of her weak heart, her death 
was hastened by Pastor Finwall's opposition 
to the women’s sewing guild, of which she 
was a member. > : 


Thinks Pastor Is Insane. 

Mr. Petersen said his wife's death was 
cause® solely by her illness, but he added: 

There is something wrong with Mr. Fin 
wall. I actually believe he is insane, and We 
must get another pastor. 

“The way he has been carrying on of late 
is disgraceful. He denounces from the pulpit 
everybody who happens to differ with him on 
matters of church policy, and unless he has 
his way he is wild. 

We must get rid of him somehow, andthe 
only way I see is to request the home mission 
to remove him, What he wants to do is to 
force all the old members of the church to 
resign so he can have his own way.“ 

The trouble dates back to last Christmas, 
when the women members of the church or- 
ganized the Dorcas Sewing gulld for charity. 
The women adopted a constitution providing 
that the society should control its awn 
finances. This, it is said, was opposed by 
Pastor Finwall, who demanded the right to 
control the financial affairs of every organi- 
zation within the church. 


Split in Women’s Sewing Guild. 

As a result the members of the guild split 
into two camps, those in opposition to the 
minister organizing an independent sewing 
guild. Most of the members of the opposi- 
tion sewing guild are wives of trustees 
who serve on the minister's advisory board. 
This has involved the men members of the 
church. 

Pastor Finwall, it ie said, has preached a 
number of sermons in which he has de- 
nounced the opposition faction as being pos- 
sessed of the devil,’’ and of being religious 
anarchists.’’ 

„This is really too much,“ said one of the 
members of the advisory board. He has 
shown that his policy is on the principle of 
rule or ruin. It is he that is possessed of 
the devil. Most of us have withdrawn our 
financial support since he began to preach 
those kind of sermons. And he must either 
retract and repent or get out of this church.” 


Accused of Packing Meeting. 


An attempt was made to bring the trouble 
to a head and force the minister to resign 
at a meeting held last Thursday night, but 
it failed and now the opposition charges 
that Pastor Finwall packed the meeting 
with theological students from the seminary 
at Morgan Park. 

In answer to the charges against him Pas- 
tor Finwall said the trouble was caused by 
** gossiping women.“ 

*“*T shall not resign and they can’t force me 
out,” said he, I have built up thie church 
and I intend to remain here. As to finances, 
I maintain that I am responsible for the af- 
faire of the church and therefore I must con- 
trol the money affairs. The home mission 
has nothing to do with me. It takes a ma- 
jority of the members of the church to force 
me to resign. I have the majority with me. 
I did not pack the meeting. There are not 
enough students to do that.“ 


TRAP TEXAS TRAIN TIPPLER; 
MAN ASTOUNDED AND FINED. 


First Arrest Under Law in Lone Star 
State—Invader Was Taking “Lovin’ 
Pull” When Caught. 


Dallas, Tex., Aug. 8.~—[Special.]—George 
Brush, a traveler from Kentucky, was the 
worst surprised man in Texas last night. 
Brush was a passenger on the International 
Great Northern train entering Palestine. 
Pulling a flask from his pocket, he was sam- 
pling a fine brand of whisky when he felt 
a touch on hie shoulder. Believing some one 
was about to ask for a favor from the flask, 
the words consider yourself under arrest 
fairly staggered him. A state ranger had 
caught him in the act of violating the new 
law prohibiting drinking on trains. The pris- 
oner was turned over to the sheriff and 
locked up in the county jail.

Wilhelm of Sweden Is Obliged to 


Cut Short His Tour. 
AUDIENCE WITH ROOSEVELT. 


Plans for Elaborate Entertainment 
x Here Are Abandoned. 


Prince Wilhelm of Sweden will not visit 
Chicago during his American tour, as had 
been planned, for the reason that on the 
date set for it he has an audience with 
President Roosevelt. He will be in this coun- 
try for only seven days, and cannot arrange 
for another date. 

There is considerable disappointment in 
consequence among the 154,000 Swedish- 
Americans of this city, and a disposition on 
the part of some of the prominent members 
of the colony to blam others of their country- 
men for a miscarriage of the plans. 

John R. Lindgren, royal Swedish vice con- 
sul in Chicago, wired, at the request of the 
entertainment committee, to Swedish minis- 
ter Lagercrantz, in Washington, asking 
when the prince could be expected in Chi- 
cago, and received this reply: 

“Invitation from president just received 
prevents prince from visiting Chicago.” 


Forced to Abandon Plans. 
So the big massmeeting planned at the 
Auditorium, to be followed by a dinner in 
honor of the royal visitor has heen abandoned 
and the elaborate tollettes designed by the 
Swedish-American woman will have to grace 
lesser social functions. 

George E. Johnson, president of the Swed- 
ish National association, said last night at 
his home in West Pullman: 

“It is a great disappointment, of course, 
but under the circumstances cannot be 
helped. The invitation to the prince to come 
to Chicago was extended last year by former 
Minister W. W. Thomas, now living in Stock- 
holm. Mr. Lagercrantz, the present Swedish 
minister, was also strongly in favor of the 
prince paying a visit to this city, where there 
are so many Swedish-Americans, but his 
message seems to indicate that it is out of the 
question, as the prince’s sojourn in this coun- 
try is limited to seven days.“ 


Makes Unfriendly Comment. 


Other Swedish-Americans apparently view 
the situation with less equanimity, for the 
Evenska Kuriren, a local newspaper that is 
said to be on friendly terms with the Swedish 
National association, comments, editorially, 
as follows: ‘ 

The Swedish National association seems 
to have meekly bowed to the decision of his 
majesty, our venerable king and lord's de- 
cision not to allow his grandson, H. R. H. 
Prince Wiihelm, to pay a visit to Chicago. An- 
nouncement is made that the trip to Chicago 
has been abandoned owing to ‘ insurmount- 
able obstacles.’ With obstacles no greater 
than those named in Minister Lagercrantz’s 
telegram to the Swedish vice consulate, it 
would seem the Swedish National association 
would be entitled to more courtesy from 
Washington—presuming that the association 
had authority for its first announcement that

Opponents of Government by 
Commission Drag Great 
Issue Into Courts.

ITS LEGALITY ATTACKED. 


Weapon Supposed to Protect the 
People Dexterously Turned 
Against Them. 


Des Moines. Ia., Aug. 8.—[Special.]—The 
very weapon which was given the people tor 
their own protection is likely now to be 
turned against them in an effort to set aside 
the Des Moines plan of municipal govern- 
ment in the courts of Iowa. 

The commission pian was declared by its 
enemies to be monarchical in its creation of 
absolute powers for five men and consequent- 
ly its promoters in presenting it to the legisla- 
ture provided that the law should not be put 
into force until the majority of the people by 
a secret ballot declared they wanted to be so 
governed. And now in the contemplated at- 
tack in the courts the enemies of the ad- 
vanced business form of city government in- 
tend to use this lever to attack the law as 
contrary to the constitution of Iowa. 

This constitution provides that the legis- 
lature shall not delegate its legislative pow- 
ers. And lawyers who are opposing the new 
law say that giving the people a right to vote 
on whether they wanted such a law was in 
violation of this section of the constitution. 


No Virtuous Spasm. 

Des Moines is the first city in the United 
States which, after a calm, dispassionate 
campaign, unmoved by any great crisis or 
even any unusual amount of bad officials or 
offensive legislation, to adopt a business 
form of government—ideal or almost social- 
istic in its innovations. 

Galveston had its tidal wave, New York 
its Tammany, San Francisco its Schmitz, 
and the public was prepared for any kind of 
a change which would give even a promise 
of relief from unbearable conditions. Des 
Moines -had none of this sort of past his- 
tory to compel a revolution. True, it had its 
periods of bad mayors and inactive alder- 
men—some of whom might be called cor- 
rupt—but there was nothing which called 
for a change from existing evils. 


Provisions of New Law. 


Although the new law has many new and 
novel features, such as the initiative and res- 
erendum, the recall, primary election, and 
other safeguards, the nub of the entire plan 
is found in section 7 of the new law, which 
is as follows: 

The council shall have and possess and 
the council and its members shall exercise 
all executive, legislative, and judicial powers 
and duties now had, possessed, and exercised 
by. the mayor, city council, board of public 


the prince had definitely accepted the- works, park commissioners, board of police 


and fire commissioners, board of waterworks 
trustees, board of library trustees, solicitor, 
assessor, treasurer, auditor, city engineer, 
and other executive and administrative offi- 
cers in cities of the first class and cities act- 
ing under special charter. The executive and 
administrative powers, authority, and duties 
in such cities shall be distributed into and 
among five departments, as follows: 


1. Department of public affairs. 

2. Department of accounts and finances. 

8. Department of public safety. 

4. Department of streets and public improve- 
ments. 

5. Department of parks and public property. 


Recall to Check Governors. 


To make certain that the government is 
properly administered, the men who wrote 
the charter provide the recall. This section 
permits the citizens upon petition of 25 per 
cent of the voters, to enforce the resigna- 
tion of an offending commissioner. When 
the recall petition is filed, a new man is nom- 
inated and the offending commissioner must 
take his chances at a second election. 

The people also have another safeguard 
in the initiative and referendum. Upon peti- 
tion of 10 per cent of the voters an ordinance 
may be held up and with a petition of 25 per 
cent the people may initiate legislation. 

The new law contains a provision also that 
it may be dropped after a six years’ trial if 
it proves unsatisfactory, This, it is charged, 
also enforces the charter upon the city for 
that long a term. 

Other Iowa cities are looking with anxious 
eyes upon Des Moines to see how it works 
in thiscity. That was one of the reasons why 
the new charter had such little difficulty in 
getting through the legislature, Members 
from the smaller cities always take the stand 
“try it on Des Moines, and if it doesn’t kill 
her we might try it ourselves.“ At present 
Cedar Rapids and Dubuque are agitating the 
new law and may attempt to put the new 
charter to a vote. Any city of over 25,000 
is at liberty to adopt the new plan by a vote 
of the people. And this, it is declared, is 
what makes the new law illegal—the delega- 
tion to the people of the right to say what 
government they shall have in their cities. 


Aldermen Will Help Fight. 

Fast side men are the ones threatening to 
test the law, because, they say, the west side 
people are attacking the new city hall, which 
it was proposed to lecate in East Des Moines. 


WHITE CITY EMPLOYE KILLED. 


Joseph Hughes, Electrician, Crushed to 
Death by the Imitation Steamer 
Robert E. Lee. 


Joseph Hughes, 25 years old, 6928 Wallace 
street, was injured fatally yesterday by an 
accident at White City, and died later at the 
emergency hospital of the amusement park. 

Hughes was employed as electrician.in the 
Burning of the Robert E. Lee,“ his duties 
being to operate the steamboat which plies 
the waters of the miniature stream. He was 
not present at the time for opening the show, 
and the boat was started by an assistant. 

Shortly afterwards Hughes arrived, and, 
perceiving that the boat had left the landing, 
he attempted to leap aboard, but missed his 
footing and was crushed between the boat 
and the side of the reservoir. His death was 
the only fatality that has occurred at White 
City this season.

Recominendation Made by Committee; 
Insurance Rates to Go Up. 


The biggest as well as the busiest session 
of the Catholic Order of Foresters will con- 
vene in St. Paul on Tuesday. Nearly 500 
delegates from every part of the United 
States, Canada, and other parts of the world 
will gather at the annual convention to trans- 
act the businese of the 130,000 members of 
the fraterna} insurance organization. 

The convention will be watched with un- 
usual interest because of the fact that the 
important questions of dues, eligibility of 
saloonkeepers, and a suicide clause will be 
taken up for consideration. 

For the first time in the history of the 
order all the members of the constitution 
committes, meeting all last week at the local 
offices in the Stock Exchange building, have 
expressed themeelves as favoring the abso- 
lute exclusion of bartenders, saloonkeepers, 
and hotel men that are engaged in the sale 
of intoxicating liquors. R is necessary to 
have a two-thirds vote of the convention to 
pass this prohibition, but it is considered 
likely that it will receive the required vote. 

Suicides Lose Part of Policy. 

It also was decided by the ttee to ree- 
ommend that a member of the order who met 
death at his own hands, whether accidental 
or intentional, and regardless of mental con- 
dition, shall not be entitled to full benefits. 
If death, as thus provided, occurs within five 
years of the beginning of membership in the 
order the member shall recetve only 25 per 
ceng of the amount of his insurance; ten 
years will entitle him to 50 per cent, and 
twenty years to the whole amount.

Dr. G. Cooke Adams Gives Results | 


of Inquiry with Start- 
ling Figures. 


Chicago, the city of good health, further 
is pointed out among the large communities 
of the world by Dr. G. Cooke Adams of Aus- 
tralia, who has made a study of cancer. In 
an article in the first number of the bulletin

Foreign Born Residents Victims. 
Writing of his investigations in the spread 
of cancer, Dr. Adams says, in part: 


“ The increase of cancer and its death rate | 


in the United States, particularly among the 
foreign born inhabitants, is alarming, the 
mortality of the foreign born being far in 
excess of the death rate of the native born, 
and contributing the greater part toward the 
generally high mortality. 


In Chicago, from 1856 to 1866, there was an 
increase in the death rate from cancer of | 
while from 1866 to 1905 the in- 


G80 per cent, 
crease was 232 percent. In 1856 but 1 in each 
1,000 deathe was from cancer; in 1866 this 
had increased to 1 in each 164; tn 1905 it wak 
1 in 23 deaths; while in 1906 1 death in every 
21.8 was due to this disease. 


Startling Figures Given. 

“The cancer death rate among the Irish 
and German residents of Chicago is the 
highest in the world, being nearly 300 per 
cent higher than in their native countries. 
The Chicago mortality tables show that of 
four deaths among Germans over 40 years of 
age one is from cancer. In Germany it is one 
in twelve. Of the [Irish dying in Chicago one 
in every six dies from cancer, while the cancer 
death’ rate in Ireland at the same period is 
one in fifteen. 
“ The cause of this greatly increased death 
rate among the foreign born cannot be 
charged to climatic conditions, for I have 
found that Chicago and Illinois born have 
about the lowest death rate from cancer of 
any people in the world, the average for many 
years being 1 death from cancer in every 400 
deaths among these people, and but 1 death 
in 72 among the native Chicagoans over 40 
years of age.

FIGHTEEN AUTOS IN LISTS. 


Final Hour Rush Expected to Add 
to Hill Climb Entries. 


ENGLISH RULES TO GOVERN. 


System Is More Scientific Than That 
Used in Other Contests, 


Algonquin occupies the center of the local 
motor map this week, for at the pretty little 
town, fifty’ miles west of Chicago, the annual 
hill climb of the Chicago Motor olub and the 
Chicago Automobile Trade association will 
take place next Friday, with a representative 
lot of American bullt automobiles striving for 
honors. 

The success of last year leads the promoters 
to predict as big an affair on Friday, and 
faster time is expected, for the Motor club 
has put a gang of men at work banking the 
dangerous turns on both hills in the hope 
that the :84 made by the Pierce Arrow up the 
quarter mile Perry hill and the :46 2-5 of the 
Pierce Arrow and Stevens-Duryea six up the 
half mile Phillips hill may be beaten. In ad- 
dition a new stone bridge is being constructed 
at the bottom of Perry hill, from which the 
competing cars will be started. A telephone 
system will be employed in timing the cars 
and every precaution taken to have no mis- 
takes made. 


Plans for the Event. 


As was the case last year, it is expected 
most of the motoring. spectators will travel 
out by automobile the night before in order 
to be on the ground early the next morning. 
This means that Elgin, Algonquin, Crystal 
Lake, Dundee, and the surrounding towns 
will be crowded with motorists, At 8:30 Fri- 
day morning the cars will be turned over to 
the technical committee of the Chicago 
Motor club, David Beecroft and F. E. Ed- 
wards, for the purpose of being inspected 
and weighed. At 10 o'clock the climb up 
Perry hill will start. This is a quarter mile 
incline from a standing start, and the top 
is said to be the highest point of land in the 
state of Illinois. An awkward turn 100 feet 
from the starting point holds down the 
speed. This hill is so steep that it is said to 
defy any high speed gear work. 

In the afternoon the hill climbers will move 
through town to Phillips hill, a three-quar- 
ter mile grade, one-quarter of which is used 
for a flying start for the cars. This is a 
comparatively easy hill, and the cars can 
go up as fast as their power will permit, 
There is only one turn in this, a gradual) 
bend which.is not dangerous, especially since 
it has been banked. 

English Principles to Rule. 

This climb ia to be run on scientific prin- 
ciples adapted from the English. The cars 
are classified according to piston area in- 
stead of price, the grading being done by 
squaring the bore of the motor and multiply - 
ing by the number of cylinders, In the first 
‘five classes the results will be determined 
by a handicapping formula in which the 
cylinder capacity ia multiplied by the time 
and this result divided by the weight of the 
car with driver. The sixth event is a free 
for all in which steam cars will be permitted 
to compete with their gasoline rivals. 
Straight time will decide the honors in this 
class, and it is expected to bring together 
all the big cars represented in Chicago. 

Entries to the climb will close tomorrow 
night with Charles P. Root, 1200 Michigan 
avenue, and while there were only eighteen 
nominated up to last night, there is expected 
to be the usual eleventh, hour rush tomorrow 
which will bring in as many cars as contest- 
ed for the laurels last year.

Nat Emerson and Miss Neely Win 
in Onwentsia Tournament. 


KREIGH COLLINS DEFAULTS. 


Cincinnati Player Becomes Men’s Weat- 
ern Tennis Champion.

Two players who have been knocking at the 
door of the western tennis championship for 
yeare—Nat Emerson and Miss Neely-—man- 
aged yesterday after brilliant work to annex 
the coveted titles, 

In the finale of thé men’s singles at On- 
wentsia Nat Emerson of Cincinnati repeated 
his feat of the last two years by beating 
L. Harvey Waidner after a brilliant four set 
match. Miss Carrie Neely won the women's

the big, new, handsome western trophy= 
the last one having been won permanently 
by Kreigh Collins last year. 


Waidner Starts Well.

The first set of this match was close 
throughout, and Emerson had but little ad- 
vantage in the point score. Waldner 
out at a fast pace and took three games in 
fast time.

He fought a cool and cau- 
tious fight, never for a moment forgetting 
the plan of battle he had mapped out.

It was Britt's style of milling that put Nel- 
son up against it and, barring the chance that 
he might put over a left or right hard enough 
to finish Britt, he did not have a lock ih.” 
In the early rounds of the contest, while 
Britt was figuring out the best way to handle 
his opponent, he took a few chances, but at 
that showed he was well able to take care of 
himself. But as the contest progressed, or 
after the fifth round, he was content to stand 
at long range and pepper the Hegewisch boy 
with rapid fire lefts and rights to the head 
and face, and he seldom missed. He caught 
Nelson coming in and cut loose as if his 
gloves were simply loaded with jabs and 
swings. The Dane took the punishment 

gamely and kept coming back for more and 
more, which he found forthcoming. For 
eighteen rounds he kept forcing the Califor- 
nian around the ring and up against the ropes. 
But every time Jimmy got into dangerous 
quarters he opened up with a fire of lefts 
and rights to Bat’s face, and while the Dane 
Was taking the smashes made his escape.

Instead of being easier to catch as the fight 
progressed Nelson found his man the most 
difficult kind of a proposition. He swung his 
arms almost off trying to plant that one right 
or left that might bring the battie to an end 
in his favor. But Britt never was there when 
the swifgs came. Instead of being in the 
way he was too busy sending in tantalizing 
smashes, some of which carried considerable 
force behind them. It was the general opin- 
ion that had the bout not been limited to 
twenty rounds Nelson would have been 
knocked out. As it was he was tottering and 
almost ready to fall when the final gong came 
and saved him the humiliation of a complete 
' knockout. 

The fight demonstrated conclusively that 
Britt has not gone the road to Hasbeen- 
ville,” as many people had supposed. Prob- 
ably never before in his ring career did he 
fight a better battle. He simply outclassed 
the Dane at all points and was far too speedy 
for him. 
> 


As for Nelson, while he may be still close 
to the topnotchers, he did not show anything 
to prove it against the native son and will 
have to go at a pretty fast gait from now on 
to regain his lost prestige. In fact, his show- 
ing against Britt was such that few follow- 
ers of the game still believe he is the Dane of 
old. . 

Besides his defeat at the hands of Britt, 
Nelson has suffered another jolt which will 
hurt. It will put a crimp in the Dane’s pros- 
pects as a money making attraction for a 
while. It is expected now that Britt has so 
decisively defeated him, the Dane may be 
sidetracked in the contemplated match in 
which Champion Joe Gans is to be one of the 
principals. 

Acoording to Gans, Nelson had a chance to 
clinch the match with him before he met 
Britt, but it was not arranged because of 
haggling over the weight conditions, in which 
Nelson's manager appeared in the role of 
dictator. The latest reports from the coast 
have it that both now are willing to sign up 
for a battle for the big purses offered by the 
Nevada goldfield promoters. Gans as cham- 
pton and victor in their last championship 
battle all along has held the trump hand and 
could compel Nelson to dance to his music— 
to-wit; 183 pounds weigh in stripped. 
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These were the conditions Gane repeatedly 
declared he would demand and when recent- 
ly it was ted Tex Rickard offered 
$40,000 for return fight between Bat and 
Joe, the champion hiked" for the west. He 
said then he would stand pat on his statement 

ng the weight. . 
Re ae het that Nelson declined to make 
the match. He had his tilt on with Britt 
then and therefore could not talk business, 
so Gans agreed to fight Jimmy Burns to fill 
in his time. A purse of $10,000 was offered by 
Tom McCarey of Los Angeles, and Gans 
grabbed it up after he found out he could have 
$8,000 win, lose, or draw. The battle is slated 
to take place on Aus. 16, but whether it will 
come off or not remains to be seen. After 
this match was arranged Gans and Nelson's 
manager bumped shoulders some more and 
the Nevada fight was again the main topic 
of conversation in fight circles. 
— 


The weight question as usual came up and 
Nelson’s spokeeman, who has been talking 
rules since his connection with Bat, held 
out for 188 pounds, weigh in in fighting togs. 
He contended that the London prize ring 
rules so ruled, but could offer no explana- 
tion of why the old bare knuckle rules should 
be dovetailed with the Marquis of Queensyer- 
ry rules, under which they would fight.. 

Finally, after considerable argument, Nel- 
son’s manager stated his man would fight 
at 132 pounds.. The next morning he prob- 
ably was dumfounded, for back came Gans 
with an offer to match at 182% pounds. That 
ended the controversy for the time being, and 
followers. of the padded mitt are waiting for 
the next move. 

That four ounce proposition sprung by 
Gans is as big a novelty in the game pugilis- 
tic as was Nelson's caper at Goldfield, when 
his party demanded that the colored fighter 
weigh in three times before the fight and 
a few Gays before insisted he weigh in in 
fighting. togs. ‘The four ounce proposition, 
however, is legitimate, as he practically is 
giving away 12 ounces, and, as champion, 
could have d the weight be 183 
pounds. : :

LONDON, Aug. 3.—The season is now a 
thing of the past, and on the whole it has not 
been at all a bad one, only unsatisfactory on 
part of the weather. Nearly all of the out- 
door functions have suffered, and the first 
and second days of Goodwood this week did 
not escape. People stayed on in London 
much longer than usual and the entertain- 
men ent on until the last Saturday. 

Monday was a fairly gay time all round and 
the king went to stay with Lord and Lady 
Desborough at Taplow Court, where a select 
number of his majesty’s friends were bidden 
to meet him, including Lord and Lady Cole- 
brooke, who are always included in the royal 
party nowadays. Lady Cynthia Graham and 
Consuelo, duchess of Manchester, who is an- 
other person always invited, met the roy- 
alty. 

This week it has been a case of Goodwood 
before everything else now here. Thepeople 
began to leave London Monday morning, and 
departures went on all day. The king and 
prince of Wales traveled down from Victoria 
about 5 o’clock in the afternoon, and by the. 
same train went the Dowager Duchess Rox- 
burghe, Lady Evelyn Innes Ker, Lady Oole- 
brooke, and other guests of the duke of Rich- 
mond. 

Beauty Marks Goodwood Scenes. 

Goodwood house is a beautiful place, 
charmingly situated in a sheltered part of 
Sussex Downs. The house itself is nothing 
much to look at, but inside it is charming 
and full of beautiful things, while its gar- 
den is a delight and is just now all ablaze 
with summer flowers. The party at Good- 
wood house is not nearly so large as usual. 

On the opening day the king disappointed 
many people by motoring up to the course 
from Goodwood house instead of driving up 
in the landaus which always conveyed him 
to the races. With him went the prince 
of Wales, the duke of Richmond, and Capt. 
Seymour Fortescue. The ladies of the house 
party had already assembled in one of the 
duke of Richmond's boxes, and here the 
king went first, and chatted several min- 
utes before going to his own stand, which 
is at the other end of the club lawn. It 
is, perhaps, as well to mention that many 
changes have taken place at Goodwood 
since the present duke succeeded to the 
title. Up to that time there had been ordi- 
nary wooden grand stands, at the end of 
which was a balcony looking right down on 
the course, and here used to assemble the 
members of the Goodwood: house party. But 
this is all done away with, and a great red 
and white brick stand has been built, In 
front of it is the lawn reserved for members 


of the Goodwood club, men only being eligi- 
ble. 


Much Finery at Races. 

Dress at Goodwood varies considerably. 
Should the queen be present it is understood 
that all the men will wear silk hats and frock 
or morning coata, but when, as on the present 
occasion, the king is unaccompanied by her 
majesty then one can wear more or less what 
one likes. Straw hats and Hamburg hats 
are to be seen on all sides and many men 
donned cool flannels, although the weather 
Tuesday and Wednesday was anything but 
suitable for summer attire.

DEEP SEA FIGHT FOR LIFE) 


Diver Struggles Five and One- 
Half Hours to Save Pal.“ 


HEROISM 25 FATHOMS DEEP 


First Man Down Had His Life Lines En- 
tangled and Died, Though Saved.“ 


LONDON. Aug. 8.—It Is difficult to conceive 

a more dramatic story than that of the rescue 
of a diver off Torbay, after he had been im- 
prisoned beneath 150 feet of water for five 
hours and a half. 

Walter Trapnell, a government diver, de- 
scended in the English Channel outside Tor- 
bay on Friday from the deck of the gunboat 
Spanker in connection with the salvage 
operations of a sunken torpedo boat. Hegot 
éntangled, and another diver, named Lev- 
erett went to his rescue. In terse, simple 
language Leverett told of the events that fol- 
lowed on the ocean bed. 

“Wo are,“ he said, “ only supposedto ro- 
main coun about twenty minutes at a stretch 
in such a depth as twenty-five fathoms. 
When Trapnell staid so long I thought there 
was something wrong, and I telephoned to 
him. He told me that he was fouled in the 
wreck and could not get clear. All right,” 
I replied, ‘‘ I will come down and help vou.“ 


Almost a Hopeless Task. 

I descended immediately, and upon get- 
ting down found that Trapnell was fixed in 
euch a position that he was absolutely help- 
less. The wreck les almost upright. . Trap- 
nell was standing upon the sea bed, and his 
air pipe and life Une were entangled in the 
deck gear of the torpedo boat high above his 
head. It was quite impossible for him te 
get up to its decks and clear himeelf, 

“ Being unable to speak to him, I gripped 
his aand to reassure him, and he returned 
my grasp heartily. After that brief hand- 
shake I set about releasing him, but it was 
difficult work. On those who have dived 
to such a depth can realize what the sur- 
roundings were like. It was dark, and the 
pressure of the water was great and thecur- 
rents ran strongly. 

“Slowly and laboriously I crept about the 
deck of the sunken boat, disentangling Trap- 
nell’e life line and air pipe from the davits 
and other places where they had fouled. It 
took me three hours to get them clear, and I 
thought I should never be able to finish the 
job, as I was getting exhausted, Once, in 
fact, I. gave it up and left him, but I pulled 
myself together again and went back to him. 
We ͤ had been good chume for years; Trapnell 
was one of the best of comrades and I could 
not desert him, for I knew that if I left him 
his last chance would be gone. 


Nearly Done For. 

„ was getting nearly done myself; blood 
poured from my nostrils and I was much ex- 
hausted, but I made another effort and stuck 
to the job until I got Trapnell free. This 
was accomplished only just in time, for about 
three minutes before he was raised to the 
surface Trapnell became unconscious, I do 
not now feel much the worse for my trying 
experience. I must pay a tribute to the naval 
surgeon and the boat's crew for the way 
they locked after Trapnell when he “was 
brought up. They did everything possibile 
for him.“ 

Leverett was greatly distressed to hear of 
the fate of Trapnell, whose condition at first 
raised hopes of his recovery. Trapnell, how- 
ever, died suddenty in a hospital on Saturday 
night soon after his wife and daughter uad 
left his side, 

Leverett, the hero of this ocean bed trag- 
edy, is a splendidly built, athletic young fel- 
low who is known as a keen foot baller.

YANKEE ARISTOCRATS? HEAPS 


AS Much Blue Blood Here as in 
England, British Student Finds. | 


PATRICIAN CLASS. GROWS. 


Rich American More Exclusive and 
Haughty than Is Found Anywhere.

LONDON, Aug. 8.—That there is as much 
blue blood in America as in England, that the 
American is essentially aristocratic, and that 
the destinies of England and America inev- 
itably are inseparable are the principal points 
in a remarkable treatise in preparation by 
Admiral Sir Cyprian Bridge. 

The admiral, who long has been a profound 
student and admirer of American civiliza- 
tion, discussed these points in the course of 
a protracted interview. 

“I was always impressed, said Admiral 
Bridge, with the vast extent to which es- 


ica. This is apparent in every element of 
American life from laws to breakfast. Fam- 
ily and church life, literature, methods of 
trade, and conception of honor are all Brit- 
ish and not continental. 


British Blood in Governing Class. 

“A careful study of political life shows over 
80 per cent of the public men in America have 
British names—English, Scotch, or Irish. All 
American presidents save Van Buren and 
Roosevelt had British cognomens. The same 
applies to the Supreme bench and other 
courts, as well as governors, congressmen, 
and senators. 

This is especially remarkable when it is 
considered that there has been no great Brit- 
ish emigration to the United States as from 
other nations. Moreover, I do not believe 
British stock in America is exceptionally 
prolific, yet despite the millions of emigrants 
of other lands and their millions of offspring 
the original British element supplies the gov- 
erning class of today and dominates the 
nation. 

“A further cursory survey of the first fam- 
flies in America furnishes a rich array of 
names drawn from the nobility and gentry of 
the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries in Eng- 
land. The Calverts, Winthrops, Endicotts, 
Fairfaxes, Bradfords, and Washingtons are 
only a few, but show what I mean. 

“When people here speak of the Yankee 
parvenu they hardly know what they are 
talking about. Even if descended-from a 
younger son, who had gone into trade, this is 
no sign of inferior birth. Thehead of thecol- 
lateral branch of one of the oldest families in 
England was a village cooper. That wasn’t 
considered a disgrace in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, when so many of these gentle crafts- 
men sought fortunes in the colonies. 


Patrician Class in Evolution, 

“TI believe this powerful element in Amer- 
ica eventually will form or already has 
formed a patriciate such as once dominated 
Rome. The modern American is one of the 
most aristocratic persons one can find any- 
‘where. The wealthy well born citizen of the 
United States is far more unapproachable 
to his inferiora than the aristocrat in any 
other land, and more aloof, more exelusive, 
and more careful whom he marries. Thie 
especially is true in New England, but the 
same applies more and more to every part 
of the country. As this patriciate, which se- 
cures a stronger and stronger hold on the 


hold, this country and America are bound 
to maintain a relation of ever increasing 
strength and intimacy. 
“This may be due to no special desire and 
no special good will, the countries simply 
can’t help themselves.”

Musolina, Italian Brigand, Soon 
Will Be Hopeless Lunatic. 


Solitary Confinemeut for Twenty 
Years Too Much for Man.

ROME, Aug. 3.—Musolino, the last of the 
brigands, as he was called, who succeéded 
in convulsing the whole world during many 
years, is slowly going mad in confinement. 
Above all, the solitariness of his imprison- 
ment is dethroning his mind. When acrimi- 
nal in Italy hears the sentence of imprison- 
ment for life, with solitary confinement, he 
knows the judge has virtually said ‘‘impris- 
onment for life ending with insanity.”’ 

That this is so is proved by the fact that 
all the various criminals who attempted the 
life of King Humbert, and he who actually 
took it, have gone the same way, and Muso- 
lino is only following in their footsteps 

A distinguished philanthropist who saw the 
great bandit about three years ago several 
times, says his cell was completely empty 
except for a mattress on the floor, and it was 
changed once a week and examined minute- 
ly three times a day. 


Solitude Is Maintained. 

The cells on either side and above are kept 
empty, so that communication, if only by 
raps, is impossible. At night the cell above 
is occupied by the jailer, but never by the 
calabrese, He might sympathize too much 
with his fellow countryman. The cell re- 
ceives air from an interior courtyard and 
has a guard always outside. The prisoner 
oan write a letter every four months and re- 
ceive one in that period. He has hours of 
exercise in the open air daily, and listens 
once a week to religious services from the 
cell, but is not allowed to * without spe- 
cial permission. 

His food consists of bread and good thick 
soup, and he can spend what he earns by his 
work as he wishes, even on tobacco. 


Pardon Can Do No Good, 

After twenty years, if his conduct has been 
good, he can be proposed for a royal pardon, 
but Musolino by that time will be a hopeless 
lunatic. Three years ago he was hieself, 
courteous and vivacious, using ornate 
phrases and magnificent gestures in his con- 
versation. Since then he has gradually de- 
teriorated, and it seems nothing can save 
him.

Quick Act of Retribution Revealed in 
Divorce Case.

Wife Confesses Her Crime. 

One day Mrs. Muntz confessed she had been 
unfaithful and next day Munts taxed Dr. X. 
with misconduct. Within twenty-four hours 
he heard that Dr. X. was dead. 

„ How came he to die? Did he commit 
suicide?’ asked the judge. Counsel for the 
petitioner replied that on the certificate of 
death heart failure was given. Amother bar- 
rister said the real fact of the death was the 
shock of the accusation. 


Death Came After Accusation. 

It is suggested. that this was a case where, 
as it happens now and then, persons of high 
sensibility, involved in the stern psycholog- 
ical laws of retribution, work out their own 
justice to a dramatic end. 

Dr. X. had been the petitioner's family 
physician on terms not only of perfeot 
confidence which usually is reposed in a 
medical man but of intimate friendship, and 
he had abused both the confidence and friend- 
ship. How long the double life preyed upon 
his mind and health Dr. X. left no tragic 
memoirs to show.

Outside the liberal ma- 
chine the clamor for a clean sweep is becom- 
ing general and imperative. Liberals who are 
not professional politicians are joining the 
opposition and independents in th outcry 


| for a root and branch shaking up. The case

is stated in a sentence by one of the ablest 
of the independent organs, w...ch says belief 
in the personai integrity of Sir Wilfrid is 
shared with the liberal party by a large pro- 
portion of his political opponents, but so 
much the worse for the country if the name 
of a good man is the effective shield of rot- 
tenness. 

That corruption and immorality are ram- 
pant in the public service is asserted to be 
notorious. Honorable independence within 
the liberal party ranks has been stified ruth- 
lessly. Rascals guilty of political frauds 
and perjuries have been protected or reward- 
ed. Watchdogs like the recent auditor general 
have been driven from the public service. 
Without Sir Wilfrid Laurier the present ad- 
ministration would not last beyond a gen- 
eral election, and the election would be 
forced. It is not the least of the tributes to 
the prime minister that his name carries so 
great a weight, nor might it do so but for the 
continuous great prosperity of Canada, due 
to ita uninterrupted auccesslon of splendid 
harvests. Two ministers of the crown were 
actually forced out of the cabinet by public 
opinion last session, and strong measures 
will have to be adopted before the next if the 
confidence of the people is to be restored. 

„Interests Oppose Canal. 

Formidable opposition to the Ottawa and 
Georgian Bay ship canal is developing. In 
cities connected with the St. Lawrence 
waterways system important shipping and 
trading interests profess to be alarmed at 
the Prospect of the diversion of traffic from 
the existing routes to a new one. The gov- 
ernment, nevertheless, is for all practical 
purposes pledged to the construction of the 
ship canal. Sir Wilfrid Laurier has publicly 
stated that the canal will be built and other 
minister have declared in parliamentsand 
out of it that they are prepared to support 
their chief. The official summary of the 
ship canal surveys now itn the hands of min- 
isters reduces. the estimates for construc- 
tion to a little under $100,000.000. The total 
cost under previous unofficial estimates 
ranged from $105,000,000 to $125,000,000. The 
surveys provide for locks to accommodate 
steamers 625 feet long with 60 feet beam, 
carrying 12,500 tons, or say 450,000 bushels 
on a draft of 20 feet® 

The revised distance from Georgian Bay 
the entire distance via Ottawa to Montreal, 
the ocean shipping point, is given as 440 
miles, the saving as compared with Canada's 
St. Lawrence route being 400 miles, or 1,000 
miles less from Chicago than to New York 
via the Erie route, representing a difference 
in the cost of transportation in favor of 
the Ottawa route on the basis of last year’s 
freight rates of nts a ton of wheat, or 
about 1 cent a bushel. The quantity of 
wheat transported by the present water 
routes last War was about 55,000,000 bush- 
els. In estimating the advantages of the 
canal in regard to other transportation be- 
sides wheat, the quantities passing through 
the Soo canal are taken as a basis, the total 
value being given at 8587. 464.000, on which 
the freight earnings amounted to 888.667. 000. 
The surveys deal with various alternative 
routes at different points with the general 
result as previously asserted in this column 
that no serious practical obstacles to the 
successful construction of the ship canal are 
found te exist. The Chaudiere falls at Ot- 
tawa are overcome by a set of locks in flight 
dropping fifty-five feet.

Cloudburst Over Vienna Suburb 
Sweeps Over Garden Walls. 


ENTRAP PEOPLE IN HOUSES. 


Brave Life Saving Acts Performed by 
the Police and by Nuns. 


VIENNA, Aug. S The recent cloudburst 
on the hills just outside Vienna was far more 
serious than was indicated dn the first tele- 

It was a disaster of unprecedented magni- 
tude, so far at any rate as this part of Burope 
is concerned, and it is impossible yet to say 
how many lives: were lost. The resulting 
damage, particularly in the city and the 
western suburbs, is enormous, and in the 
western districts alone amounts to millions 
of dollars. ’ 

A few minutes after the floods started two 
small mountain streams, which unite at the 
suburb of Neuwaldegg, became roaring tor- 
rents and choked the underground course 
through the city to the Danube. 

The water, being thus diverted from ite nat- 
ural channel, rushed headlong through the 
streets for many miles. At the head the flood 
was four feet deep, and when there was a 
check it rose to ten feet and more, breakifig 
down the doors and windows of houses and 
garden walls. The catastrophe wae so ap- 
pallingly sudden that most of the inhabitants 
3ad scarcely time to escape with their lives. 

Beautiful villas were swamped and the fur- 
niture was swept by the rushing waters into 
the roads. The torrent poured over hundreds 
of garden walls, thus forming so many 
waterfalls, which tore up the earth and up- 
rooted trees. 


Drowned in a Bedroom. 

In one house Frau Schweighofer and her 
son met their death while trying to save 
their belongings. They wert in, a bedroom 
when the water forced its way through the 
floor, and they were immediately drowned. 

Lines of policemen roped, themselves to- 
gether in the streets, waded through the 
water up to the their necks, and dragged the 
inmates of flooded houses through the win- 
dows. 

A, stirring scene of heroism was witnessed 
outside the hospital for feeble minded 
women. ; 5 

Several nuns, hearing of the peril of the 
nineteen inmates of the hospital, determined 
to save them at all costs. The great mass 
of water was rushing along at an incredible 
speed, but the nuns, without the sligntest 
hesitation, entered it, and after great dim - 
culty succeeded in reaching tne. hospital. 

Then they. spread out jumping sheets, and 
into these the terrified inmates leaped one 
by, one, and were carried away to a place of 
comparative safety. 

Many people had the unnerving experience 
of being imprisoned in their rooms and see- 
ing, the water gradually mount higher and 
higher until it reached their necks, when 
either the water subsided or the unfortunate 
people were rescued by policemen. 


In one house the inmates who were thus | 


entrapped wrote pathetic appeals fog nel on 
paper. which they folded up in the shape 
of boats, and sent them floating along omche 
torrent. 


Rescued from a Tree. 


A porter at Prince Schwartzenberg’s.dairy 
at Neuwaldegg let loose the dogs from the 
kennels. Just then the water burst down 
the wall of the court and the dogs were car- 
ried away. The porter climbed a tree and 
remained there for two hours, when he was 
rescued by means of a rope. 

Horses and oarriages proceeding along the 
streets were swept away by the deluge. 
Tramcars full of frightened passengers stood 
like islands in the middle of the streets. 
Horses, cows, and pigs on the farms were 
drowned and summer houses, chairs, and 
tables were all taken up by the rush of wa- 
ter and carried away. 

Hundreds of houses were demolished and 
numerous beer and coffee gardens in the 
western suburbs were also razed to the 
ground. 

It was reported tonight that many children 
had been drowned while collecting flowers in 
the woods, but no confirmation of this has yet 
been received. 

A full report of the catastrophe has been 
telegraphed to the emperor, who is staying 
at Ischl, in upper Austria.

ay. It is understood that the congress will 


devise means for the preservation of national 
dances and also for some common under- 
standing on the subject of the stepsin waltzes 
and quadrilles, so that all danger may be 
averted of political complications arising 
from a lack of harmony between two officia] 
partners of different nationality on the ball- 
room floor. 

For the qhadrille and the waltz are, after 
all, what may be described as the two official 


dances, and, like the language of courts, of 


state, and of diplomacy in the old world, they 
are French. Many people labor under the im- 
pression that the waltz is of modern origin, 
owing to the fact that it was comparatively 
unknown in America or in England until the 
early part of the nineteenth century. But it 
was brought originally from Provence to the 
court of Henry II. of France at Fontaine- 
bleau by the comte de Saulte. Mary, queen of 
Scots, imported it Into Scotland. For his- 
tory records her as having incurred the bitter 
wrathteand fierce denunciation of John Knox 
and of other divines of the land o’ cakes for 
dancing it on one memorable occasion at the 
palace of Holyrood at Edinburgh. Towards 
the end of the sevdhteenth century it was 
danced throughout southern Germany and 
Austria, the celebrated waltz tune and popu- 
lar song O, Du Lieber Augustin dating 
from 1670.

American Souvenir Hunter Gets Away 
with Board Posted in Place Where 
Gray’s “Elegy” Was Written.

LONDON, Aug. 8.—The country churth- 
yard at Stoke Poges, where Gray's ‘‘ Elegy r 
was written, was the scene of a lively chase 
this week after an American souvenir 
hunter, who succeeded in escaping with a 
notice board.

In this connection Americans are getting 
a bad reputation on account of their craze 
for souvenirs. The manager of one of the 
largest London hotels says he loses thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of silverware this 
way yearly. Silver ash trays are regarded 
with particular favor. The amount is 
merely charged to the loss account,“ he said, 
“for many of the souvenir hunters are our 
wealthiest clients. We rarely have discov- 
ered any one but an American manifesting 
the craze.” 


PLUNGE TO DEATH IN FIGHT. 


Brewery Workmen Grapple and Fall 
Fifty Feet and Both Are 
Crushed. 


LONDON, Aug. 3.—A tragic fight occurred 
at Holt’s brewery, Broad street, Shadwell, 
today, ending in the death of the? two com- 
batants, John Cox, aged 60. years, of. Lime- 
house, and Henry Middlesbrook, aged 46 
years, of Cambridge Heath. , 

The men were at work in an upper story 
hoisting sacks of malt, by w crane from the 
barges below. Middlesbrook’s brother usually 
worked with the other two, but at the time 
of the quarrel he was absent. 

Angry voices in altercation. were heard, 
and then the sound of blows, but there was 
no, time for any one to intervene before the 
quarrel came to its sudden and tragic end. 

It seems that, in the fight the two men, 


locked in each other’s arms, gradually made 


their way to the aperture through which 
the sacks were received. Here they fell 
headlong a distance of fifty feet. 

Cox’s head struck, a barge that was moored 
alongside the building, and he was instantl7 
killed. Middlesbrook fell on the foreshore 
and died within an hour. 


SOLDIERS LOST ON THE ALPS. 


Disappearance of One Over a Precipice 
Halte an Entire Company on 
the Brink. 


GENEVA, Aug. While engaged in ma- 
neuvers on a spur of the Mont Blanc range of 
mountains an entire company of a French 
regiment, the Eleventh Chasseurs Alpina, 
nearly walked over a precipice. 

The company, which was under the com- 
mand of Col. Vanoise, had spent the morning 
on the mountain and were about to return 
when they found they had lost their bear- 
ings. To make matters worse, a thick mist 
fell and the soldiers went hopelessly astray. 
They wandered about for some time in the 
mist, linking hands, so as to keep together.

Military Authorities Offer High 
Prices for French Models. 


MEET ONLY WITH REFUSAL. 


M. Julliot Says France is Five Years 
Ahead of Other Nations. 


PARIS, Aug. 3.—In view of the remarkable 
degree of perfection attained by the diri- 
gible balloons Lebaudy and Patrie, and de- 
spite their own successes in flying over Ber- 
lin, the German military authorities are try- 
ing to obtain a couple of airships of the same 
type. 

In spite of German press statements to the 
contrary, the German military authorities 
have for many months past, in a disguised 
way, been attempting to obtain possession of 
an airship. of French manufacture. There 
have been published in Paris copies of cor- 
respondence between Maj. Richard von 
Kehler, formerly one of the German military 
balloon corps, and the wealthy French man- 
ufacturers of airehipe, Messers. Paul and 
Pierre Lebaudy. 


Bid for French Airships. 

Maj. von Kehler, who founded the Berlin 
society for the study of aerial navigation, 
came to Paris to offer M. Julliot, the French 
engineer who constructed the Lebaudy and 
Patrie, $250,000 for a similar airship ‘‘ solely 
for sporting purposes. The Lebaudy cost 
only $60,000, and the Patrie $70,000; M. Jul- 
liot told him that he must negotiate direct 
with Messrs. Lebaudy. The major then 
wrote to the firm: 

. « » The immediate object of our society, of 
which I am the manager, is to acquire a motor 
balioon in order to give our members the oppor- 
tunity of making ascents in an airship and per- 
haps later on the forming of a national sporting 
club for this purposes. We are aware that 
up to the present your airship has given most 
patisfactery results, and I am instructed to ask 
you whether you would be prepared to make one 
for us. 

Messrs. Lebaudy, knowing who Maj. von 
Kehler was and what he had done, replied 
that they could not undertake the construo- 
tion. 4 


Protects His Secret. 

M. Julliot, in an interview, said: “We 
are five years in advance of any other 
nation in the manufacture of airships, and 
goon France ought to be in possession of a 
complete fleet.“ Of course, the Germans 
are quite capable of building an airship, for 
there is no secret about the construction. But 
there are many points of detail known solely 
to the French constructors. For instance, 
there is the resistance to the atmosphere of 
the steel tubes, the basis of an airship: This 
is of far greater importance than is generally 
supposed. 

In the Lebaudy and Patrie we have been 
able entirely to do away with the terrible 
pitching movement, which has interfered 
with the success of every airship hitherto. 
There ig a close connection between the di- 
mensions and the rate of propulsion; that is 
at present my secret, and I intend to keep it 
ae long as possible.” 


DISMANTLED OFF CAPE HORN. 


English Ship Finally Towed Into Har- 
bor by Salvage Steamer After a 
Tempestuous Voyage. 


LONDON, Aug. 3.—A thrilling account of | 


the sufferings of the crew of the sailing ship 
Dynomene, which left the Tyne for San 
Francisco, was received at South Shields 
yesterday by the parents of John Patterson, 
whose son was on board. When off Cape 
Horn the vessel encountered a terrific storm, 
the sea running mountains high. Every 
stitch of canvas was torn into ribbons, and 
all movable articles were swept off the 
decks. The huge iron jibboom wascut clean 
off by a big sea, whilet another wrecked the 
meat safe, which weighed over a ton. Three 
of the seamen were terribly injured. Two 
ma na ged to crawi under the forecastle head 
for shelter, but the third was washed about 
the deck, and finally got jammed between 
the foremast and the winch. 

The master, second mate, and young Pat- 
terson crawled on their hands and knees 
and dragged the poor fellow by the legs 
into a place of safety. He was unconecious. 
When daylight came the vessel was almost 
a wreck. One of the yards had crashed 
through the deckhouse top, another had shat- 
tered the lifeboats, the tarpaulin was ripped 
off the hatches, and the decks were full of 
water fore and aft. A young sailor fell 
from the rigging into the tempestuous sea 
and was never seen again. The gale subsided 
slightly, and in trying to make Port Stanley, 
Falkland islands, the ship Deacon came in 
sight, and the master offered to take off the 
crew, but this was refused. A squall then 
sprang up, and as the crippled vessel was be- 
ing buffeted about it was sighted by a salvage | 
steamer and taken into Moritevideo, after 
having been 133 dayp out from the Tyne.

Will Save from Ruin the Great 
Amusement Plant That Has 
Room for 500,000 People. 


[FORBIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUND. } 


LONDON, July 26.—Pandemonium reigns 
in the Crystal palace. That hustling Amer- 
loan circus man George O. Starr, who has 
taken over the management of England's 
biggest and most famous amusement insti- 
tution, is turning things upside down, to the 
dismay of his staid British associates. 

They shake their heads and wonder where 
the dividends are coming from, but Mr. Starr 
insists on having his own way and gets it. 
He is pulling out fixtures which have been 
in place since Queen Victoria opened the 
building, he is cleaning away the dirt and 
dust of many months, and he has fished 
from forgotten rooms statuary and copies 
worth thousands of dollars. He has re- 
moved immense awnings from the interior 
of the building which completely obscured a 
view of the wonderful arched roof of glass, 
and he has added a collection of wild ani- 
mais whioh cost a mint of money. 

And yet when I saw Mr. Starr yesterday 
he told me he had hardly begun. Just 
cleaning up a bit,” he said. ‘It doesn't 
cost anything to be clean.” 

There are certain buildings in London that 
are almost as well known to Americans as 
to Englishmen, and this not because the 
former may have journeyed to these shores 
and have seen them, but because they are 
world famous and fill the public print on 
many and divers occasions. Buckingham 
palace, the Bank of England, London bridge, 
and Crystal palace are four such structures. 
It must, therefore, appear in the nature of a 
national calamity to the ordinary English- 
man to know that an American circus man 
now rules over the destinies of the last 
named. 


Fine Old’ Yankee Showman. 


George O. Starr is a mpmber of the Old 
Guard“ of Yankee showmen and a partner 
and contemporary of P. T. Barnum and 
James A, Bailey. I have good cause to re- 
member him. When James A. Bailey, the 
presiding genius of the Barnum & Baliey 
circus, died in New York I was working on 
a New York theatrical paper, and to me fell 
the duty of ascertaining the future control 
of the great business. Bailey was a man 
who refused all help in his work, and as his 
death was sudden the circus was thrown 
into a bad state of demoralization by the 
event. No one knew just what to door what 
not to do until some one hit upon the idea 
of cabling to England for the only persen 
who could adequately fill the shoes of the 
dead showman. Mr. Starr was then a di- 
rector in the Barnum & Balley circus and its 
European manager, and he hurried to New 
York tmmediately upon receipt of the cable- 
gram. But it took six days at least to get 
from the English metropolis to the Amer- 
ican, and there were various cliques in the 
family of the dead showman which were 
contending for ultimate control. So it was 
that we were on pins and needles pend- 


promised to regenerate the fallen fortunes 
of the Crystal palace, which, in its size and 
Its possibilities, undoubtedly is the greatust 
amusement institution in the whole world. 

Mr. Starr worked for a year gathering to- 
gether the scattered and tangled threads of 
organization of the Greatest Show on 
Earth,” and then, after handing the uan- 
agement over to a newly formed directorate, 
nicely balanced by the several interests 
which had contended for control, he came 
to London determined upon a good rest. 


Saving Palace from Ruin. 


For some years past the great Crystal 
palace had beem drifting into a state border- 
ing upon neglect and oblivion—if such a word 
can be truthfully used of so commanding a 
structure. Ite great glase domed roof, cov- 
ering an area of thirteen acres, situated in 
a magnificent park of more than 200 acres, 
commanding a view of no less than eight 
different counties of England, it had proved 
too big and unwieldly for those who con- 
trolled its destiny, and was, at the time Mr. 
Starr settled near it, a white-elephant ” 
“on their hands. It was in the natural order 

of events then that they should turn to the 
great American showman, whose reputation 
as am organizet.and handler of big amuse- 
ment enterprises was worldwide. Mr. Starr 
hesitated, unwilling for a time to give up 
his prospect of a good rest, but finally 
yielded to the pleadings of the directors of 
the palace. 
Mr. Starr immediately moved into the 
offices of the big institution and dived into 
the work with characteristic energy. It 
ia safe to say that the attendants of the 
Crystal palace never saw such a worker and 
things rapidly lifted themselves from the 
old condition of stagnation to one of thor- 
oughly American hustle and movement. The 
present day Englishman has a great rever- 
ence for the past and is prone to continue 
the methods of his predecessors. Mr. Starr 
ran up against this suspicion of new methods 
as soon as he took over the management, 
and he dealt with it in a characteristic man- 
ner. An edict went out from his office in the 
following terms: Forget the past and let 
us see what we can do now in the future.“ 


‘ Big Job on His Hands. 


To begin with, Mr. Starr insisted upon a 
thorough house cleaning. The accumulated 
dirt and dust of years was washed from the 
woodwork and ironwork and the floors were 
swept and cleaned as they never had been 
before. 

“TI have handled many big things in my 
lte,“ he told me. For instance, I have 
transported the big Barnum & Balley show 
across the Atlantic and all over Europe. I 
have done the same thing for the big Buffalo 
Bull wild west show. Each one of these tasks 
meant at least two years of preparatory 
work and involved an extraordinary amount 
of labor which one could not leave to as- 
sistants. But compared with the job I have 
tackled at the Crystal palace those tasks 
were small. When one looks at this enor- 
mous structure, covering more than a dozen 
acres, and these groupds of more than 200 
acres, one cannot help being scared. I told 
the men behind the institution when I took 
holt that I would do nothing to speak of for 
six months but look around. At the end of 
that time I would suggest many changes 
and innovations.”

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FINING ro THE LIMIT. 


No judicial act will be more popular 
than that of Judge Landis yesterday in 
fining the Standard Oil company. There 
is no part of the United States where 
that corporation is not known and de 
tested. f 

The 329, 240,000 fine which was im- 
posed may astound Europeans and give 
them a new idea of the grand scale on 
which things are done in the United 
States, but it will not call forth on this 
side of the Atlantic many words of sym- 
pathy for the erring corporation. The 
majority, at least, will not look on the 
penalty imposed as “ crue] and excessive,” 
for, although the fine is of unprecedented 
size, the accumulated wealth of the de- 
fendant is so great that it can pay with- 
out being crippled. 

It Judge Landis had made the fine only 
half as large the penalty would have beea 
severe, and the Standard Oil company 
would not be so ready to raise the cry 
that prosecution had become persecution. 
But whatever criticism there may be of 
the amount of the fine, if there be any, 
there will be general approval of the ver- 
dict of the jufy, of the action of the 
court, and the principles set forth by 
Judge Landi@in his review of the case. 

Judge Lamflis has done his part. In 
the course of time the Supreme court will 
review his work, and ought. to find it 
good. The public will be much surprised 
if it shall reverse the finding of the jury 
that the Standard Oil company has vio- 
lated the Elkins law not once but many 
times. Such acts should entail exem- 
plary punishment. 

If inflicted, the company may mend ‘ts 
ways. As a cold blooded business con- 
cern it will see the foolishness of taking in 
thousands of dollars in rebates and pay- 


ing out hundreds of thousands in “fines, 


PETTY CHEATING. 


e greatness of the net loss from 
many small leaks finds another illustration 
in a statement credited to the New York 
state inspector of weights and measures. 
The law under which he performs his du- 
ties requires an inspection of all weights 
and measures once in ten years. In mak- 
ing the rounds he has gained the impres- 
sion that in the majority of cases the 
small dealer takes advantage of his cus- 
tomers. He estimates the loss from inac- 
curate scales and measures to be the-as- 
tonishing amount of $20,000,000 a year. 
Assuming the population of New York 
to be @proximately 8,000,000 people, the 
loss by this petty cheating equals $2.50 
for every man, woman, and child in the 
commonwealth. 

In New York City eighteen men are 
kept busy all the time in trying to pre- 


vent these petty frauds. The butchers, 


icemen, coalmen, and grocers are the prin- 
cipal offenders, It is stated that butchers 
are given a certain amount of meat each 
morning out of which they make what 
they can by short weight during the day. 
After comparison of figures for a year it 
was found that 30 per cent of the ico 
dealers sold by short weight. The most 
conspicuous cases of fraud were discov- 
ered among the dealers of various sorts 
who sell to the poorer classes, the people 
least able to bear the loss being the great- 
est sufferers from this petty thieving. 

In many instances it was found that 
the dealers took advantage of the differ- 
ence between dry measure and liquid 
measure to increase their profit. Buying 
by dry measure and selling by liquid 
measure results in an additional profit of 
about 15 per cent above the normal profit 
of business. Sometimes, when the mat- 
ter was called to the attention of the 
dealer, he disclaimed knowledge of the 
difference between the two measures. 

Of course, what is going on in New 
York state is taking place in other parts 
of the country. Inspection once in ten 
years is a farce. The only thing accom- 
plished is a fresh realization of the steady 
frauds upon trustful buyers. The experi- 
ence of purchasers in New York City is 
duplicated in Chicago and in every other 
large place. The losses are petty to the 
individual, but where there is systematic 
cheating from every buyer the net amount 
soon reaches.a large figure. 

The average purchaser is forced by the 
situation to trust his dealer. The icemen 
and the coalmen have things entirely 
their own way. No one cares to stand by 
the scales to watch the indicator. The 
meatmen and the grocers make a show of 
weighing in the presence of the purchaser. 
but few ever watch the scales or the 
measures with the idea of fighting over 2 
cent or two of difference. When all the 
petty steals in a whole state are estimated 
it is not difficult to understand that the 
total amount requires many figures for its 
expression, , 


A PERMANENT COURT. 


In his letter read before the national

If there could be created an inter- 
national court of the sort proposed, main- 
tained by the powers in common. and 
‘manned by judges of such unquestioned 
standing as to make it rank among the 
most distinguished tribunals of history, 
there is every reason for believing that 
its existence would go far toward the 
practical abolition of war as a method of 
settling disputes. It would be another 
notable contribution of America to the 
world’s peace if the arguments of our 
representatives proved sufficient to bring 
about the creation of a permanent and 
practical arbitration court. 


THE CHARTER AND IMPROVEMENTS. 
Within a week three water mains in 


the business district have burst. In one 


case much damage was done to property. 
Reports of leaking mains in other parts 
of the city are frequent. One of the em- 
ployés of the water department, speaking 
particularly of the mains in the downtown 
district, saye they were lald many years 
ago, and have been corroded by age. 
They are in such a bad state that some- 
thing will have to be done before long.“ 

What is true of these mains is true of 
the whole water system. Age has cor- 
roded it. An official report made last 
year by a competent engineer showed that 
the plant had so run down because of 
continued neglect that millions would 
have to be spent to put it in first class 
condition. The city authorities were duly 
warned, but the process of decay goes on. 

It is downright criminal folly to run 
the risk of a breakdown of the water 
system, but where is the money to come 
from with which to rehabilitate it? Not 
from the revenues of the department, for 
they have been anticipated, It can only 
be had by that increase of the debt limita- 
tion of the city which is authorized by the 
charter to be voted on next month. It it 
shall be adopted bonds can be sold and 
the system reconstructed forthwith. 

Yet men who pretend to be friends of 
Chicago and who cry out loudly at the 
street corners that they wish to protect 
its inhabitants are attacking the charter 
because under it the bonded debt of the 
city can be added to. These soap box 
orators are indifferent to the fact that 
rotten mains may lead to enormous fire 
losses and also deprive populous districts 
of water. They would rather have the 
rotten pipes than the charter. These are 
friends from whom the people may well 
pray to be delivered. 

Vessel owners say the center pier of the 
Rush street bridge is one of the greatest 
obstructions to navigation in the river. 
But for it the tug which turned turtle at 
that point the other day would have es- 
caped disaster. It is agreed that there 
ought to be a new bridge, but the sani- 
tary district will not build it, and the city 
cannot. It has not the money. If the 
charter were ratified it would have the 
money with which to build that bridge and 
others that are much needed. 

Communication between different parts 
of the city is greatly hampered by the lack 
of bridges at certain points, Traffic is 
made more difficult and expensive. This 
is a matter of much moment fo the com- 
munity, but it does not interest the vo- 
ciferous opponents of the charter. It does 
not recognize the initiative and the recall. 
That would condemn it in their eyes, 
whatever benefits it might confer on the 
community. 

There are many public improvements 
which the people want, but which cannot 
be paid for out of the scanty revenues of 
the city. To attempt to do it is to cripple 
the fire, police, and other departments. 
Chicago will remain in many respects a 
second class city unless it shall be enabled 
to borrow money to provide Itself with 
the equipment of a first class city. 

If there were no other reason for the 
adoption of the charter the fact that it 
will get Chicago out of financial straits 
and enable it to renovate a rundown 
water system should be a sufficient one. 


LINCOLN’S PERSONALITY. 

After years of examination from al- 
most every conceivable point of view 
Abraham Lincoln has afforded still an- 
other striking study. In the current num- 
ber of McClure’s magazine Truman H. 
Bartlett presents some striking ideas con- 
nected with the physiognomy of the war 
president. His text is the common theory 
that Lincoln was an ugly man, awkward, 
ungainly, gaunt and gawky. The con- 
clusion reached is that Lincoln’s body was 
admirably adapted to the soul within, and 
that, when studied from the sculptor’s 
standpoint, it is as notable for greatness 
as any other more commonly chosen at- 
tribute of one of the world’s recognized 
leaders. 

The personal element in the story as 
given has much in it to attract a public 
which is always interested in anything 
about Lincoln. The theory worked out 
is admirably presented In connection with 
many details of a notable career. The 
suggestion is worth consideration, for in- 
stance, that no personage in history ever 
had so many portraits made from life dur- 
ing the short space. of seven years of 
public activity as Lincoln had. It was a 


mask of the coming man some time in ad- 
vance of the republican convention which 
made him the center of attraction for a 
nation. 

The books are full of stories about 
Lincoln's poor clothes, about his lack of 
ease, his want of the polish of society, 
his clumsiness of movement. As a re- 
sult the American people have accepted 
it as a fact that their hero was an 
awtully ugly man,” taking as a verifica- 
tion of their belief some of the jokes about 
his personal appearance with which -he 
himself is credited. 

Mr. Bartlett finds but one writer, Mr. 
Nicolay, who bas anything to say on the 
other side. But he takes many ex- 
pressions of others and puts them to- 
gether in such a way as to impress one 
with the firm conviction that there were 
elements in the appearance of the man 
which gave an entirely different im- 
pression. Of these there is no representa- 
tion in any picture except that made upon 
the memory of those who came under the 
enduring influence of a masterful man. 

With that suggestion of a possibility of 
error in the popular opinion the subject is 
considered from the sculptor’s viewpoint.

men of history. In other words the pe- 
culiarities which are ordinarily thought of 
in connection with Lincoln's personal ap- 
pearance were not those of ugliness, but 
rather those which belong to a being so 
different ‘from his associates and con- 
temporaries as to make them the distin- 
guishing marks of a man as unique in 
bodily appearance as he was strange and 
lonely in the realm of thought.

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BETROTHALS AND BANK BOOKS. 

Out of Connecticut comes much that is 
instructive and interesting. When Parson 
Hooker settled along the banks of the 
beautiful river that flows down from the 
north he had much to say of the rights 
of man, the arrangement of the household 
and the obligations, temporal and spirit- 
ual, of the sexes. And it is owing per- 
haps. to the precedents established two 
hundred and fifty years ago that certain 
misunderstandings are constantly arising 
among the descendants of the Puritans. 

The latest illustration of human perplex- 
ity proceeding from different constructions. 
of masculine and feminine rights is afford- 
ed by the Connecticut man who has re 


) nounced his betrothal vows because the 


prospective wife demanded that he should 
let her see his bank book. He has taken 
the position that this is “the most sicken- 
ing thing a woman could do” and that he 
is justified in declining to yield to so ab- 
surd and unreasonable a request. Fur- 
thermore, he has announced his intention 
of bringing sult to recover the value of a 
diamond engagement ring, and for all that 
is known to the contrary he may present 
in due form a bill for other expenses In- 
curred in the progress of an ardent court- 
ship. For it appears that he had no idea 
of the young woman’s interest in sicken- 
ing details until her suspicions and avarice 
were borne in on him so unmistakably. 

In defense of this inquisitive young 
woman, and f a point of view remote 
from the Connecticut interpretation, it 
may be argued that there is some justifi- 
cation for her action. The phraseology of 
the marriage service compels the bride- 
groom to assure the woman that he en- 
dows her with all his worldly goods. 
Surely it is not only pardonable curiosity 
but proper caution on the part of the bride 
that she should have some hint as to the 
protective extent of this endowment. It 
is easy enough for a man to promise to 
endow with worldly goods if he has no 
worldly goods in evidence, and it is only 
fair that the woman should not be com- 
pelled to take everything on faith, while 
it is not a token of deficiency in affection 
that she desires to be assured of support 
before she commits herself to the mercies 
of a husband. 

At this stage of the world’s affairs, and 
more particularly in this republic, the 
woman, with her proper business faculties 
quickened, insists that she shall not be 
exclusively the one to ask no questions 
before marriage. In formal old times, the 
days of the oak and the clinging vine, the 
father attended to these details and looked 
into the question of support “in the style 
10 which she has been accustomed.” Now 

e woman has educated herself suffi- 
ciently in business to take this duty upon 
herself, and she is fully competent in a 
majority of instances to take the initiative 
and decide both the safety and propriety 
of the marriage contemplated. It may be 
“ sickening” to a man to exhibit his bank 
book, especially if it shows meager ac- 
quaintance with the bank, but the true 
lover does not shrink from a fearless ex- 
position of his resources or think the less 
of the true love whose instinct of self- 
protection asks something more than 
honeyed words. It Connecticut does not 
stand by the young woman of Derby, Con- 
necticut is hopelessly behind the times. 


WARM WEATHER DIETARIES, 

What one shall eat in warm weather 
has become as much a matter of scientific 
study as what one shall wear, and it is a 
part of the summer recreation of some 
housekeepers to listen to lectures on sum- 
mer dietaries and porch teas. It is gen- 
erally admitted that olden time epicures 
were unaware of the possibilites for 
daintiness and delicacy that lie in sum- 
mer menus and that they made little dis- 
tinction between a summer salad and a 
winter salad and cared not if an autumn 
entrée were served in the spring of the 
year. But the up to date epicure is con- 
scious of a gastronomical sensitiveness 
that compels him to reject dishes that do 
not harmonize with the season, and he 
would as soon think of eating corned beef 
and cabbage on a hot day as he would of 
wearing ear muffs. 73 

There are some palates that reject all 
such food refinements and never permit the 
season to control their hunger or dictate 
their menus, but as a rule their posses- 
sors are among those who most readily 
succumb to hot weather diseases. For the 
most commendable thing about warm 
weather dietaries is that they have 
hygienic reasons back of them and that 
they include such dishes as require but 
limited effort on the part of that old 
enemy of man, his digestion. 
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FEMININE EDUCATION IN GERIKAN T. 
The educational progress of woman in 
Germany is an event of more than ordinary 
Interest in contemporaneous social history. 
During the last few years all the univer- 
sities of southern and central Germany 
have yielded, one after the other, to the 
feminine siege and opened their gates, 
through which the women now pass as 
freely as the men. Having accomplished 
this, the women have now united their 
efforts to secure admission to the great 
universities of Prussia. A formal petition, 
signed not only by prominent educational 
people but by one hundred and sixty 
Prussian university professors, has been 
presented to the educational department 
of the government, asking that women be 
allowed to pass examinations and matric- 
ulate. It is stated there is good reason 
to believe the government will yield, in 
which case women all over the German 
empire will have the same rights and ad- 
vantages in obtaining the higher educa- 
tion and engaging in the professions as 
men. ö 
When this shall have happened, the 
first step will be taken toward a radical 
change in the social conditions of woman 


in Germany, and perhaps in the point ot 


view from which German men have been 
wont to regard women. The German 
man has Considergd himself the superior 
of the German woman—an attribute 
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shared also by, men, of other 


—but in the former case he 


was the hausfrau,“ and that her whole 
duty was accomplished when she was 
skilled in caring for her children and ad- 


ministering the household and was con- 


tent to leave the settlement of all other 
matters to the superior masculine hands. 

Evidently the German women—or a 
class of them rapidly inereasing—no 
longer are willing to admit.that niatri- 
mony and housekeefing are the highest 
stages of their development. They are 
of the opinion that, while they may rear 
good children and prove themselves good 
housekeepers and good cooks, life has 
something more for them, and that the 
time has come for them to express their 
own individuality and develop their men- 
tal abilities. : | 

As statistics show already a yearly in- 
crease in the number of female academic 
citizens, it will be of interest to watch 
the effect of the new propaganda not only. 
upon German women but German men 
also, for the latter are beginning to show 
a disposition to concede the demands of 
the former. The outcome of the whole 
matter may be the strengthening of the 
German nation. |

| gress’. which the Belgian monarch has en- 


deavored to organize at Brussels, and for 
which he had addressed invitations to the 
various foreign governments and geograph- 
‘feal societies. This being the case, the 
project will come to grief, the more so as 
several other foreign governments are cer- 
tain to follow the lead of King Edward in 
the matter. 

King Edward and his subjects are promp . 
in this affair not only by their strong dis- 
approval of the policy of King Leopold with 
regard to the Congo problem, which is be- 
coming more and more acute, but also be- 
cause they do not see why he should have 
any voice in an international polar congress. 
Belgium is not, strictly speaking, a maritime 
power; But if the congress were held in his 
capital, and necessarily under his presidency, 
it would be difficult to exclude him from par- 
ticipating in the deliberations, or from the 
advantage accruing to the nations repre- 
sented at the convention, 


What these advantages are may be gath- . 


ered from the fact that the object of the 
congress is nominally for the organization 
of a system of international expeditions of 
discovery to the Arctic and Anarctic regions, 
but in reality to determine the ownership of 
Spitzenbergen and other No Man’s lands in 
the polar regions, partitioning them among 
the powers most chiefly concerned, such as 
the United States, Great Britain, Norway, 


Denmark, and Russia. Leopold, with his in- 


satiate greed for land, would, if the polar 
congress were held at Brussels, find some 
means, through intrigue, of establishing a 
oothold in the Arctic or Antarctic, and after 

e experiences of Great Britain and the 
other signatories of the Berlin treaty of 1884 
with Leopold in regard to the Congo, there 
is none of them that would be willing to 
intrust him with the administration of any 
other bit of land, even in the frozen wilds of 
the Arctic and Antarctic circles. 

— 


England's jockey Aub, which held one of 
its rare elections the other day, has once 
again furnished a demonstration of its inde- 
pendence of the influence of royalty by de- 
clining to admit Sir Ernest Cassel, who is 
one of the principal friends of the king, as 
well as his most trusted financial adviser. 
Sir Ernest, who won his title by financing 
the great irrigation works in Egypt, includ- 
ing the monster dam at Assouan, owns one 
of the largest and finest racing studs in Eng- 
land, and has a beautiful place at Newmar- 
ket, namely, Moulton paddocks, where the 
king is always hospitably entertained when- 
ever he visits Cambridgeshire. Sir Ernest has 
been for a number of years on the English 
turf, and he is said to be so incensed by the 
treatment on the part of the jockey club that 
he has decided to retire from the turf alto- 
gether. A portion af his stud, indeed, has 
already been offered for sale. 

Another racing stable owner who is being 
persistently kept out of the jockey club is 
Sir Edgar Vincent, former governor of the 
Imperial Ottoman bank at Constantinople, 
and husband of that celebrated beauty, Lady 
Helen Vincent. Sir Ernest and Sir Edgar’s 
continued exclusion, and the blackballing ofa 
number of other candidates whose admission 
would be of benefit to the club and to the 
English turf in general, is due to a certain 
clique among the members, who have been 
pursuing this policy for years of keeping out 
men in whose admission the king was known 
to be interested, and who have brought 
about the conviction that royal backing is a 
terrible handicap rather than an edvantage 
in the case of candidature to any exclusive 
club. , 

On the other hand, the club elected Sir 
Robert Buchanan Jardine, son of the late 
Sir Robert Jardine, who died a couple of 
years ago, leaving a colossal fortune ac- 
quired in the Chinese trade, as head of the 
great Anglo-Chiriese firm of Jardine Mathe- 
son & Co., whose names have been a house- 
hold word in China, and, indeed, throughout 
the orient, for the last half century. The 
present Sir Robert is master of both fox and 
otter hounds, and is in no way related to Sir 
William Jardine of Applegirth, whose fam- 
ily is an ancient one and whose baronetcy 
dates from the reign of King Charles I. 

If President Amador. the chief magistrate 
of the republic of Panama, was welcomed 
with the strains of the Marseillaise “ or 
the occasion of his paSing-an official visit to 
President Fallieres at the Elysée palace in 
Paris the other day, it is because Panama 
has as yet no national anthem of her 
own, otherwise the Panama anthem 
would have been played by the regimental 
band on duty on state occasions at the 
Elysee in the same manner as God Save 
the King is played whenever Edward VII. 
calls upon the French president. American 
musicians might therefore win not only the 
gratitude of the Panamites but also a lasting 
place in the temple of fame by contposing a 
national anthem for Panama, that republic, 
which is soo deply indebted for its independ- 
ence, its existence, and its preservation to 
the United States. 

National anthems are, in spite of popular 
impression to the contrary, a relatively mod- 
ern institution. For until the eighteenth cen- 
tury no country possessed a national anthem 
of any kind. One of the first nations to 
adopt one -was England, and considerable 
pains were taken to emphasize the fact that 
it was George I., and not the Jacobite Pre- 
tender, who was meant. A preposterous at- 
tempt has been made to prove thet the melody 
was a composition of Lord Halifax's ille- 
gitimate son, Henry Carey. But the air isa 
much older one, of a religious origin, and was 
adopted almost immediately afterwards by 
Prussia, by Russia, and by Switzerland, 
America following suit later. That is, to say, 
at the end of the eighteenth century there 
were at least five countries—namely: Eng- 
land, Prussia, the United States, Russia, and 
Switzerland using identically the same mel- 
ody for their national anthem. 

> ; 


It was Emperor Nicholas I., who in the 
middle of the nineteenth century, at the time 
of the Crimean war, decided to cast aside 
the national anthem borrowed and imported 
from the enemy, and to substitute for it a 
genuine Russian anthem of native composi- 
tion. The present national anthem of Russis 
is probably the only one that was ever adopt- 
ed as the result of an open competition, like 
the legendary tournaments of the bards of 
the court of Thuringia, of the master singers 
of Nuremberg, and of the violin makers of 
Cremona, The musical committee appointed 
to do the first rough work of selection re- 
jected all the anthems sent in except two, 
the respective merits of which were left 


for the emperor himself to determine. One 


was by Glinka, the renowned composer of 
“Life for the Car; the other was by 
Lvoff. Glinka's hymn was thoroughly Rus- 
sian in character, and in the form of a march; 
Lvoff’s was more solemn, but much less 
original. He knew, however, too well that 
a highly military style of instrumentation 
would appeal to the imperial‘ ear, and his 
drums and trumpets decided Nicholas against 
all claims to recognition on the part of the 
more artistic Glinka. Nicholas cannot, how- 
ever, be said to have made a bad choice. 
Both works were good, and if he preferred 
the more demonstrative of the two, it was 
probably because he knew so well the tastes 
of his people. . 

Switzerland has also followed the example 
of Russia, and has within the last year 
changed her national anthem, owing to the 
identity of its melody with those of Great 
Britain, Prussia, and the United States.

might have revealed or made known the divine law personally 


“and directly to each individual man in a miraculous and unmistakablo 


manner, if he had wished to do so; but this was not necessary. What 
he actually did was to make it known to certain men through the 
teaching of Jesus Christ; these men were instructed by him during 
three years, and organized into a teaching society called the church, and 
he commanded them to “go and teach all nations,” promising to be 
with them in their teaching “ until the end of the world.” 

This was nearly 2,000 years ago, and the teaching church thus 
founded is yet in existence, and it shows no signs of old age or decrepi- 
tude; of all the institutions of which history gives any account it alone 
possesses the perennial vigor of a divine life and eternal youth. The 
fact of the existence of the church unchanged through the ages—in 
spite of the efforts of so many cruel tyrants to accomplish its destruc- 
tion, of the treachery of so many Judases within its bosom, in spite of 
the inextinguishable hatred of Satan, who never rests or ceases in his 
attempts to overthrow it—is ample and incontestable proof of its divine 
origin. The combined powers of men and demons have made war 
upon the church, and they have not prevailed. Jesus Christ promised 


do not always blame providence for the incidence of disease. Unfor- 
tunately there is a large class of Ohristians imbued with sickly senti- 
mentality, who have no faith jn robust manhood, whose sympathies 
only go out to the lost sheep of Israel, the undesirable alien, or the 
criminal. To my mind the muscular Christian is the man to be ad- 
mired and the type which we should aim at preserving and per- 
petuating. 

It is possible to have some process of artificial selection, and the 
nation which produces the finest race will win in the long run. I often 
have heard miserable little specimens of humanity dilate, perhaps, on 
the value of total abstinence, and the first and last impression I got 
of them was that it was a pity they had not been still born. I should 
like to see every man between 20 and 60 able to handle a rifle and 
bayonet in defense of the country if need be. I would encourage the 
military spirit as a means of developing the physical and moral grit 
of the nation. 0 

I shall, no doubt, be told that this is not the Christian spirit or the 


highest representative of a man made titular dignity. 

But in the money world of the occidental American only money 
may understand money; only money commands money unless out of the 
egotism of money, money stoops—perhaps to art—to patronize art to 
the glory of money. If yon, young man, have not the money to com- 
mand, nor the art to invite its patronage, what are you doing in prepa- 
ration for compensations which shall satisfy yourself with yourself?

The divine revealed law can be known in its plenitude—not from 
the sages, who are dead and who left no divine messages to the world; 
not from the synagogue, which possessed only the primitive and partial 
revelation of the patriarchs and of Moses, and whose authority and 
divine sanction were revoked when it rejected the Messiah, nor can It 
be learned from the Babel of the sects, whose teaching has produced 
a “confusion cf tongues” and the most prodigious crop of infidels and 
practical atheists ever seen since the creation of man. It can be known 
only from the chur h, which God has made its custodian, and which 
he has commissioned to teach it. Men who “run without being sent,” 
and who wish to usurp the royal prerogative of the church, can at best 
only confuse and misguide the people; no one can give what he does 


sentiment of a peace loving profession, but in my opinion some of the 
highest attributes of Christianity are love of country and kindred 
obedience and faithfulness, and these qualities are developed by the 
military spirit. Wars are not started by military men, but by poli- 
ticians, low bred financiers, and some newspaper editors who never do 
any fighting, but who should be placed in the forefront of battle, so 
that the nation could be well rid of them. 

To provide a nation of strong men and women, sanitarians have 
done a little, politicians nothing. Three years ago, in England the 
interdepartmental committee on physical deterioration made certain 
recommendations for improving the race, but they have not received 
the slightest attention from a beneficent government. Instead we are 
favored with the prospect of old age pensions. If there are hundreds 
of millions to spend let us save it for the mothers and children whose 
lives and health are the most valuable assets of the nation.

REFORM JEW MAKES PROTEST. 


Sunday Services Not a Concession to 
Christian Church, but to Eco- 
nomic Conditions, 


Editor of The Tribune: will you kindly 
correct a misetatement made in the article 
Wh Dr, Hirsch Doesn't Approve of Char- 
ty.“ published in T SunDAY TRIBUNE July 
21? In that article the following statement is 


made: 

„His broad toleration led him in 1886 to 
adopt for Sinai temple the observance of the 
Christian Sunday instead of the Saturday 
Sabbath of the orthodox Jewish church. Not 
many of his congregation took kindly to the 
idea in its material substance. Affection for 
the jeader of the congregation, however, led 
his ple to the acceptance of the Idea.“ 

Kindly take notice that Dr. Hirsch did not 
inaugurate Sunday services in Sinai congre- 
gation. Sunday services were held there sev- 
eral years before Dr. Hirsch took charge of 
the pulpit; nor ig it true that many of the 
congregation did not take kindly to the idea. 
It was the congregation who insisted upon 
Sunday Services, and it was with some reluc- 
tance that the rabbi then in charge, Dr. K. 
Kohler, assented to the wishee of the con- 
gregation. 

Dr. Hirech, while fully in accord with the 
Sunday movement, and without doubt at- 
tracted to Sinai’e pulpit because of it, did 
not inaugurate the Sunday services. 

Nor do you state the case correctly when 
you refer to the orthodox Saturday Sabbath 
being transferred to ne “ Christian Sunday.“ 

Our Jewish reform movement has been 
maligned and misundérstood to such an ex- 
vent that I beg of you to print the following 
explanation: 

The vital principles of Judaigm are the op- 
posite of those ot the Christian church (not 
of the teachings of Christ, but of the Chris 
tian church; mark well the distinotion.) The 
iounders of our reform movement in trans- 
ferring the Sabbath day from Saturday to 
Sunday were not actuated by any idea of 
making concessions to the church, as they 
have so often been accused, but by their 
anxiety of giving the modern Jew, who had 
lost his Sabbath on account of the changes in 
economic conditions, a Sabbdth again; and 
as the Jew could only observe the Sabbath 
) spirit on the universal day of reat thie change 


was made. Let it be understood however, 


that in making the change the Jew had no 
intention of making the slightest concession 
to the Christian church. 

Reform Judaism is 4s much of a protest to 
the fundamental spirit of Christianity as is 
ite orthodox wing, though both are heartily 
in accord with the teachings of the mild and 
gentle Jew of Nazareth. 

Our reform movement is not a road toward 
Christianity, as our opponents would have. 
the world believe, but a road deeper into the 
sublime ideals of Judaism, of which Dr. 
Hirech's spirit of philanthropy, which you 80 
well described, is but one of many expres- 
sions.

HERE are thousands of young men 
who, in looking for a position, have not 
made any decision as to what calling 
they are best fitted for. 

The query dy the employer io: What 
kind of position are you seeking?” and the 
answer too often is Anything.” The rea- 
sons for this answer may be many, some- 
times the applicant has been unemployed for 
a considerable period and must work right 
away; then, again, he thinks he offers his 
services in a wide field of labor, but, unfortu- 
nately, has made an unconditional] surrender. 

The employer sees before him a bright fel- 
low, well educated, energetic, and desirous 
to put forth every effort to advance, and con- 
sequently it is the employer to whom oppor- 
tunity has come and not the employé. Ina 
kind way he is offered a minor position, with 
a hopeful promise, 
vance,” 

The worker himeelf is to blame for these 
conditions, because he has neglected a study 
of himself. 

Undoubtedly many young men now earning 
a small salary have ability, if rightly applied, 
to fill far better positions, but foolishly leave 
it to the employer to discover these qualifica- 
tions. 
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Worker Should Take Initiative. 

How often is heard, “I wish I hada drag,” 
or, Win they ever offer me a decent posi- 
tion?” or, It I only had the chance, all of 
which show that the employé is waiting upon 
the will of the employer, instead of making 
his own drag, or making his present position 
one of more value, or even taking a chance.

The writer recently has had occasion to 
instruct a class of young men along certain 
lines to build them up for better service and 
discover, if possible, whether any of them are 
fitted for better positions, and, although the 
results have been gratifying, it is regretable 
that in a few instances, after two or three 
evenings’ work, they have wearied and have 
given up disappointed because the desired ad- 
vancements have not yet been made, and the 
kindness and tolerance of the employer have 
been cast to one side as a child would a broken 
toy. The workers have shown by their ac- 
tlons that they do not desire to make any 
effort for their own welfare,

Individual Work That Counts. 

In seeking a position the worker should 
find out at first what he is best suited for 
and specify this, being careful not to enter 
into a position under a department manager, 
where his salary would be governed by the 
salary of many others, but select a position 
where his labor would be “ individual,” and 
dulld that position up to its highest point. 

In many houses the conditions for the work- 
er are Improved by the establishing of an 
employment bureau, having at its head a 
man of keen perception, kindly feelings, and 
firm manner, who is able at a glance to read 
each applicant, and assign him to a position 
where he is likely to advance as oppor- 
tunities present themselves. It also has this 
preponderating advantage—it brings together 
help whose personalities do not conflict, for

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Hardest Task of the chief 
Keeping Peace in the Ranks

Keeping down the friction which arises 
in a great business having its scores of assist- 
ant chiefs and department heads and fore- 
men and on down to the thousands of the 
rank and file of emmployés! There's a chance 
for all that is politic, philosophic, and judg- 
matic in man.“ 

This answer came to me with a shock, 
especially in view of the fact that I had asked 
the question of one of the accredited greatest 
organizers in the country. 

In the organization of a great business 
which must take into itself individual men of 
individual likes, dislikes, prejudices, ideals, 
or lack of ideals, the organizer of such a 
working force has a complicated mechanism 
under his hand. In the structure of a great 
inanimate engine, the engineer in its con- 
struction knows at once the points of possible 
friction. "He knows where oll inevitably 
and without fail always will be needed. He 
knows, too, that as long as he maintains a 
careful acrutiny of the engine, keeping its 
parts in order, that no portion of the engine 
anywhere possibly can clash with another 
part of he same machine, 
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Human Machine Becomes Blocked. 


But in the machine of human structure 
that shall have driving force no organizer 
knows at what point and when and how the 
working of the whole machinery may be 
blocked by the most unexpected clashing 
among its parts. That one part of the ma- 
chine must be higher than all others in au- 
thority and that other parts must be higher 
than most of its parts, with the stimulus 
of individual preference and promotion held 
out virtually to all employés, this necessity 
for preventing disorganizing frictions must 
be appreciated to the fullest. 

It borders upon the impossible that any 
great departmental business should be or- 
ganized so accurately that one department’s 
work does not infringe upon the work of an- 
other department. With two department 
heads feeling called upon to decide the same 
question whith may have been brought to 
both of them by the machinery of their 
several departments, the position of these 
men at once calls for an arbiter who, tn the 
judgment rendered, shall not needlessly pro- 
voke protest in the decision. ; 

For in this intricate machine of individual 
human parts it is not enough—as in the case 
of the engine drivef—that friction shall be 
stopped summarily by the most available 
immediate means. The head of a great or- 
ganization of men must have an eye to the 
condition In which he leaves those frictional 
parts when he hag ggg e ee : 


* Smoothing 3508 the Difficulties: 
“Go downstairs!” to one man and a smil- 
ing All right, Smith to the other will not 
do in the organization of business. Jones and 
Smith are equally valuable to the institu- 
tion if friction can be avoided. They are the 
best choice of the organizer for their several 
duties, He doesn’t know where to go for 
better prospects in his service. At the same 
time Smith and Jones are equally valueless 
to him unless this friction can be avoided 
The position of the organizer with regard to 
smoothing the friction and at the same time 
leaving the two conflicting parts lese likely 
to frictiom thereafter, is a work worthy of the 
high salaried place of the president of a great 


organization, 


Old Folks Fail in Business; 
Modern Rivalry Too Keen.

The element of friction in a great business 
always must remain at least a dormant pos- 
sibility. Men in an inéerior position always 
are likely’ to be found with ideas and execu- 
tive capacities that are in advance of a su. 
perior officer. This always is inevitable, un- 
less the organizer shall have superhuman 
faculties in organization. The inferior man 
must have time in which to show his inferior- 
ity over the man in the inferior position, as 
the man in the inferior place must havetime 
in which to prove his capacity for the place 
higher up. Especially in the ways and means 
to this end the man underclassed is likely ta 
cause friction with the incompetent higher 
up. Yet the organizer im the end may dis- 
cover that if only he can effect this simple. 
change of place for these two men, leaving 
the deposed man in good temper and loyal to 


him, he has worked to the best results for his

Feel Bitter Against Meddlers. 

In that individual of most democratic ten@- 
encies in all his individual relations you may 
discover a martinet when he is placed in 6 
position of authority in a prescribed territory 
where a fellow employé would meddle,” 
His democracy itself makes him intolerant, 
„Who is running this department? Whois’ 
he to butt in?“ 

Frequently the organizer of a business is 
responsible for many of the frictions which 
arise for his adjudication. No one cause for 
such frictions is more prolific of trouble than 
is the clear mapping out of the privilegeaand 
also the restrictions of departments. Al- 
ways there will be a type of man who ts in- 
clined to assume an authority which he does 
not have, and accordingly as he succeeds at it 
the gteater will be his assumptions and the 
less inclined many heads of other depast- 

„ments will be to attempt to combat them 


through the head of the organization. In 


thie manner a hidden friction arises as the 
most menacing of all forms of friction, Be- 


fore it is discovered a whole section of a great 


business may be involved and stirred to a 
point of hidden hatreds and disloyalty which 
may threaten ruin to the establishment. _, 

Perhaps no one employé in any organiza- 
tion can make himself more generally objec- 
tionable and more thoroughly an plement of 
disloyalty and hidden discord than can the 
private secretary to the head of an estab- 
lishment. Most frequently this private se- 
retary represents the personal shield wich 
his employer needs against his privacy in his | 
office. Through the secretary the official — 
does or does not see the publica.

I have had cases where pails 
were set out with beer froth on the sides and three 
or four roaches in them ready and waiting for 
the milkman to pour his milk in. In some houses 
I had to walk up the center of the stairway, tak- 
ing care not to get in contact with the sticky walls. 

Do not always blame the milkman for his milk 
being low in solids or butter fat, for ae long as 
there is no stite inspection of milk holding the 
farmer liable there always will be poor milk. 
The farmer knows the condition of milk just as 
well as the dairyman, and ships to net more profit. 
You may go around Chicago within forty to fifty 
miles and look at the herds, and you will find they 
nearly all are big Holsteins, noted for great quan- 
tity and not for quality of their product. 

There is a firm in Chicago offering farmers car- 
loads of malt, wet and sour and half rotten when 
it gets to its destination, for $3 or $4 & ton, which 
is from $12 to $17 cheaper than good food can be. 
bought. This is fed to the stock, the milk then 
is shipped to Chicago ready for young and old to 
choke and croak on as long as it brings its price. 


The milkman—the man who actually only delivers 


it—is held for criminal offense, 

Let the state inspect every farm that ships 
milk, and we will have good,» pure, and whole- 
some milk. And let the people of Chicago pay the 
price of milk, for they do not know the labor it 
costs. To feed the cattle, to milk them, to ship and 
cool and deliver makes good, pure, wholesome milk 
worth 8 cents a quart.

In ho sense is the man having this certffi- 
cate a state official. It is merely that among 
the expert accountants in the work the man 
with the approval of the university examin- 
ing committee, qualifying according to a 
state law, naturally finds preference if he can 
attach C. P. A.“ to his card. 

The business of the public accountant 
everywhere has grown to great proportions 
in recent years. In the sale of industries 
and businesses of all kinds it is doubly neces- 
gary that the pufchager shall be familiar with 
the business of the concern into which he is 
buying. Not the least item in such a gale 
may be the intangible “ good will ” of a busi- 
ness. This is something to be reduced some- 
how to dollars and cents, and it is the public 
accountant who is looked to as an impartial 
authority between the buyer and seller.

Degree Adds Value to Work. 

The man who passes the state examination 
for the privilege of imprinting C. P. A.“ 
upon his card can command business which: 
he could pot get without it. And if he shall 
choose to enter a firm of accountants as an 
employ6é, he may expect §20 to 628 a month 
more because of the title. 

Thie next examination by the university 
commnittee ie fixed for May, 1908. All in- 
tending applicants must file with the com- 
mittee at Urbana, III., a notice of their in- 
tention to compete at least twenty dam be- 
fore the date of the examination. At the 
time of the application each applicant must 
make a tender of §25 as the fee for the ex- 
amination. 

The examination covers the theory of ac- 
counting, the practice of accounting, audit- 
ing methods, and the commercial! law as ap- 
plying to the work of the accountant. The 
questions are such as to cover no more than 
those practical things which a competent ac- 
countant needs to know and an average of 
7 per cent on all subjects will pass tHe can- 
didate. 

Since the passage of this certified account- 
ant law in Illinois a number of schools have 
arranged for instruction in the work of pub- 
lic accounting, and the opportunity for spe- 
clalizing in this work is better than ever be- 
ad for the young man desiring to enter that

Labor in Town and Country. 

Editor of the Worker's Magazine: I can see why it 
is that the average laborer does not like to go to the 
country from the city. I saw it the other day in the 
actions of a track gang, working on the right of 
way of a little electric road in Wisconsin. 4 

There was no particular foreman of the gang. No 
official of the road was within miles of the scene. 
But the way the gravel flew, the way spike bam- 
mers clicked, the way rails were swung into place, 
it would give the Chicago laborer palpitation of the 
heart to have seen it. 

In contrast to this I witnessed a little track re- 
pairing some time ago at the Prairie avenue sta- 
tion of the Oak Park elevated road. The track 
descends there to the surface and a foreman there 
was superintending the work ol four other men. 
The work ot three of these men especially ap- 
pealed to me as they were working seriatim, 
so to speak. 

The first man had a spike hammer, the second 
man had a crowbar, and the third an adze for 
chipping the tie. The man with the hammer ap- 
proached a spike with deliberation. Slowly he 
Gwung his hammer to the left and clanked it 
against the spike on that side—a blew sufficient 
to have cracked a black walnut—perhaps.

Profit for Cemetery Owners: 


Single Lot Brings 


35,000.

EMETERY building as a business is 
one of the most profitable of all real 
estate ventures The owner or owfers 
of such à platted space have virtually 


a monopoly of the business, either for 


the whole of the small town and city or for 
a particular section of the largest city. 
Prices are more or less arbitrary and a con- 
etituency is a certainty. 

Yet among the opportunities advertised so 
widely for the average boom town anywhere, 
this inviting field of cemetery building is 
overlocked, perhaps for the reason that the 
Gemetery plat is one of the first real estate 

"* grafts to be pulled off. 

There is some risk in @ cemetery invest 
ment, however. Scores of Kansas boom 
towns ofa generation ago might have passed 
out of existence, leaving the cemetery com- 
penies bankrupt if it hadn’t deen for the 
handiness of the six shooter In those early 
dare. Thousands of .peeple who bought 
corner lots now devoted to corn and wheat 
moved away before a natura) death had half 
a chance inside the corporate limits of these 
towns. If a town is going to progress to the 
extent of a First and Second National bank, 
to waterworks, and sewerage and a local 
beageball nine, however, the cemetery invest- 
mem is a certainty and without risk.

Graceland Is Worth $6,600,000. 

Graceland cemetery in Chicago stands as 
one of the striking examples of cemetery 
building ag an investment. It is one of the 
oldest as well as one of the most expensive 
of burial places in Chicago. Soores of the 
wealthiest of Chicago estates are represented 
in holdings there, and while from the real 
estate point of view the 125 acres on the north 
side for residence purposes is worth in rawest 
state $2,000,000, the cemetery association will 
have made it worth at least $16,000,000, gross, 
to that corporation by the time it has its 
limit of 160,000 bedies. 

Were Graceland cemetery’s acres stripped 
of the sacredness of the cemetery and thrown 
open In the rough plat by a real estate invest- 
ment company as a residence district, four 
lots, 25x125 feet, would bring for building 
purpeses $4,500. 

As against these figures, however, the 
cemetery association sold its highest priced 
lot, approximately 100x125 feet, for $35,000, as 
the resting place for wealthy dead. 

The same cemetery plat of 100%125 feet 
sold for indfvidual graves at §25 each prob- 
ably would bring $40,000 gross to the corpora- 
tion, And in every case of rich or poor the 
cost of maintenance ot these burial spets falls 
upon the estates which hold title to the 
property.

Cheapest Let Sells for $1507 

The chéapest family lot in Graceland will 
cost $150, exclusive of the charges for main- 
tenance. It will measure 15x25 feet and will 
allow of the burial of fifteen bodies, the cost 
of interment also to be borne by the next of 
kin. Thug a city lot 26x125 and worth $1,126, 
if frenting en the street, at the cheapest nets 
the cemetery company 81.200 without city 
improvements of any kind. For mainte- 
nance of these 125 graves the trustees of the 
Graceland cemetery imprevement fund 
charge $1.50 a year for mowing the grass 
and $2.25 a year for watering the sod. If 
flowers are to be cultivated the additional 
charge is made commensurate with the 
specifications. 

With an average of 680 gross for each 
grave in Graceland, the cemetery aszocia- 
tion will have made this land, now worth 
$16,000 an acre, bring in the burial market 
$128,000 an acre by the time its quote of 160,- 
000 dead are buried there. At the present 
time 78,800 bodies lie there awaiting the 
sound of the last trump. 

4 an investment, however, Graceland’s 
corporation has had the benefits that come 
of. the early investment in this property. 
Most of this tract was acquired more tian 
forty years ago when north ide real vel- 
ues were fractional as compared to present 
realty prices. All this increased valuation 
hag been saved the corporation, As land 
values have grown and as interments have 
demanded landecape gardening and beauti- 
fying, Graceland plats have increased in 
price to present figures. Five miles of drives 
have been built; h its shaded vistas, 


and water pipes have laid. Perhaps 100

Gold Mine to the Investers. 

Yet Graceland has been a figurative gold 
mine to its investors, especially because of 
the early purchase of the lands. On the 
‘game lines there is hardly a residence section 
in Chicago where that corporation today 
could not buy a cemetery site and, by the 
same ener pay dividends on its in- 
vestment. 

One of the newest of the Chicago. ventures 
in the cemetery line is Mount Carmel ceme- 
tery, whose title is vested in the Roman 
Catholic bishop of Ghicago, and whose reve- 
nues go to the support of Roman Catholio 
orphanages. Mount Carmel 1 the succes- 
sor to Calvary cemetery, which virtually 
was filled in 1900. Calvary, with its ninety 
acres, contains 175,000 dead. 

In 1900, when the Roman church had to eeek 


‘a new burial ground, it fixed upon 880 acres 


of rolling farm lands on a line west from 
Harrison street and abeut three miles west 
of the Desplaines river, at Hillside. The 
Aurera and Elgin electric road touches the 
tract. Thirteen thousand dead have been 
buried there since the opening of the ceme- 
tery, in spite of the fact that reservations 
net filled at. Calvary have received other 
thousands in that time.

New Roman Catholic Cemetery. 


Mount Carmel's 880 acres cost the church 
$183,000. The cost of graves in this burial 


tract averages $8 each fora space averaging ° 
‘managers and heads of three firms realized 


8x feet, with the family of the dead paying 
$2 for digging the grave of an adult and $1 
for the grave of a child: In this 380 acres, 
which cost $188,000, it is expected that 500,000 
people will be buried. Thus at an average of 
$8 for each grave this land bought for $133,- 
000 will have been sold fer 84000, 000 when 
the cemetery gates at last are sealed. 

Yet Mount Carmel is acemetery of the poor 
in large measure. It buries 1,000 bodies an- 
nually without charge and a grave which 
costs $25 at Graceland is sold at Mount Cam 
mel for $5. Its average family lot is sold 
for 840 and measures 10x16 feet, with room 
for eight adult bodies. The same lot in a 
fashionable corporation cemetery might 
bring five times as much. 

Te the prospective investor in cemetery 
property there is a figurative saying of which 
He should divest his mind. It is that old ref- 
erence toa man's “ six feet ot clay.“ The fig- 
ures are not of practical application in any 
way. Twenty-seven square feet as surface 
measure and an average depth of five feet Is 
the grave apportionment. In those sections 
set apart for single graves a. little leas than 
two and a half feet width is necessary and the 
three feet allowed gives margin for the body 
that meg" lie next to a new made grave.

There never was a time in the history 
of the city when a diploma from a hib school 
meant so much as it does now.

It is dificult to find a pupil with a high 
school sheepskin who does not write a good 
hand, spell well, and use good English The 
requirements for graduation are rigid, and 
in moet cases are rigidly held to. Teachers 
and principals have coiperated to produce 
better results than in past years.

It u essential that the employé should in- 
spire confidence in the minds of her superiors. 
It is believed that there is comparatively 
little prejudice existing against individual 
employés on the part of superiors. Bxecutive 
heads are broad and liberal minded and are 


not given to prejudice. What the employé | 
might call prejudice doubtless is a lack of con- 


fidence, and the whole fabric of business re- 
lations really is based on confidence. It 
therefore is essential that the daily acts of 
the employé hoping for advancement should 
be so clear cut and understandable that they 
may not lead to the slightest suspicion which 
will endanger the perfect confidence the supe- 
rior must have in her. 

Hence when any employé says that her 
department manager is prejudicial against 
her, instead of railing at her superior for 
what she calls injustice it is her business to 
go about removing that lack of confidence, 
and, by so adjusting her own personality 
create confidence. In other words, introspec-

Accaracy First, thén Speed. 

I have a few words of advice that I hope 
may be helpful to beginners at stenography. 
Condensed it simply is this: “ Attain accu- 
racy first, then speed.“ Many a young girl 
who has just completed her business course 
and has secured her first position seems to 
imagine that speed is of paramount impor- 
tance and in grasping for this qualification 
often neglects to be exact in her work. Let 
me say that this is an entirely mistaken 
idea, for whet does an employer care how 
swift the work is done if it be uneatisfactory? 
Do not hesitate to ask your dictator about 
anything you do not understand, as he would 
far rather explain at the time than to have 
mistakes to correct afterward.’ 

Let me give you the case of a young girl 
who started in the office where I was em- 
ployed. She wes swift—oO, yes! She was 
that, all right. But Ol her work when fin- 
ished! In the letters she had left out all that 
was not clear to her, which happened to be 
the most important parts, rendering her work 
useless. @Bhe had been kindly told to ask 
about anything she did not understand, but 
hed failed to do so, and the result was that 
two-thirds of her work had to be done over 
after her and, of course, she lost the position. 
Now we all felt sorry for her, knowing that 
she was smart, and instead of making such 
a failure of her first situation easily could 
have succeeded had she only asked a ques- 
tion or two about her work and then followed 
her instructions. 

I aay again strive to attain accuracy in your 
work from the first, even though the speed is 
not all you desire. The speed can be acquired 
later on.

Ask three times for a raise and 
if not forthcoming in a reasonable length 
of time, go to the other fellow at the same 
money if necessary. He may appreciate your 
efforts. , 

E. M. T. believes “ you should learn to 
know your business and attend to it faith- 
fully with painstaking and cheerfulness. 
If you also are reliable, on time in the 
mornings, and late going off if business calls 
for it; if you are neat, and have cultivated 
a pleasing manner, eschewing the booze and 
tobacco; and if then you do not get à raise 
without asking for it, yoy are working in the 
wrong shop. You are wanted elsewhere. 
Your ‘price is far above rubies,’ and you 
ean get it. Advertise in THE TRIBUNE.”

Boss Not Mere TasKmaster. 

“Kentucky,” from much experience, has 
learned to take the boss as an individual 
and not as a mere taskmaster, and as he 
claims to be successful his methods may bo 
worth investigatlon at least. He writes as 
follows: 

„ have worked in divers places and for 
equally as many different kinds of bosses, 
and I have learned from years of toil and 
observation that it all depends on the kind 
of a boss you are working for. I have asked a 
number of my bosses for a raise and I never 
failed to get what I asked for. But I never 
popped the question to any two of them in the 
same way. I used different words in cach 
case, for they all were different. If your 
boss happens to be one of those happy-go- 
lucky or 
lows, you can touch him up on most any 
corner you come to and consider yourself 
safe—provided you are right. But, on the 
other hand, if he happens to be a strict, plain 
business man, it then will be necessary to 
approach him in a strictly businesslike way. 
Or, if he happeys to be one of those big 
headed, self-important, supercilious, prag- 
matical potentates, it then will be necessary 
to use a little soft soap.”

From $1.50 to $100 a Month. 


E. M. T. la a lucky worker, having ad- 
vanced from $1.50 to $100 a month without 
ever having asked for a raise. His case 
is so unusual that we quote his letter ix 
full: 

„1 never asked for a raise in my life, but 
have advanced from a dollar and a halt per 
month with board and all found, to $100 per 
month with board and living rooms for self 
and wife, which is equal to $1,500 a year or 
more, and am now practically a boss myself,

Max S. was a persistent asker. He needed 
the money badly, and after his department 
manager had refused his raise three times, he 
finally gave Max a letter to the superintend- 
ent. Max took the letter in and pleaded his 
own case with such fervor that the super in- 
tendent gave him what he wanted.

Raise Every Six Months. 


Mamie M. won her raise regularly evéry six 
months without asking for it. Her only plan 
was to do always the best work she could 
“ without keeping one eye on the boss to see 
if he was looking.” 

R. A. B. having succeeded in getting nine 
raises in six years, amounting altogether toa 
total increase of $55 a month, may be ac- 
cepted as an authority worthy of careful 
study. He tells how it happened as follows: 

„ never hit the boss until a week after 
I have decided I want an increase. During 
that week I think of all the points in my 
favor and wait for a good chance to speak 
to the boss—generally after he has had a 
good dinner or the first thing in the morning, 
when he ts feeling refreshed. Then Fwalk in 
and say, ‘Mr. ——, I would like to know what 
the chances are for securing an increase in 
salary next month. I have been here a num- 
ber of years now,’ and then I describe my 
work. ‘I think if you refer to the head of the 
department in which I work he will tell you 
that my work is satisfactory.’ 

„ The boss generally winds up the conver- 
sation with the remark, ‘ I will look into your 
case and let you know later.’ 

„I always got the raise and the informa- 
tion that my work was O K.“ I never ask 
during offre hours and never go tn with a 
fixed story. I let things take there course. 

“One time I was thinking of quitting and 
told the boss I wanted to know how I stood 
go that D could act accordingly. I did not 
threaten to quit, if I had he would have cut 
me short and told me to get.’

ACATION time, which gives the work- 
ers their well earned rest in the coun- 
try, affords a great army of the W 
ployed their semi-yearly opportuni 
to und work. There is in every great 
city a class of-ne’er-do-wells not quite good 
‘enough, to succeed at their chosen profes- 
sions or handicapped by drink or other. mis- 
‘fortunes that make them worthléss as steady 
workers, but who, nevertheless, are magnifi- 
cent men for a short time. There are men in 
every line who if employed for a month 
almost invaluable, but who after that time 
yield to their own weaknesses and become 
worthless. 

It is this class of workers that finds in vace- 
tion time and at holiday time a strong de- 
mand for their services. At holiday time 
they earn fair wages as “extras” in the 
stores, and in vacation time they fil! in the 
places of those who have departed for sea- 
shore, mountain, or lake for a rest. * 

Besides this permanent class there is a 
emaller clase of first jobbers, young men just 
out of school or strangers who have come 
into the city, who find in the vacation 
period their opportunity to break in. 
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Choose Wrong Time for Campaign. 

Hundreds of men and boys who come into 
@ great city and return home beaten and 
‘baffied, declaring the city cold and cruel 
to strangers, fail merely because they choose 
the wrong time of the year to make their 
entrée. The great rush of new men into 
a city comes early in June, after the close of 
the schools which furnish so many recruits 
to the working army of the cities. 

The first of June is just the beginning of 
the dull season "—which laete until Sep- 
tember. Thousands of people go out of town 
in summer, especially from big cities. The 
early vacation vacancies are filled quickly by 
the ne’er-do-wells, who have spotted the jobs

After Wheat Harvest Try the City. 

The time to break into a city is directly 
after wheat and hay ‘harvest is over and 
the thrashing finished. That ts really the 
only time, except the holiday time, for a 
young country boy to make the attempt to 
get a start in a city. 

When school closes the boy is needed on 
the farm. He isn’t needed in the city. The 
city’s dull season is the busy time in the 
country. The wise boy will, when he grad- 
uates, go to the farm, work during the har- 
vest season, or at least until wheat ‘s 
thrashed, save his money, and come into tha 
city about the second week in August. That 
is the height of the belated vacation season. 

The young man coming into a big city should 
come prepared for at least a month's cam- 
paign and start it right at the shifting sea- 
son, There are thousands of workers who 
hang onto their jobs until they get their 
vacations and never return to their old 
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houses, or if they do return they merely 
come to make @ front and then go else- 
where to work. It is safe to say that fully 
one-fifth of all the employés who get vaca- 
tions make changes within a short time after 
returning, either because they have only been 
hanging on until they received the reward of 
a year’s toll in the shape of a vacation, or 
because during that vacation they have found 
more promising openings. 

Business in à big city begins to pidk up to- 
ward the end of August and continues to grow 
in volume with the return of the summer 
emigrahts and the marketing of the crops. 
The farm boy ought to know that the moment 
his father begins to sell oats or wheat or 
ship his cattie to market in the fall, preparing 
for the winter feeding, or to buy cattle to 
fatten, that the money is going to increase 
the business in the city and create a ae at 
for workers.

About the only possible haven in a town 
like that for a stranded man Is the restaurant 
kitchen, where, after the end of the week if 
he doesn’t get a skillet or a billet of wood 
over the head, he will get his $3. That is his 
pay, and the week is the average duration of 
the job. 

The stranger is simply tabooed in the small 
town. The exception, what little there be, 
must be looked for in the line of professional! 
men, such as pharmacists and physicians, 
or special lines of industry that would draw 
their revenues from elsewhere and leave 
money with the community, but take none 
away. Indomitable perseverance coupled 
with a strong winning personality will some- 
times outstrip the native prejudice. 


City Opens Opportunity to All. 

In the city it is different. And while true, 
of course, that here, too, the applicant for a 
position runs counter to a völley of interrog- 
atories, there ia little of prejudice in evidence 
with them, and certainly none as to the mat- 
ter of prior residence. To the city employer 
it matters not whether you lived in Halifax 
or New Orleans or in Petersburg or Neenah, 
just so you fill the bill. The fact that our city 
stores fairly teem with strangers proves the 
truth of the contention. You will find them 
there from everywhere, near and far, the 
east, west, north, and south, some fresh trom 
the farm, some from the village or the little 
town, and some from other cities. 

As to the stranger casting his lot with the 
city in a business sense, he finds quite a dif- 
ference. He can drop gently into the sea of 
the city’s commerce without causing any- 
thing more than a ripple. The great bulk of 
the city folks, far from entertaining bias, 
court the advent of new businesses, and they 


are liberal in conferring at least a share of 


their patronage on such from the start. Then 
add to this his share of the floating or tran- 
sient trade—both from those who know and 
those who do not know that he is a new man 
in the business—and he has a beginning he 
certainly could not complain of, and advan- 
tages he couldn't possibly hope to have had 
he cast his lot with the small town.

Corpus Christi Fete Great Event. 

Corpus Christi day—May zo—b a great day in 
Ramirez. Possibly few persons ver have heard of 
Ramirez. It is 4 sleepy New Mexican town, eighteen 
miles from the railroad. José Romero keeps a small 
hotel patronized occasionally by ranchmen and the tour- 
ists, who sometimes drive over to see the fine stone 
church, the only modern building in the town. It con- 
tains a handsome altar and hand carved ceiling brought 
from Spain in the days when Spain still ruled all of 
Mexico and California by Don Celse Morales y Romero. 

Why this Spanish grandee left Spain to settle in the 
wilderness of New Mexico is a Mystery today. He 
brought many servants, cattle, and much money, making 
the journey overland from the coast of Texas. 

The ruins of his casa are stil] standing near Ramires. 
When he died he left half of-his property for the -erec- 
tion and maintenance of the stone church, all of the stone 
of which is hand quarried. It was not completed until 
1874. The remainder of his property he willed to his old 
servants and their descendants, and the latter comprise 
the population of Ramirez today. The old adobe church 
where Don Celso worshiped still stands.

Not that she cared what politica) 
party he belonged to. It would have been 
the same to her had Big Tom joined the 
Dowieites or the apirit fruitists or the anarchists. It 
was not. 80 much the socialism as the firmness with 
which he was gripped by the belief in its propaganda 
that bothered her and made her life miserable for three 
years. There are socialists and socialists, but none of 
them ever did or will compare with Big Tom. He was 
going to lift the working classes, with one lift, into a 
newer and bri world than they ever had dreamed 
of. His one - gomtrary to his ea ly expectations, 
extended over a period of three years, and during that 
time his wife, Annie, was compelled to support herself 
and her young sen, Patsy, by hard labor in the packing 
houses.

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IDLOTHIAN, the largest country club in 
America and Chicago’s greatest country 
home, covers a magnificent sweep of roll- 
ing, wooded prairie eighteen miles to the 

southwest of the city. 
Rolling moor, grand expanses of flower 
sprinkled lowland, a beautiful grove of 
— virgin oaks, and 208 acres of lawn, orna- 
mented With rows of willows and groves of oak, be- 
tWeen Which run the lanes of the fair greens—that is 
At the crest of the hill to the east stretches the red 
and white clubhouse, awning covered and surrounded 
by “porches, “flowers, and shrubs. The 208 acres lies 
Saucer shaped, with a beautiful brook flowing through 
the center, so that from the eminence on which the 
clubhouse stands every tee and hole is visible. Along 
the crest of clubhouse hill is a row of beautiful cot- 
tages, the property of the club or club members, while 
across the grove and half hidden within its leafy shel- 

ter are other cottages. 

That is Midlothian today. The Midlothian that was 
discovered by the founders of the club was different 
Grand stretches vf prairie, uncouth, wild, and rough, 
SWamps,. groves, plowed land, and *“arrens was what 
they found when in 1898 the discoverers went forth 


from Chicago to locate a site for a country club. 


* * 
Ideal Playground for Millionaires. 


On the rolling prairie, three miles from Blue Island 
and over two miles from the Rock Island railway, the 
explorers discovered the ideal site for a country club. 
Just who named the club no one remembers. It is a 
tradition that, as the party which had journeyed out 
from Blue Island, across wate, covered fields and muddy 
roads, drove to the top of the eminence on which the 
clubhouse now stands, one of them, gazing for miles 
across the moor, recalled his idea of Midlothian, as con- 
ceived in reading Scott, and he said: “The heart of 
Midlothian.” 

The name stuck. It fitted so admirably, not only as 
a description of the ground itself but the purpose of 
the club, which chiefly was golf, that “ Midlothian” 
was adopted unanimously. 

So the half tilled farm was purchased, the club was 
incorporated, and the foundations of the greatest coun- 
try club in America were laid: Seven years of work 
and many times that many thousands of dollars were 
expended in beautifying Midlothian, until now it is a 
gem of green, smoothed and polished into a great park. 

Although nearly 400 members, among them some of 
the wealthiest men and women in Chicago, are active 
in the work; although perhaps twenty-five, possibly 
more, millionaires, are among the members—Midlothian 
until recently seldom was heard of outside of its own 
lub circles. They had gone forth into the country to 
establish a summer colony for themselves, and they 
Wanted to be alone. They were willing to pay for 


their fun. 


Isolated, almost, from Chicago, the club flourished. 


It was an ideal summer retreat, and the members es- 


tablished their families there for the summer. Chi- 
cagoans noticed periodical disappearances of million- 
aires, society people, and others—and could not under- 
stand. They neither were at Lake Forest nor Lake 
Geneva. Sometimes it was reported that three or four 
millionaires had been seen to board Rock Island trains 
after business hours and disappear into the wilderness 
beyond Englewood. No one ever expected that any one 
would go out into the moors for pleasure, so they 
guessed that some big railway or manufacturing deal 
Was on. Then, almost by accident, some one discovered 
the great country club—and the secret was out. 


*x 
Becomes Prominent Through Golf. 


Midlothian never has courted publicity. It had 
achieved its object in furnishing its members a country 
retreat, but golf forced them to come forward. No 
golfer who has tied bogey once will submit to have his 
light hid under a bushel—and, although some of the 
nongolfers protested violently, Midlothian degan ar- 
ranging tournaments and playing outsiders. 

That brought up the problem of transportation. Mid- 
lothian’s first tee is two miles, one drive, and one ap- 
Proach from the main line of the Rock Island, and 
transportation by carriage and bus proved unsatisfac- 
tory. In the club are several active railway officials, 
and the project of building a railway to connect the 
clubhouse with the railroad was broached, voted upon, 
and adopted. 

The Midlothian and Blue Island railway was incor- 
porated, built, and rolling stock installed, and Mid- 


lothian became the only country club in the world to 


Own its own railway line. ; | 
Two passenger coaches and one engine comprise the 
rolling stock, and the line winds through prairies decked 
with wild flowers to the foot of clubhouse hill, where 
there is a station set at the foot of a green, flower 
covered slope, from which leads a wide flight of stairs. 
It is the boast of Midlothian that the members can 
go from the clubhouse to any part of Chicago without 
raising an umbrella, even in the worst weather, A long 
covered walk leads from the clubhouse down tv thie 
Midlothian and Blue Island station. The transfer at

the other end of the line is made under shelter, and 
from there to any point on the elevated railways the 
members are under roof. 

That is Midlothian’s way of doing things. 
want anything they buy it and enjoy it. 

So, almost unknown to the mass of Chicagoans, the 
Midlothian club became famous elsewhere as a model 
of its kind.. Then golf brought it into prominence, and 
its players filled the trophy room with cups and medals 
won in play.

This season is Midlothian's greatest. Departing from 
its custom of avoiding rather than inviting tourna- 
ments, the club has secured two great events for the 
year. It is woman’s year in the club. The western 
woman's golf championship and the American wom- 
an’s championships are to be played over Midlothian 
links and preparations are being made to entertain 
the visitors on a royal scale. 

The windswept hilltops of Midlothian are among 
the highest points in Cook county—and the great 
clubhouse and the group of cottages around it con- 
tain a summer colony of over 100 persons. In the 
clubhouse alone about forty men, women, and chil- 
dren have quarters for the summer, the annex is 
filled, and families occupy every cottage. The men 
whose families spgnd the summer there run out every 
evening— the others come to play golf, to join the 
dancing parties and dinners of the week ends, or 
participate in the Tuesday or Saturday evening 
bridge parties.

Children share with the women the joys of Mul- 
lothian, and the place seems alive with them. It 
seems as if no one could tee off without hitting one 
of the small Alexanders or one of their small friends. 
They say out at Midlothian, however, that the first 
thing a baby learns is to dodge when any one says 
“fore,” so they are safe. 

To watch golf at Midlothian on any busy after- 
noon is to see a parade of millionaires swing past. 


* * 
Bridge Runs Close Second to Golf. 


Imagine seeing R. M. Fair, John G. Shedd, H N. 
Higinbotham, Edward G. F. Swift, and Hontgomery 
Ward driving in succession from the first tee and 
swearing gently at the water jump. Or think of 
stopping A. C. Buttolph, Mr. Fair, and John G. Shedd, 
for instance, right in the act of crossing the water haz- 
ard and making them pose for a photograph. . 

A photographer, however, would have a hard time 
shooting in any direction any afternoon at Midlothian 
without catching a few millionaires. Midlothian isn't 
purely a golf club even though golf is the great 
sport. This season bridge is running it a close sec- 
ond, but then bridge and golf do not conflict. One 
can play golf all day and bridge all night if necessary. 

But golf is the game. Practically every member 
is an active golfer, and the course is one of the grand- 
est in America. The route over which so many have 
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gone was laid out by Herbert Tweedie in 1898 and, 
with a few minor changes, remains the same. The 
beauty of Midlothian is that lazy lovers of the gamé 
need not follow the players, but they can sit on the 
wide verandas and with glasses watch the entire play 
over the eighteen holes. The saucer shaped grounds 
stretching away grandly before them, with the beau- 
tiful brook flowing through the center, forming a 
perfect drain, afford a complete panorama. With the 
exception of two holes, one hidden in a hollow, the 
other in the grove, spectators at the clubhouse can 
keep complete scores without moving. 

Bon Voyage is first, a 340 yard straightaway down 
the hills, across thé brook, and up the bill. The Dell 
is next, 190 yards into the grove. The Summit is a 
tough 350 yard one. After that come Heart of Mid- 
lothian, The Gate, Highball, Long Game, Brookside, 
The Growler, The Midway, Ben Nevis, Ben Lomond, 
The Alps, Easy Street, Paresis, The Moat, The Teaser, 
and home.

Wonderful Scene in Summer. 


The scene on Midlothian links on a fair afternoon 
is beautiful. The green of the course and the grooves 
and clumps of willows, the flashing waters of the 
brook, and the scarlet coats, with collars and cuffs 
‘of Midlothian plaid and pipings of hunter's green 
standing out in strong contrast, and the white of the 
women’s gowns, with the long lines of the colonial club- 
house crowning the hill, make a wonderful picture. : 

The hazards, the bunkers, the clumps of orna- 
mental shrubbery add to the sightliness of the pic- 
ture and make this playground of millionaires one of 
the most beautiful pieces of landscape in the world, 

The clubhouse itself, the scene of much gayety, 
is a long rambling structure of colonial style. Offices, 
the great glass dining room, the reception parlors and 
dancing floor occupy the ground floor. There are 
about forty living rooms, single and en suite, in which 
club members and there families may live during 
the season and always are filled. 

But golf is not the only sport. Midlothian Hunt 
is comparatively a new institution, but to it the 
members turn when the weather is against golf. 
Hidden away in the grove at the foot of the hill are 
the stables and kennels of the hunt club, with the 
Midlothian pack and stalls for twenty-four horses. 

At the foot of the hill are tennis courts.

Manager Pulver Has Many Titles. 

A. G. Pulver is manager and has had charge of 
the club since it was organized.. Mr. Bulver is young. 
Indeed, he is extremely young to bear his heavy hon- 
ors, for not only is he manager of the greatest coun- 
try club in America but he has onerous duties in con- 
nection with the Midlothian and Blue Island railway, 
of which he is general manager, passenger and freight 
traffic manager, general superintendent, superintend- 
ent of motive power, purchasing agent, auditor, and 
assistant treasurer. He is said to have no fear of the 
interstate commerce commission. However, in obedi- 
ence of the spirit of the Hepburn law, he has ceased 
giving out annuals on the road, although he can fix 
it with the conductor. ; 

Midlothian is the only club in the country, per- 
haps, at least the only one known, that forbids tip- 
ping and enforces the rule. If you want to tip «4 
servant at Midlothian it is necessary to take as many 
precautions as if you were bribing a legislator.

“No member or guest shall give any fee or gratu- 
ity to a professional or caddie or other employé in 
excess of the regular charge for service.

The invitation lists to 
famous spiritualists now being made up by the com- 
mittee are growing continually, and with them the lists 
of the famous students and writers who will be given 
the chance to talk or communicate with the spirits of 
the men whose biographies they have written or whose 
lives they have studied. 

One thing the convention will seek to demonstrate, 
and that is the wonderful changes in the attitude of 
science towards spirit phenomena since the days when 
Kate Fox, the American girl, founded what is known as 
the modern school of spiritualism. 

Now science, relieved of the danger of being made 
ridiculous, is interested in the serious investigation of 
the problems of spiritualism and perhaps the scientists 
and deep thinkers of England and Europe at least are 


‘as much interested in the proposed international con- 


gress of ghosts as are the leaders of the spiritualistic 
movement. For the psychical phenomenon instead of 
being a commercial asset for fakers who prey upon the 
superstitidus members of the public and work won- 
drous frauds and deceits has become a serious scientific 
problem and perhaps half the great psychologists of the 
They don’t admit 
it in that form—in fact, they deny the ghosts, but they 
admit the phenomena and seek explanation. 


* * 
All Fraudulent Mediums to Be Barred. 


The committee expects humanity to. derive much 
knowledge from the coming convention that will sup- 
port the theories of spiritualists, The committee says 
with perhaps 2,000 spiritualistic mediums present ready 
to produce ocular proof of their claims and with a few 
hundred scientific men and scholars present to test 
those proofs there will be no chance for trickery or 
fraud. 

The development ot spiritualism since 1848, when Mr. 
and Mra. John Fox of Hydeviile, N. ., first discovered 
“spirit rapping,” has been remarkable, although noth- 
ing beyond theories has resulted. Kate Fox, one of the 
daughters, was the first person to claim to be able to 


seemed directed by intelligence, resulted in the forma- 
tion of the modern school of spiritualism. The form of 
“spirit rapping” spread rapidly through the United 
States and thence over the entire civilized world. The 
spirit of the “ murdered peddler which communicate 
with the Fox family became historic and subsequent 
mediums developed rapping to an tent which cre- 
ated interest everywhere and resulted in such ride 
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spread fraud and deceit that the scientific value of all 
the discoveries was lost—even if they possessed value. 


* 
Growth of Spiritualism in Fify Years. 

Kate Fox and her sister both were mediums and 
claimed to be able to communicate with the spirits of 
the departed. They had a host of imitators. 

No medium, however. in those days or for many 
years afterward even claimed to understand what spe- 
cial qualities enable spirits to make use of them. 

Andrew Jackson Davis in 1847 startled the world by 
his work on “Nature’s Divine Revelations,” which he 
claimed to have received while in a hypnotic trance. 

A Mrs. Hayden, a professional medium of Boston, 
carried the “spirit rapping” to England in 1852 and 
Europe was seized with a “table turning” mania. 

Science accepted certain phenomena as real, but in 
the maze of fraud and buffoonery and trickery designed 
to cheat superstitious poor much time and knowledge 
were lost. Science refused to mingle with the fakers 
and the fear of ridicule precluded the possibility of any 
famous scientist devoting his time to the study of 
@piritualism until within the last decade. 

The Siebert commissions on insanity and spiritual- 
ism were pioneering investigations into the field which 
science hardly dared enter because of the ridicule it 
brought upon them. N 

The bequest of Siebert, furnishing funds for such in- 
vestigations, brought a serious effort. Besides science 
had proved so much that it became less afraid of ridi- 
cule. g

Famous Family Spirit of the Rudats. 

Of this class is the famous Rudat spirit, which is 
one of the best known materializations in the world, at 
least among spiritualists. This wraith, or whatever it is, 
has been a mystery to mediums for the last ten years 
and its peculiarity consists, seemingly, in the fact that 
the best mediums can do nothing with it while it per- 
Sistently attempts to communicate with members of the 
Rudat family, living in and near the village of Getroz, 
in Switzerland, not far from the French frontier. Not 
One member of the family is a medium as far as they 
Know, and not one understands even the simplest forms 
of spiritualism, yet this spirit, so it is asserted, has 
made scores of attempts to communicate with different 
members of the family. 

Instead of being pleased the Rudats were almost 
frightened out of their wits. Two members of the fam- 
lly claim to have seen the wraith, which appeared to 
them as a semi-luminous mist, approximating in form 
the human shape. Also the spirit, they claim, strove to 
tell them something, but falled because every member 
of the family it approached refused to remain to listen. 

Spiritualists when they heard of this wonderfully ma- 
terial spirit hastened to the Rudats and expected great 
things in the line of diseovery.

Every Honest Ghost Will Have a Chance. 


Nevertheless, a special committee has been appointed 
to look up the records of spiritualistic mediums who 
announce their intention of being delegates and bring- 
ing their ghosts to the convention. 

Every honest psychical research worker admits that 
puerile frauds and clever impositions are practiced 
daily, and that sleight of hand, hypnotism, and all sorts 
of juggiery are used frequently by those who claim to 
be mediums. Some of the best known spiritualistic me- 
diums in the world will be barred entirely from the 
convention, because proof exists that they have prac- 
ticed frauds. 

It is a well known fact that one firm in Boston man- 
ufactures immense quantities of “spirit pictures” and 
paraphernalia of all sorts for the use of tricksters who 
seek to make money by deceiving the public. At least 
one Parisian moving picture firm manufactures ex- 
tremely clever ghosts that can be materialized in- 
stantly, even through a small hole at the rear of a 
room, and produced upon walls or curtains. 

The committee knows all these things, and it pro- 
poses to bar all fraudulent mediums, accepting only 
those who seek truth and do not resort to trickery. 

The international convention committee is made up 
of English, French, American, Italian, and German 
spiritualists, and is not backed by any clique or or- 
ganization of spiritualists, the originators of the idea 
planning to keep it out of the hands of any one s0- 
ciety, and to have it represent aS many 28 possible. The 
Society of Psychical Research of America, as well as of 
England and France, is represented on the committee; 


the Spiritualist Alliance of Great Britain and the Spirit- 


ualist Society of Germany also have representatives on 
the board, but the societies themselves will not be asked 
to participate in the arrangements, except as individuals.

Spiritualistic Societies to Demonstrate. 


Before the final plans are laid. however, it is ex- 
pected that they will be asked to join forces with the 
international committee and assist in the work, not a 


organisations, but as part of the convention. 
W. Dawson Rorerm president of the Spiritualists’ al- 
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liance, probably will de asked to allow his name to be 
presented as the leader in the convention, and W. Sain- 
ton-Moses, the leading spiritualist of Great Britain, is 
almost certain to be invited to take charge in the de- 
partment of psychology, which will be one of the mos‘ 
important features of the convention. 

Not only will the leading spirtualists be invited to 
attend and participate in the doings of the convention, 
but famous men from all over the world who have been 
interested in psychological research work will be pressed 
to assist, 

America, it is probable, will be represented by Prof. 
Garrett P. Serviss, the distinguished scientist, who was 
one of the first Americans to dare public ridicule by 
serious study of spiritualism and the first in America to 
suggest organized study of the® subject of psychic 
Phenomena. Prof. Serviss is not a spiritualist, but he 
believes firmly in many phases of spirit phenomena. 
He suggested years ago the urgent necessity of a thor- 
ough investigation of the entire subject by scientific 
men and it is more than probable that he would accept 
the invitation. 

A few years ago when the Rev. Sainton-Moses, lead- 
er of the British spiritualists, suggested that all the 
spiritualists in the world form connected “circles” and 
thus strive to reach the truth Prof. Serviss objected on 
the grounds that such a thing would result only im a 
mass of disconnected, jumbled statements from whith 
it would be impossible to separate the true from the 
false. The idea of the international convention is to do 
— with exactly the thing to which Prof. Serviss ob- 
ected.

Marconi, Believer in Ghosts, Invited. 


Among the others the committee expects to invite 
will be Guglielmo Marconi, the inventor of the wireless 
telegraph, who is a firm believer in spirit communica- 
tion, the Rev. Minot Judson Savage, the eminent New 
York divine who has made a study of spiritualiem and 
psychic phenomena in general, and George Stuart Ful 
lerton of Columbia university, who was one of the Sie- 
bert commissioners in the investigation of spiritualism 
and author of the preliminary repert ef the commis- 
sion, which embodied tts findings. 

The Rev. Father C. G. Franco, . J., the most emi- 
nent Roman Catholic authority, may be invited to at- 
tend, but because of the attitude of the church towards 
spiritualism the committee scarcely hopes he will par- 
ticipate. The church, according to Father France, be- 
lieves many facts of spirtualism, but condemns its 
claims and practices as contrary to the commands of 
the bible, and likely to result in error and delusion. 

Prof. James Hervey Hyslop, profesbor of logic and 
sthies at Columbia, @ firm believer in spiritial mani- 
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festation, almost certainly will receive an invitation. 

Isaac Kaufman Funk, author of “The Widow's 
Mite, and Other Psychic Phenomena,” a clergyman and 
publisher, and perhaps the leading investigator of spir- 
itualism in the United States, the committee expects to 
be a delegate. His work on spiritualism published in 
1904, in which he told of his meeting with the spirit of 
Henry Ward Beecher, was one of the sensations of the 
year, causing a widespread revival of interest in spirit- 
ualism. Mr. Funk probably will be asked to attempt to 
communicate with the spirit of Beecher during the con- 
vention. 


u * 
Flammarion and Lombroso to Be Present. 


Prof. Charles Richet, the eminent French savant who 
has done more than any one else towards scientific in- 
vestigation of spirit phenomena in France, is ex- 
pected to be a delegate. Camille Flammarion, the great 
astronomer and writer, and Cesare Lombroso, the Ital- 
lan psychologist, who perhaps is the deepest investi- 
gator in the world, according to present plans will be 
invited to conduct certain phases of the investigation. 

The first international convention of ghosts is ex- 
pected by the committee to bring science nearer the 
truth regarding psychic phenomena, at least, and to 
collect the knowledge of the world on the subject for 
discussion. 


The opening days of the convention, according to 
the plan now outlined by the committee, will be devoted 
to selection of committees and departments, and the 
examination of the credentiais of spiritualistic me- 
diums. Before that, however, organizations of spirit- 
valists will be asked to investigate the records of 
mediums who propose to show their ghosts. 

During this preliminary stage, which may cover 
three days, there will be lectures and discussions, and 
each medium will submit to a special committee a 
short account of his work and his results. 


* 
Famous Ghosts Will Be Investigated. 


After that, however, there will be little talking. The 
work will be for the mediums to demonstrate and for 
the scientists and students to investigate, cross ques- 
tion, examine, and seek means to get into closer com- 
munication with such spirits as may manifest them- 
selves. 

Interest in the convention is growing among spirit- 
ualists who have heard of it, and the extent of the in- 
terest which will be aroused when the committee per-

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HE gypsies have roved all the world over, 

| people without a country, homeless wan- 

derers, who are éxiled wherever they go, 

from Spain, from France, from England, 

from Russia, where they live secretly 

in the big cities, as wary of their lives 

as terrorists plotting against the czar. 

And this, despite their harmlessness, often 

their innate good will, fleeing from the world of men 

like droves of fawns and deer, never at peace so long 

as the “green gentiles are near, a fear and hatred 

born of circumstances inevitably springing up in their 
breasts and taking permanent root in their natures 

The more they are persecuted the better they thrive. 
They may seem few, but they are millions strong. 
They may be hidden, but they are there in all castes, 
colors, characters, occupations, positions in society, de- 
grees of culture. 

There are gypsies and gypsies. Some wander on the 
road, some dwell in secret in the cities, some mingle 
with the great world, their nationality unguessed. John 
Runyan is thought to have been a gypsy; Jane Welsh 
Carlyle, the brilliant wife of the brilliant philosopher, 
is thought to have been a gypsy. New York has had a 
gypsy member of the state legislature; Pennsylvania 
had a gypsy sheriff; Virginia had a large wholesale 
and retail cigar dealer who was one of the Romany 
Rye.

Peculiar Traits of the Gypsies. 

There are gypsies and gypsies. Some people like 
Charles Godfrey Leland, Walter Simson, Mac Ritchie, 
and others have caught the spirit of their romantic 
careers, free as the air and rugged like the mountain 
steeps, and have studied them first hand and at close 
range. And they have taught us or we have found 
for ourselves that the gypsies usually are tinkers, 
Smiths, and farriers. 

They deal in horses and naturally are familiar with 
mem. 

They are without religion. 

The women are fortune tellers, especially by palm 
steading. 


They eat without scruple animals which have died 


@ natural death, being especially fond of the pig. 

They flay animals, carry corpses, arid show such apt-, 
ness for these and similar despised callings that in 
several European countries they have long monopolized 


They make and sell mats, baskets, and small articles 
of wood. 

Their hair remains black to advanced age, and is 
retained longer than with Europeans or ordinary ori-

The greatest fear of Gypsies exists among children, 
and this is due to the time honored superstitious fear 
of kidnaping. That Gypsies made a business of stealing 
children and holding them for ransom is widely be- 
lieved throughout the civilized world, although police 
records of America and Burope reveal few authenticated 
cases. That Gypsies, seeking revenge, have stolen chil- 
dren of their enemies is undoubted, but this does not 
account for the widespread belief. The best authorities 
believe that such a traffic actually existed among the 
Hungarian tribes many generations ago and that kid 
naping for ransom was common. 

In their domestic life the Gypsies are models even 
for the highest civilization, and the devotion of wile 
to husband, and of each member of the family for i 
others is notorious. The children are carefully guarded, 
and taught the lore of their forefathers, while such @ 
thing as divorce practically is unknown among them.

Different Personalities Cannot Agree. 


Then came the family breakfast, involving 
difficulties. Next the family papers, exercises and let- 
ters.

War Leads to Delivery of Ultimatum. 

Finally IV issued an ultimatum to Sally. It ran as 
follows: “No interference with mail. No letters to 
Dr. Prince or myself, except in the case of myself, 
when they may be absolutely necessary to give infor- 
mation.. No more snakes, toads, spiders, and such 
absurdities. No more hallucinations whether of sight, 
touch, or hearing. No more nonsense concerning Dr. 
Prince. . Alee she must not receive or spend any 
money beyond a fixed weekly allowance which shall 
be given her—she to Keep it separately and spend it as 
she may choose. She must not destroy any notes or 
interfere in any way with the work to be done.

Coalition Formed by Two. 


All this agreed with Sally’s wishes. A coalition 
was formed between Sally and B IV against B I and 
Dr. Prince. They planned a trip to Europe. Poor 
Miss Beauchamp was in despair. The financial con- 
sideration alone of the European trip was distressing. 
Yet she had promised to leave with a Miss K, who had 
arranged accordingly. She appealed to the doctor 
for help.

“To dispose of Sally in this way after our long 
friendship seemed cold blooded, and I confess to 
certain qualms. But what was to be done? All 
could “not live. The choice had to be made, and the 
law of psychology condemned Sally. Sufficient only 
of this plan- was told B IV to obtain her codperation. 
More than this he did not dare disclose, for if Sally 
got wind of the whole scheme, as she certainly would 
if I revealed it all, for she heard whatever was said, 
she would do everything in her power to thwart my 
endeaver to get rid of her.” 

Accordingly, B IV or BI, as the case might be, was 
hypnotized daily and the proper suggestions given to 
B II.

The real Miss Beauchamp at first was not perma- 
nent, She had the same emotional and psychical 
makeup which was prominent in I and IV. After con- 
tinuous exposure to mental and physical strain or a 
sudden emotional shock her perronality at first tended 
once again to disintegrate into separate selves. And 
all the old friends appeared with multiple mental life. 
But after experimenting a period of years—six or 
seven in all—Dr. Prince solidified the real self to such 
a degree of mental cohesiveness that she has remained 
unchanged for six months and promises so to remain 
as long as she is guarded from strain.

“With the resurrection of the real self 
she goes back to where she came from, imprisoned, 
unable either to come at will or be brought by 
command. Automatic writing, speech, and such phe- 
nomena cease, and it has not been possible as yet to 
communicate with her and determine what part if any 
she plays in Miss Beauchamp’s subconsciousness, or 
whether as a personality she exists at all. When, 
however, as a result of some mental catastrophe, she 
appeared again as alternating personality, her lan- 
guage implied a persistent existence as a subcon- 
sciousness like that of her early youth and as de- 
scribed in the autobiography. Nevertheless the resur- 
rection of the real Miss Beauchamp is through the 
death of Sally.“ 

Of Sally, her life and her doings, the real Miss Beau- 
champ knows nothing, excepting indirectly. Of this 
part of her mental life she has no more memory than 
has I or IV.

Gray cords 
loop across the front gore, over the lace, from every 
button. The waist has the large armholes, with a short 
sleeve of the material, with a sheer lace and muslin 
undersleeve, which comes to the wrist. The same idea 
in trimming is carried out on the waist a’ on the skirt, 
and gives that long effect which is sure to be becoming.

Another dress which is really lovely is made of a 
soft finished black silk. This one also is circular, with 
a narrow front gore, and finished at the bottom by a 
short train. Outlining the front gore is a puff made 
of liberty silk, finished on both edges with the nar- 
rowest possible little quillings of the silk. This puffing 
does not go to the foot of the dress, but a mitered 
corner is made by the puffing several inches from the 
foot, and the puffing goes straight around. The waist 
is cut out in the front to a deep V.“ and a slight 
rounding shape across the back. This is outlined by 
the puffing, which rounds beneath the opening rather 
than takes a pointed shape. Inside the puffing is a soft 
fold of silk, finishing in two bewitchingly pretty tab 
ends, which extend to the waist line. The neck is 
filled in with softest chiffon laid fn folds. The sleeves 
are on the leg o' mutton order and come to the wrist. 
These would make beautiful reception or calling gowns.

A pretty house gown may be made of volle or chif- 
fon. The skirt should be a gored one, the fullness in 
the back laid in an inverted plait each side of the 
middle. The trimming can start at the waist line of 
the front gore and extend down the front and around 
the bottom in some conventional design. The waiat 
should open in the front over a chemisette of fine tucked 
lawn, and the trimming should go up the front of the 
waist, meeting that on the skirt and giving it the ap- 
pearance of a one piece dress. The waist is put into 
a shaped belt and is worn over the outside of the 
skirt. There should be hooks on the inside of the 
waist at the back, and eyes on the outside of the skirt

We are beginning to dare to allude to the old name 
of bonnet for woman's headgear. Some of the Manila 
straws are mere flat turbans, pointed over the face, with 
bunches of flowers at the side. Sometimes a strand 
of crosscut silk mingles with flowers and descends be- 
neath the ear, falling as it imprisons roses, and nearly 
every such headgear has falling ends at the aslde. 
There is something rakish and at the same time pic- 
turesque about the present styles. Natural colored 
straws, large roses, and other blooms—fiowers of im- 
possible colors as far as Dame Nature is concerned 
these are distinctive features. Long end horns often 
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N the front of a jacket, if anything besides 
the stitched canvas is needed to fill out, cot- 
ton batting may be tacked, the same as be- 
tween the shoulder blades in the back. 
It is a good plan to sometimes put a strip 
of canvas on the bias over the shoulder seam. 
If the jacket is to have a notched collar, the shape of 
the little lapel in front is given when cutting out the 


front of the jacket. Cut out the rolling collar, then cut, 


out the canvas on the same grain as the cloth, and 
baste to the under side. The coat lapel has the canvas 
basted to the side which will be the upper side when 
the lapel is turned back, and the canvas extends on 
down the length of the front, on what will be, when fin- 
ished, the wrong side. 

Baste the middle back seam of the collar together, 
then pin the middle to the middle of the back of the 
jacket, and baste the collar as far as is indicated in the 
pattern. The coat must be put on and the collar 
fitted in the back and rolled over; also the lapel just 
as it is to go. The collar seam is stitched and pressed 
open and the collar is stitched to the coat and the seam 
pressed open, cutting away the canvas in both places 
close to the seam. Run a double gathering thread on 
the line where lapels and collar roll back; then, holding 
the edge of the collar or lapel in the left hand, canvas 
side uppermost, hold the lapel over the hand, and do 
what tailors call “padding”; that is, have a needle

threaded with silk thread and take a short diagonal 
stitch through canvas and cloth, and then another, 
and so on, having the stitches on the canvas side about 
one-quarter of an inch long, and on the cloth side one- 
eighth or less. This is done from one end of the lapel 
across the collar to the lapel on the other side. Then 
begin a row right under, and so on, until the edge of 
the material is reached. 

Next turn the coat towards you ard pad from the 
turning back line to the seam of the collar and continue 
on the tader side of the lapel a little way. This work 
shapes the garment so perfectly it always will stay 
in place. Pressing in all work of this kind plays a most 
important part and the way the garment is held while 
pressing. It is almost impossible to explain this in 
writing alone.

The cloth for the outside of the collar and the 
fronts of the jacket-—that is, the front facings—is cut 
just like the other, and both are pinned to the canvas 
side of the jacket and collar, and pins stuck threugh 
both collar and facings where they are to join each 
other; also the middle back seam of the collar. Then 
it u removed from the jacket, stitched, and pressed 
open flat. Then lay this next to the cloth side of the 
jacket, baste carefully, stitch, turn to wrong side, 
baste, and cross stitch edge to canvas or cheese cloth

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TO PUT A SKIRT INTO A BAN 


AKE a piece of material the width desired 

and have it the length of the waist meas- 

ure, plus the width of the extension of the 

placket and an inch besides, for turning 

in on each end. Hold the skirt towards you, 

and right side out. Begin at the right hand 
end and pin the band to the back of the skirt, allowing 
the band to extend one-half inch beyond, for turning 
in. Measure from the exact edge of skirt, when belt 
is pinned to half the waist measure and put a pin in 
the belt.at this point and pin to the middle of the 
front of the skirt, then from this point measure on the 
band the full waist length measure, and pin to the 
other end of the skirt, then.pin the placket extension 
to the band, and that should leave one-half inch be- 
yond for turning in. Pin the skirt to the belt between 
these points, allowing a little fullness over the hips. 
The skirt should be put on and pinned together in the 
back exactly as it will go when finished. Too much 
carelessness is used in this one point, with the result: 
that after the band is stitched on it is found to be too 
tight. If the band is right it can be stitched on and 
finished. <A little practice in putting bands on ac 
curately will make it possible to have them always 
right the first time. 


WRINKLES TO LIGHTEN WORK IN THE SEWING ROOM. 


HE lining for a jacket must be cut exactly like 
the outside. There are two qualities of satin 
which are used for linings which wear splen- 
didly; one is $1.25 a yard and the other §1.50. 
If taffeta is preferred the Corsican taffeta is 

— - good; it has a fine twill running through it, 
and anything with a twill always wears well. When the 
backs are cut lay the edge of the middle of the back seam 
a good inch in from the edge of the material. Trace all 
the seam lines carefully on evéry piece, including the 
middle back seam. This seam, instead of being stitched 
up on the traced line, is stitched one-quarter of an inch 
in from the edge, the seam is pressed open and the 
tracings which mark the middle back seam are brought 
over to the stitched seam, so that an inverted plait-is 
formed on the right side, making it a box plait on the 
wrong side, 

The lining seams are stitched and pressed open, all 
except the shoulder and under arm seams. Put the 
middle back searn of the lining to the middle back seam 
of the jacket, and be sure and have it loose on the 
length, then baste the raw edges of the Uning and 
jacket seam together. If there are seams on: both sides 
of the back these are fastened together in the same way. 


„ 


Put the fronts in, observing the same rule. The 
jacket must be held right side out as much as possible 
while pinning the lining in, and great care must be 
taken to have it loose both across and ‘up and down. 
If this is not done the outside cloth will wrinkle and 
set badly. Tack one raw edge of Uning on both under- 
arm and shoulder seams to jacket seams, then bring the 
opposite sides over, pin, baste, and then hem down. 
Baste the lining around the armholes, then around all 
the edges of the jacket, and blind hem down, never for- 
getting that the lining must be it will wrinkle. 


and basted in place the jacket can be held up right side 
out and any fault of the kind easily detected.

There seems no abatement in the craze for trimming 
with threaded ribbon entire trousseaux, including bed, 
house, and table Linen, together with various accessories 
of the home and toilet, besides entire garments in any 
material from the flimsy crépe muslin and meshy net to 
Weighty velvet, plush, and even kid or leather.

The re- 
maining fifth of the group work upon flowers, 
feathers, passementerie, and other accer- ) 
sories which are hand made but not neces- 
sarily needlework. The word midinette 
means little noon girl, and is suggestive 
of the life she leads. From 12 to 1 o'clock 
she ie granted the hiur of freedom which 
counts for her to the extent of submerging 
in forgetfulness the ten other working hours 
of the day.

LONDON, Aug. 3.—Congressman Hepburn, 
with his wife, daughter, and son-in-law, is 
now in London after visiting Holland. They 
intend to take a trip through England and 
return to the United States on Sept. 9. This 
is Hepburn's first trip to Burope. 

„ only intend visiting Holland and Dng- 
land, as these are the moet interesting coun- 
tries to me and practically the only ones 
which contributed everything America pos- 
seaees by way of laws and institutions of 
higher thoughts,” he sald. “I am of course 
interested in many nations’ ideas, and theo- 
retically Switzerland could teach me much, 
— practical conditions of the country and 

the purswite of the people are so dissimilar to 

those in the United States that success in 
ideas that prevail in Switserland would not 
mean that similar ideas would sult America. 
The difference in sise and conditions between 
America and other countries where various 
governmental experiments are tried is con- 
stantly forgotten. 


Takes Rap at New Zealand. 

“For example, there is New Zealand, 
where the success of socialistic ideas is 80 
constantly quoted. Statistics show the gov- 
ernmentaly controlled railroads in that 
country lost In one year $1,500,000. To the 
American mind that isn’t a great deficit, but 
it must be remembered that New Zealand 
has only 800 miles of railroad, while America 
with over 200,000 miles, in the same propor- 
tion would make a deficit of over A. 000,000, 
000 annually. 

“If the government controlled railroads, 
however, I don’t think there would be any 
likelihood of the people insisting on gov- 
ernmental ownership to any extent. If the 
United States owned and operated say the 
public utilities, both railroad and telegraph, 
it would mean over a million and a half em- 
ployés coming directly under the control of 
one or at the most a few minds in the gov- 
ernment. The United States has awakened 
to the fact that governmental ownership 
would mean practically an oligarchy, and 
it has dropped the idea like a hot potato. 

In speaking of prospective railroad legisia- 
tion he said: 

“Unquestionably many bills will be intro- 
duced during the coming session affecting 
the railroads. It is likely that among them 
will be one giving the government power to 
regulate bond tssues based on valuation. 
What the fate of such a measure will be I 
am unprepared to prophesy. It will depend 
mainly on the attitude of the interstate com- 
merce commission. 


Bill’s Constitutionality a Factor. 


„Of course the question of constitutionality 
of such legislation would be realized, but it 
seems to me where the railroads do interstate 
business, which most of them do, the govern- 
ment could exercise such a power over them 
that I don’t think this legislation is necessary 
in order to secure the much talked of ap- 
praisement of railroads. The interstate com- 
mission already possesses ample power to se- 
cure such information, and, in fact, there 
isn’t any variety of information concerning 
the railroads which the interstate commission 
has not now power to secure. 

“ Tariff revision ts extremely unlikely to 
be attempted during the coming session. It 
will be put off until after the confusion of the 
next election has passed, when the republican 
party, if in power, will undoubtedly attempt 
the revision. Since the tariff was instituted 
revision has been made about once every six 
or eight years. Undoubt@dly the present law 
is defective in many instances, some rates 
being too low, others too high, but certainly 
the general prosperity of the country never 
was so great as under the present law.“

Mrs. Perry is the wife of the president of 
the Lewis F. Parry & Whitney Company, in- 
terior decorators, a corporation founded by 
his father. They lived in a magnificent resi- 
dence in 19 Powell street, Brookline. Mrs. 
Belches was prostrated when she learned of 
her husband's actions. She was Miss Ma- 


“tilda Linder of Concord, a member of the fa- 


mous Linder family, granddaughter of the 
founder of the firm of Linder & Meyer, im- 
porters, of which firm Postmaster General 
George von L. Meyer is a member. 


Belches Active in Business. 

Belches for several years has been con- 
nected with Hayden, Stone & Co., and since 
his father’s retirement from active business 
has looked after the elder man's interests. 
He ig tall and 80 years old. For nine years 
he lived with his wife, and it was looked upon 
as an ideal match, although no children were 
born to them. The young man’s father, 
John W. Belohes, wag one of the most prom- 
inent brokers in State street. He formerly 
lived in Windsor road, in the Corey Hill seo- 
tion of Brookline. In the last four years, 
on account of his wife's ill health, they have 
been traveling extensively in Europe and the 
holy land. This summer they are staying in 
Walpole, N. H. Their son's wife isspending 
the summer with them, 

Mrs. Perry and Belches often had met at 
social affairs, but their deportment always 
was exemplary, and it never was dreamed 
there waa an attachment between them. On 
account of her great beauty and talent Mrs. 
Perry was recognized as a leader and her 
home was the place of many brilliant enter- 
tainments. 

Wilson Belches and his wife lived in the 
exclusive apartment house at 1064 Beacon 
street, Brookline. 


News Shock to Friends. 


Thrusting aside all semblance of conven- 
tionality and defying the ethical lew as well 
as braving all the consequences that are to 
follow their rash act, Mrs. Perry and Belches 
slipped out of Boston June 6, and not until 
they were in London did their elopement be- 
come known. The news was conveyed to 
their relatives in the form of à brief cable 
message saying they could not live without 
each other and therefore had made up their 
minds to live together, come what might. 

The news came as a great shock to those 
concerned. From her great love for Belches 
Mrs. Perry deserted not only her husband 
but her two small children, of whom it is said 
she was exceptionally fond. The Perrys 
have been married about ten years and al- 
ways have been considered happy. Not a 
breath of scandal ever crossed the threshold 
of their beautiful Brookline home until the 
wife met Belches. 

Before her marriage Mrs. Perry was Mias 
Alice Pratt, daughter of William H. Pratt, 
who was one of Brookline’s leading citizens 
and a prominent business man of Boston. 
When she made her début in society it was 
as the belle of the town.

MAN ACCUSED OF SWINDLE 
DISMISSED; REARRESTED. 


F. L. Monroe, Broker, and J; C. Miller 
Held to Answer Charges of Violat- 
ing the Postal Laws. 


Following hie dismissal on a charge of ob- 
taining money by means of a confidence 
game, F. L. Monroe, a broker with offices in 
the Great Northern building, wae arrested 


by Inspectors Ketcham and Piatt from the 2 


postoffice department. J. C. Miller, formerly 
president of the Marinette Gas Engine com- 
pany, was arrested with Monroe, and both 
were taken before Commissioner Foote to 
anewer for alleged violations of the 

laws. Their case wae continued to Aug. 18 
and each secured $3,000 bonds for release. 

Monroe, who was the representative of the 
Marinette company, and Miller dre charged 
with having used the mails for purposes of 
conspiracy to defraud by representing in 
letters that the desire of the Marinette com- 
pany was to employ agents throughout the 
country, while the real purpose wae to in- 
crease the capital of the company. 

In the case against Monroe, who was dis- 
missed by Municipal Judge Crowe, Richard 
Townsend of Peoria, Ill. and Vance M. Miller- 
man of Atlanta, Ga., each declared he had 
purchased from Monroe $5,000 worth of stook 
in the Marinette Gas Engine company upon 
making a contract that he was to bea dis- 
trict manager of the company ata salary of 
$250 a month, with an additional 10 per cent 
commission on all sales of engines made in 
the territory. In less than two months they 
were discharged, and when they attempted 
to sell the stock to the company according 
to the agreement the company refused to 
purchase the stock. 

Monroe tesified he was acting as agent 
for the company, and that he was not re- 
sponsible for the fact that the company found 
it necessary to place itself in the hands of 
a receiver. 

“The evidence in this case according to 
my judgment does not prove the defendant 
guilty of operating a confidence game, said 
Judge Crowe. “The defendant ‘is dis- 
charged.” 


RUSSIAN AND GERMAN RULERS 
MEET IN SWINEMUNDE HARBOR 


Naval Review of Kaiser’s Vessels Held 
to Celebrate Event—Close Guard Is 
Kept Over Sovereigns. 


SWINEMUNDE, Aug. 8.—Emperor Will- 
lam put to sea on board the imperial yacht 
Hohenzollern this morning and met Emperor 
Nicholas of Russia, who had come down 
from Cronstadt on the Standart, the Rus- 
sian imperial yacht. The Hohensollern was 
accompanied by two smaller cruisers and a 
flotilla of torpedo boats. 

Emperor Nicholas went on board the 
Hohenzollern and was invited to remain and 
review the German fleet. The Hohengollern 
then returned to Swinemunde and the two 
emperors reviewed the German fleet, which 
consists of eighteen battleships, seven cruis- 
ers, a number of auxiliary vessels, a flotilla 
of torpedo boats, and minor craft. 

Emperor Nicholas lunched on board the 
Hohengollern, returning later to the Stand- 
art. The German emperor paid his return 
call to the Russian sovereign on board the 
Standart this afternoon, The two sovereigns 
had along talk. Prince von Bulow, the Ger- 
man imperial chancellor, and M. Iswolsky, 
the Russian foreign minister, were present.

REFUSES 10 PAY FOR CARS 


N. Y., N. H. & H. Threaten to 
Withdraw from Agreement. 


STATE LAW IS A HANDICAP. 


Other Roads May Retaliate by Requir- 
ing Transfer of Shipments. 


The action of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad in threatening to 
withdraw from the per diem freight car 
agreement of the American Railway associa- 
tion is arousing caustic comment in railroad 
circles. The plea of the New Haven road is 
based on the Connecticut law, which gives 
the consignee or shipper ninety-six hours in 
which to unload or load cars and provides 
that this time must elapse before a railroad 
can assess demurrage charges, whereas ths 
per diem charges between railroads begin as 
soon as the car is delivered to a foreign road. 

It is asserted by the railroad that it is 
forced to pay at least $2 for the use of foreign 
cars without any return. For reason it 
asked the railroads for relief, and this has 
been refused. In the report of the associa- 
tion refusing relief it is shown that the New 
Haven road has continually an excess of for- 
eign equipment on its lines, which is taken as 
evidence of a shortage of individual equip- 

ment, and the railroads do not propose to 
give the New Haven road sufficient cars to 
fill its requirements without adequate com- 
pensation, and 50 cents a day is not consid- 
ered high. 


May Transfer All Shipments. 


Commenting on the attitude of the New 
Haven road, an operating official said: 

The fact that Connecticut ee a 
law giving shippers and consignees ninety- 
six hours to load and unload cars fs not to be 
construed as evidence of its power to pass 
laws compelling all the railroads of the 
United States to give the shippers of that 
state free use of cars for warehouse pur- 
poses. If the New Haven road should per- 
sist in ite refusal to comein under the agree- 
ment of a per diem charge, the railroads 
simply will refuse to load cars to New Eng- 
land points, specifying they must be trans- 
ferred.”’ 

It generally is believed the car association 
will not attempt to force the issue, but will 
make an attempt to compromise, as it has 
been suggested the New England railroads 
are defenseless and to foree the transfer of 
cars at eastern junctions would mean a 
blockade that it would take months to clear. 


To Abolish Party Rates. 


The regular meeting of the Western Passen- 
ger association adjourned yesterday, and the 
matter of interchangeable mileage tickets 
was not taken up. It was determined to dis- 
continue all party rates in territory east 
of the Missouri, and, with the consent of 
two lines not present, the abolition will be 
extended to all territory west of the river. 
This action is to stop the recent practice 
of some of the so-called weak lines in making 
a cheap rate for parties of 100 or more. 

The large commercial concerns of the west 
have been much exercised over the rumor 
that excess baggage rates would be advanced, 
and protests have been received from all 
the large commercial centers in the west. 
There will be no change in the baggage 
rates in dollars and cents. The old basis 
of 12 per cent will remain in states where 
the 8 cent fare prevails, and in states where 
the 2 cent laws are in force the basis will 
be 18 per cent of the passenger rate, making 
the charge the same. 


UNEARTH WALLS OF JERICHO. 


Austrian Professor Makes Interesting 
and Valuable Discoveries in the 
Ruins of Ancient City. 


VIENNA, Aug. 3.—Prof. Sellin’s excava- 
tione on the site of the ancient city of Jericho 
are yielding unexpectedly rich treasures. In 
his last letters to the Vienna Academy of Sei- 
ence the professor writes that over a hundred 
men are digging at five different points. 

One of the most interesting finds is the his- 
torical city wall, built of burned lime bricks. 
It was some ten feet in thickness, rising from 
a stone foundation. On the western side of 
the city the wall was nearly forty feet in 
width. At another point a private house was 
found built over another house of a still ear- 
lier epoch. 

Other discovéries include lamps, plates, 
cups, needles, weights, mortars, and milla of 
bronze and stone, some of rough and primi- 
tive bandwork and others finely executed. In 
the inner city remains of rows of houses 
have been uncovered. The ancient Hebrew 
lettering proves that the old Hebrew charac- 
ters were in use.

To the Editor: Ought kissing to be prohib- 
ited on the stage? I think it should de. 

If stage kissing is unnecessary or artistic- 
ally indefensible, then even a single kiss ex- 
changed during the course of | a ave act bly 
‘is one too Many.

Pile, I think, is the attitude of the 82 
1 feel that kisses are things at 
which we are not intended to be present, and, 
if we are forced to witness them., we either 
blush or giggle, according to our nature. The 
majority of people, I admit, giggle. The blush 
and the giggle both arise form the same 
cause, however. They are both the result 
of being where we ought not to be, of seeing 
what we are not meant to see. 

We cannot demand, héwever, that the 
stage shall give us only such scenes as we 
could be present at in real life without feel- 
ing uncomfertable. In real life, for example, 
we should not care to be found eavesdropping 
at a conversation such as Juliet had with 
Romeo from the balcony. The balcony sqene 
appeals, however, not to our sense of reality, 
but to our imagination. We ere exalted by 
the beautiful words, the darkened stage, the 
gentle voices. A realistic kiss between the 
lovers would bring us suddenly down from 
heaven to earth again. We ought always to 
be kept expecting lovers to kiss; this k 
us strung up to the mood of romance. 8 
ought not to be allowed to see them kissing 
however, for we look on a kiss as a sort yore 
end all, and anything that comes after it can 
only be repetition. 


— 

I object to kissing on the stage, then, for 
several reasons. First, it does not leave 
enough to our imagination. The idea of a 
kies represents to us the supreme ecstasy of 
love. The reality of it, as we have it on the 


tops of ommibuses and on the stage, is a 
1 .aSair Bast se- 


presses the ecstasy of love less than hand- 


shaking. Let any playgoer look back over 
all the impressive scenes he has witnessed at 
the theater, and let him ask himself whether 
any of them contained a single Kiss. We do 
not find any kissing in the most dignified 
drama in the world, the Greek drama. We 
‘find comparatively little of it in Shakspeare. 
Certainly — of the memorable scenes in 
-Ghakspeare is a kissing one, except, per- 
haps, one. There are kisses in the — 
nightingale " speech in Romeo and Juliet.“ 
The stage is so dim, however, that we imag- 
ine them rather than see them. It is when we 
see the lips of lovers meeting, it is when we 
actually hear their kisses, that the thing be- 
comes real and ridiculous to us. 

I never saw anything so absurd in my life 
as the attempt to put on the stage a real pas- 
sionate kiss, Sensitive people shudder at the 
sight of it; normal people giggle. As for the 
orgy of kisses in Zaza, I trust I shal! never 
have to endure a like itagain. There 
are worse feelings than seasicknessa,
